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INTRODUCTION 

Chapter  280  of  the  Laws  of  1913  provides  as  follows: 

§  4.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  November  m  each  year,  each 
officer,  mstitution  and  department  of  the  state,  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  which  appropriations  of  money  are  made  by  law,  shall 
present  to  and  file  with  the  said  commissioner  of  efficiency  and 
economy,  upon  forms  prescribed  by  him,  a  detailed  statement  of  all 
moneys  which  said  officer,  institution  or  department  desires  to  have 
appropriated  by  law  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  said  officer, 
institution  or  department  for  the  fiscal  year  for  which  said  appropria- 
tions are  asked.    The  said  commissioner  of  efficiency  and  economy 
shall   examine  said  statanents  and  make  such   reconunendations 
thereon  as  shall,  in  his  opinion,  contribute  to  promote  efficiency  and 
economy  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  state. 
Pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  the  statute  quoted,  the  estimates  of 
the  appropriations  deemed  necessary  by  every  officer,  institution  and 
departm^it  of  the  State  have  been  collected  and  analyzed,  and  are  here 
presented,  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Department  of  Efficiency  and 
Economy  concerning  the  amounts  deemed  necessary  to  appropriate,  set 
forth  opposite  each  item. 

The  schedules  contained  herein  have  been  arranged  under  the  general 
divisions  of: 

(a)  Appropriation  Bill. 

(b)  Supply  Bill. 

(c)  Special  Bills. 

The  titles  of  the  various  departments,  institutions,  oommismons  and 
officers  are  arranged  in  the  order  followed  by  the  Comptroller  for  several 
years,  being  contained  in  fourteen  groups,  viz.:

3  Legislative. 

4  Judicial.

Recommendation  of  Department  of  Efficiency  and  Economy. 

The  usual  legislative  form  of  indicating  new  matter  by  italics  and  matter 
eliminated  by  brackets  [  ]  has  been  adopted. 

At  the  end  of  each  tabular  schedule  are  published  the  explanations  made 
by  the  administrative  officer  in  charge  regarding  the  necessity  of  the 
appropriations  requested. 

Immediately  following  the  explanation  by  the  Departmental  officer 
is  presented  the  comment  of  the  Department  of  Efficiency  and  Economy. 

Recommendations  are  made  by  the  Department  of  Efficiency  and 
Economy  in  the  tabular  schedules  regarding  all  the  items  in  the  Appro- 
priation Bill  and  the  Supply  Bill.  The  amounts  reconunended  are  entered 
in  the  last  column  of  the  schedule.  When  no  amounts  are  entered,  the 
item  is  disapproved.  The  general  practice  in  regard  to  salaries  has  been 
to  recommend  a  continuance  of  the  present  rate,  although  in  the  case  of 
minor  employees  the  request  of  the  department  for  an  increase  has  some- 
times been  approved. 

The  Supply  Bill  requests  contain  many  items  that  provide  for  con- 
struction of  new  buildings  and  other  new  projects,  all  of  which  are  recom- 
mended as  properly  transferable  to  special  bills.  The  Supply  Bill  is 
treated  as  a  deficiency  or  emergency  bill,  the  items  in  which  are  to  be  only 
those  necessary  to  supply  deficiencies  in  former  appropriations,  or  to  pro- 
vide funds  immediately  necessary  to  meet  an  emergency. 

The  rule  in  this  respect  is  to  provide  in  the  Appropriation  Bill  for  the 
stated  fixed  charges  of  the  support  of  the  departments,  institutions  and 
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comnxissions;  to  provide  in  the  Supply  Bill  for  deficiencies  and  emergencies; 
and  to  require  special  bills  for  new  construction  and  all  new  projects. 

No  reconunendations  are  made  by  the  Department  of  Efiiciency  and 
Economy  regarding  any  special  bills,  except  for  mamtenance  of  highways 
and  sinking  fund  contributions.  It  will  be  necessary  to  provide  for  addi- 
tions and  improvements  to  State  institutions,  but  the  amount  available 
can  only  be  determined  after  the  Legislature  has  made  provision  for  the 
known  fixed  charges.

There  are  large  increases  requested  for  the  State  institutions,  both  in 
the  items  of  maintenance  and  for  extension  and  repairs,  and  a  very  large 
increase  in  the  combined  requests  of  the  Education  department  and 
educational  institutions. 

The  recommendations  contained  in  this  report  are  based  upon  careful 
investigation  of  each  item,  and  where  increases  are  recommended  the 
expenditures  of  the  last  fiscal  year  prove  the  necessity.  Some  of  the 
appropriations  of  1914  were  lower  than  the  amounts  necessary  to  conduct 
the  department  for  the  year,  because  unexpended  balances  from  former 
appropriations  were  available  for  use  during  the  current  fiscal  year. 

No  unexpended  balances  of  any  items  in  the  Appropriation  Bill  of  1914 

can  be  carried  over  into  the  fiscal  year  of  1915-1916,  however. 

Section  2  of  the  Appropriation  Bill  of  1914  (Chapter  529)  provides: 

"  Any  appropriation  made  by  this  act  for  salary,  compensation  or 

expenses  shall  be  the  salary,  compensation  or  expenses  for  one  year 

of  the  officer,  employee,  oflice,  board,  department,  commission  or 

bureau  for  whom  the  same  is  appropriated,  notwithstanding  existing 

provisions  of  any  other  statute  fixing  the  annual  salary,  compensation 

or  expenses  of  such  officer  or  employee,  or  the  expenses  of  such  officer, 

board,  department,  commission  or  bureau  at  a  different  amount.'' 
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This  section  differs  {roin  that  contamed  in  previous  bills  by  inclusion 
of  expense  ii&na  in  the  limitation  of  one  year.  Therefore  all  unexpended 
balances  will  lapse  October  1,  1915,  and  the  present  Legislature  must 
provide  the  full  amount  required  for  the  maintenance  of  departments- 
duiing  the  next  fiscal  year. 

The  requests  of  the  Comptroller  and  the  Attorney-General  are  presented 
without  amendment,  because  both  of  these  officers  are  members  of  the 
Board  of  Estimate. 

The  estimate  for  the  Legislature  was  prepared  by  thte  Comptroller. 
Several  additional  items  appear  in.  the  Comptroller's  report  but  there  is 
no  information  filed  with  the  Department  of  Efficiency  and  Economy 
to  warrant  a  change  in  the  schedule,  and  no  accurate  estimate  of  the 
expenses  of  the  Legislature  can  be  made  imtil  the  date  of  adjournment 
is  decided. 

The  estimate  of  the  amoimts  necessary  for  the  Sinking  Fund  and  the 
estimate  of  probable  revenues  were  also  prepared  by  the  Comptroller. 

The  most  important  change  recoromended  in  the  form  of  the  Appro- 
priation Bill  is  to  be  found  in  the  schedule  for  the  State  hospitals  and 
charitable  institutions.  These  institutions,  exp^iding  approximately  ten 
millions  of  dollars  a  year,  all  request  a  return  to  "  limip  simi "  appropria- 
tions. It  is  reconunended  that  each  appropriation  be  divided  into  five 
it^ms,  thus  limiting  the  amounts  that  can  be  applied  to  salaries  and  wages. 
Investigation  has  disclosed  that  there  are  more  employees  than  necessary 
in  many  institutions,  and  an  analysis  of  the  requests  proves  that  it  is 
desired  to  still  further  increase  the  number.  One  superintendent  stated 
that  an  increase  was  necessary  for  clothing,  describing  the  condition  of  the 
inmates  as  "  shocking,''  but  when  required  to  itemize  the  request  it  was 
discovered  that  nearly  all  the  increase  was  intended  for  employees  and 
only  a  very  small  proportion  for  the  inmates. 

The  appropriations  should  be  sufficient  to  provide  adequate  food  and 
clothing  for  the  inmates  of  State  institutions,  but  should  be  in  such  form 
as  will  prevent  diversion  of  these  funds  to  salaries  and  wages. 

It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  the  itemized  schedule  presented  for 
the  State  institutions  be  adopted,  and  that  the  requests  to  return  to  the 
old  style  "  lump  sum  "  appropriations  be  denied. 

Additional  Employees  in  Institutions  Unnecessary 

In  order  to  ascertain  if  the  increases  in  the  number  of  employees 
were  necessary,  as  requested  by  the  institutions  in  their  applications 
for  appropriations,  an  dcttuil  count  was  made  by  the  examiners  of  the 
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Department  of  Efficiency  and  Economy  in  the  institutions  to  determine 
how  many  were  on  duty  at  various  times. 

It  was  found  that  the  present  number  of  nurses  and  attendants  was 
more  than  adequate  and  that  increases  should  not  be  allowed  by  the 
Legislature  in  the  Appropriation  Bill,  even  though  the  number  of  inmates 
in  the  institutions  will  increase  to  some  extent  during  the  coming  year. 

Making  allowances  for  "  days  off."  required  to  be  given  to  the  employees 
and  considering  only  the  number  of  nurses  and  attendants  who  were 
supposed  to  be  actually  on  duty  as  assigned,  these  inspections  disclosed 
the  following  instances: 

Hudson  River  State  Hospital,  Poughkeepsie.  Number  of  nurses  and 
attendants  on  pay-roll,  377.  Ratio  of  nurses  and  attendants  lo  patients 
on  pay-roll  basis,  1  to  8  patients.  Number  of  nurses  and  attendants 
assigned  to  work,  244.  Number  on  duty,  212.  Number  "  missing,"  32. 
Ratio  of  nurses  and  attendants  to  patients  under  ordinary  working  con- 
ditions, 1  to  15  patients. 

Middletown  State  Hospital,  Middletown,  N.  Y.  Number  of  nurses 
and  attendants  on  pay-roll,  276.  Ratio  of  nurses  and  attendants  to 
patients  on  pay-roll  basis,  1  to  8  patients.  Number  assigned  to  work,  228. 
Number  actually  at  work,  133.  "  Missing,"  95.  Ratio  of  nurses  and 
attendants  to  patients,  under  actual  working  conditions,  1  to  15  patients. 

St.  Lawrence  State  Hospital,  Ogdensburg,  N.  Y.  Number  of  nurses 
and  attendants  on  pay-roll,  242.  Pay-roll  ratio,  1  attendant  to  8  patients. 
Number  assigned  to  work,  217.  Number  actually  at  work,  134.  Number 
'^  missing,"  83.  Ratio  of  nurses  and  attendants  to  patients  under  actual 
working  conditions,  1  to  15  patients. 

Binghamton  State  Hospital,  Binghamton,  N.  Y.  Number  of  nurses 
and  attendants  on  pay-roll,  353.  Ratio  of  nurses  and  attendants  to 
patients,  on  pay-roll  basis,  1  to  7  patients.  Number  assigned  to  work, 
236.  Number  actually  at  work,  120.  Number  "  missing,"  116.  Ratio 
of  nurses  and  attendants  to  patients  under  ordinary  working  conditions, 
1  attendant  to  20  patients. 

Gowanda  State  Hospital.  Number  of  nurses  and  attendants  on  pay- 
roll, 137.  Ratio  of  nurses  and  attendants  to  patients  on  pay-roll  basis, 
1  to  8.  Number  of  nurses  and  attendants  assigned  to  work,  80.  Number 
actually  at  work,  60.  Number  "  missing,"  20.  Ratio,  1  attendant  to  18 
patients  under  ordinary  working  conditions. 

Long  Island  State  Hospital,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  Number  of  nurses  and 
attendants  on  pay-roll,  104.  Ratio  of  nurses  and  attendants  to  patients 
on  pay-roll  basis,  1  to  8.  Number  assigned  to  work,  80.  Number  actually 
at  work,  75.  "  Missing,"  5.  Ratio  of  attendants  and  nurses  to  patients 
under  actual  conditions,  1  to  11. 
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NEW  BUILDINGS  FOR  INSTITUTIONS 

Provision  must  be  made  for  extensions  and  repairs  to  State  institutions, 
particularly  for  the  State  hospitals  for  the  insane.  These  institutions  are 
greatly  overcrowded,  and  the  population  is  increasing  every  year.  The 
hospital  authorities  can  exercise  no  discretion  about  admitting  patients. 
Place  must  be  found  for  all  those  conunitted  by  the  courts. 

There  should  be  a  radical  change  at  once,  however,  in  the  policy  pur- 
sued in  regard  to  extensions  to  institutional  buildings.  The  style  of 
architecture  in  vogue  is  both  wasteful  and  dangerous.  Acres  of  buildings 
have  been  constructed  with  high  pitched  roofs,  ornamented  by  towers, 
gables,  pinnacles  and  minarets.  Under  these  roofs  are  great  empty,  useless 
garrets  filled  with  wooden  rafters  and  an  accumulation  of  dust  and  rubbish. 
Most  of  these  old  buildings  are  only  two  stories  high,  and  at  several 
institutions  are  only  one  story.  At  Central  Islip  State  Hospital,  for 
example,  there  are  buildings  more  than  a  mile  long  of  which  more  than 
half  are  one  story. 

The  new  buildings  designed  during  the  past  few  years  have  fireproof 
walls  and  floors,  but  retain  the  old-fashioned  sloping  roofs,  and  are  only 
two  stories  high,  generally. 

The  cost  of  these  new  partially  fireproof  hospital  buildings  is  from  $1,000 
to  $1,500  per  bed.  Nearly  all  requests  for  appropriations  for  new  hos- 
pitals are  for  $100,000  for  accommodations  for  100  patients.  Every 
institution  wants  new  buildings. 

The  Department  of  Efficiency  and  Ecoiiomy  made  investigation  of  this 
feature,  made  measurements  and  tested  the  strength  of  walls,  and  has 
definitely  determined  that  additional  accommodations  for  more  than  5,000 
patients  can  be  provided  in  the  State  hospitals  at  a  per  capita  cost  nowhere 
to  exceed  $500  per  bed,  and  in  many  instances  as  low  as  $250  per  bed. 

This  can  be  don6  by  removing  the  sloping  roofs  and  placing  a  third 
story  with  flat  roof  on  a  two-story  building,  and  by  placing  two  stories 
on  a  one-story  building. 

By  this  policy  the  capacity  of  two-story  buildings  is  doubled,  and  the 
capacity  of  one-story  buildings  is  trebled.  In  the  present  wasteful  type 
of  two-story  building,  one  floor  is  devoted  to  sleeping  quarters  and  one 
floor  to  day  rooms.  It  is  obvious  that  two  floors  of  sleeping  quarters 
would  double  the  capacity  of  the  building,  as  the  day  rooms  can  accom- 
modate many  more  than  at  present,  and  the  patients  are  out-of-doors 
most  of  the  time.  The  same  reasoning  applies  to  the  one-story  buildings. 
Two  floors  of  sleeping  quarters  added  would  treble  the  capacity. 

Practically  all  the  present  one-story  and  two-story  hospital  buildings 
are  susceptible  to  this  treatment,  and  the  cost  will  in  no  place  exceed 
$500  per  capita  for  two-story  buildings  and  generally  about  $250  per  bed 
for  one-story  buildings,  at  the  same  time  removing  fire  hazards  and  creating 
a  nearly  fireproof  building. 
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These  new  plans  have  been  submitted  to  and  received  the  approval  of 
the  State  Hospital  Commission,  and  have  been  approved  as  practicable 
and  useful  by  the  superintendents  of  hospitals  to  whom  they  have  been 
submitted. 

Plans  Ready  for  Three  Hospitals 

The  plan  has  already  been  worked  out  in  detail  for  the  three  hospitals 
most  in  need  of  relief  from  overcrowding —  Manhattan  State  Hospital 
on  Ward's  Island  and  the  Kings  Park  and  Central  Islip  hospitals  on  Long 
Island.  At  Ward's  Island  and  Kings  Park  it  can  be  put  into  operation 
at  once  and  the  overcrowding  ended  without  the  appropriation  of  an 
additional  dollar  by  the  Legislature.  For  the  sum  for  which  Kings  Park 
and  Manhattan  State  hospitals  were  planning  to  erect  buildings  to  accom- 
modate 465  patients,  the  new  plan  will  accommodate  more  than  1,000 
patients.  It  will  furnish,  in  addition,  needed  improvements  in  the  form 
of  power  plants  and  other  equipment  which  the  hospitals  did  not  hope 
to  obtain  without  large  appropriations  in  the  future. 

Manhattan  State  Hospital 

At  the  Manhattan  State  Hospital  $365,000  is  now  available  for 
"  increased  accommodations  for  patients."  With  this  sum  the  hospital 
authorities  have  been  planning  to  erect  two  buildings  that  would  care  for 
only  350  patients.  The  same  amount  of  money  will  provide  accommo- 
dations for  more  than  500  patients,  and,  in  addition,  a  new  power  plant 
worth  $125,000,  to  supply  the  whole  of  Ward's  Island,  to  replace  a 
dangerous  plant  that  has  been  condemned. 

One  of  the  two  buildings  originally  designed  was  a  Reception  Hospital, 
to  cost  $150,000,  which  would  provide  accommodations  for  only  about 
150  persons.  Under  the  new  plans  this  building  would  house  double 
the  number  originally  expected,  at  no  increase  in  the  cost  of  construction. 
In  addition  to  this  new  building  a  third  story  added  to  the  buildings  known 
as  Wards  22  to  27  would  provide  accommodations  for  291  additional 
patients  at  a  cost  of  $75,000,  or  $258  per  bed.  There  would  remain 
of  the  funds  available  more  than  sufficient  to  provide  a  central  heating 
plant. 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  this  hospital  has  obstructed  all  efforts  to 
seciu*e  this  greater  value  for  the  expenditure  of  State  funds.  New  buildings, 
of  the  former  extravagant  type,  are  demanded,  and  the  latest  information 
is  that  approximately  $100,000  more  of  State  money  will  be  squandered 
unless  action  is  taken  by  the  Legislature  or  the  Governor. 

Kings  Park 

At  Kings  Park  there  is  now  available  nearly  $90,000,  of  which  $80,000 
had  been  assigned  for  a  building  to  care  for  115  patients.    All  of  the

accommodations  needed  can  be  provided  by  alterations  to  Groups  2  and  3 
at  an  expenditure  of  $70,000.  These  alterations  would  increase  the  capacity 
approximately  five  hundred  beds  —  which  is  nearly  five  times  the  number 
anticipated.  The  cost  would  be  less  than  $150  per  bed,  instead  of  an 
expenditure  of  $700  per  bed  required  if  a  new  $80,000  building  for  116 
patients  were  constructed. 

The  superintendent  and  Board  of  Managers  of  this  institution  approved 
the  suggestion  for  alterations  made  by  the  Department  of  Efficiency  and 
Economy. 

Central  Islip  ' 

Central  Islip  presents  some  of  the  most  astonishingly  wasteful  types 
of  architecture  that  have  been  met  with  on  any  of  the  surveys.  The  plans 
for  changing  the  style  of  roofs  apply  here  with  special  force,  and  there 
is  pressing  need  for  relief  from  congestion,  but  there  is  no  money  available 
at  the  present  time  for  this  purpose. 

State  Architect  Has  Power 

Recommendation  has  been  made  to  the  State  Architect  that  a  vigorous 
policy  of  opposition  to  all  wasteful  requests  be  inaugurated ;  that  a  standard 
type  of  economical  flat-roof,  three-story,  fireproof  construction  be  the 
approved  design  for  hospitals  and  similar  buildings;  that  doors,  windows, 
hardware  and  all  fittings  be  standardized;  and  that  the  Department  of 
Architecture  exercise  the  power  it  possesses  to  control  the  building  policy 
of  the  State,  subject  only  to  the  Legislature. 

Direct  Tax  Necessary 

The  Comptroller  estimates  the  revenues  for  the  next  fiscal  year  will 
be  $43,260,786.60.  The  appropriations  necessary  will  be,  including 
special  bills,  at  least  $54,000,000.00.  Therefore  a  direct  tax  of  at  least 
a  mill  must  be  levied  to  provide  sufficient  revenues.

running  the  bureau  for  the  present  fiscal  year.  The  sum  of  $25,000  was 
requested  in  the  Appropriation  Bill  for  1914.  Under  the  item  for  printing 
are  owners*^  and  chauffeurs'  application  blanks,  registration  cards,  renewal 
cards,  return  envelopes,  copies  of  the  Motor  Vehicle  Law,  letterheads,  etc., 
of  which  there  are  thousands.  Continued  growth  of  business  necessitates 
an  increase  in  expenses. 

34  Temporary  Services. 

This  appropriation  is  used  for  the  employment  of  stenographers  and  type- 
writer copyists;  also  laborers  employed  in  the  handling  and  shipping  of 
automobile  number  plates  during  the  rush  season,  in  the  three  offices  of  the 
automobile  bureau.  There  are  times  when  the  work  demands  such  tem- 
porary employment,  namely,  at  the  beginning  of  the  new  registration  year, 
when  registrations  are  heavy.  If  an  appropriation  were  not  available  for 
this  purpose,  additional  permanent  help  would  be  required. 

35  Number  Plates. 

The  Secretary  of  State  is  required  by  law  to  furnish  automobile  number 
plates  to  every  owner  of  a  motor  vehicle  making  application  for  same. 
These  plates  are  made  and  delivered  under  contract,  which  must  be 
approved  by  the  State  Comptroller. 

In  asking  for  an  appropriation  of  $55,000  for  1915,  it  is  almost  impossible 
to  estimate  what  the  increase  will  be  in  registrations  for  that  year;  also 
as  to  price  of  plates  for  that  year.  The  regulating  of  this  appropriation 
depends  upon  these  two  things.  According  to  automobile  trade  reports 
there  will  be  an  enormous  increase  in  the  production  of  smaller  and  less 
expensive  cars;  also  a  large  and  still  growing  increase  in  the  demand 
for  commercial  vehicles.  The  sum  of  $55,000  is  requested,  assuming  that 
the  registrations  would  reach  about  225,000  and  that  the  price  of  the 
plates  would  remain  about  the  same  as  the  present  year. 

Estimate  amount  of  registrations  for  the  present  fiscal  year,  beginning 
October  1,  1914,  and  ending  September  30,  1915,  $200,000;  $55,000  was 
appropriated  for  this  purpose.  At  the  time  the  appropriation  was  made, 
there  was  no  way  of  Knowing  what  the  price  of  plates  would  be.  They 
are,  however,  five  and  a  half  cents  cheaper  than  the  previous  year,  namely, 
a  reduction  from  twenty -nine  cents  to  twenty-three  and  a  half  cents,  but 
it  is  doubtful  if  they  will  ever  be  as  cheap  or  cheaper.  If  the  registrations 
for  the  present  year  do  not  exceed  the  amount  estimated,  there  will 
remain  a  balance  of  this  appropriation  which  can  be  used  towards  the 
$55,000  requested  for  1913.  Therefore,  no  increased  amount  has  been 
requested. 

Begistrations  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1914,  were  approxi- 
mately $170,000. 

ZB    Chanffeurs'  Badges. 

Any  increase  in  registrations  of  chauffeurs  necessitates  an  increase  in  appro- 
priation for  that  purpose. 

The  price  of  chauffeurs'  badges  for  the  present  fiscal  year  is  six  cents  each, 
according  to  contract,  and  the  estimated  amount  of  registrations  for  the 
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present  fiscal  year  is  about  75,000.  The  increase  in  the  registrations  of 
chauffears  lor  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1914,  is  approximately 
11,000  more  than  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1913. 
The  sum  of  $5,000  is  requested  for  the  year  b^inning  October  1,  1915.  The 
contract  for  badges  to  be  furnished  during  that  year  will  not  be  let  until 
July,  1915.  Assuming  that  the  registrations  will  reach  approximately 
^5,000  and  that  the  price  of  badges  will  remain  about  the  same  as  the 
present  year,  namely,  six  cents,  at  least  $5,000  will  be  needed. 

57  Postage. 

This  appropriation  is  used  for  sending  out  letters,  in  the  three  offices  of 
the  Automobile  Bureau,  which  come  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business. 
It  also  covers  the  mailing  of  chauffeurs'  badges  and  certificates.  Each 
chauffeur's  badge  is  sent  by  registered  mail,  as  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
to  get  a  receipt  from  every  chauffeur  for  his  badge.  It  also  covers  the 
mailing  of  a  certificate  of  registration  to  every  owner  of  an  automobile, 
who  sends  his  application  by  mail.  Thousands  of  these  certificates  are 
mailed  from  the  three  offices.  This  appropriation  also  covers  the  mailing 
of  renewal  application  blanks  each  year. 

As  the  registration  of  chauffeurs  increases  yearly,  so  will  the  expenditure 
for  postage. 

58  Transportation. 

This  appropriation  is  used  for  sending  by  freight  or  express  all  printed 
forms,  supplies,  furniture,  etc.,  used  by  the  bureaus  at  New  York  and 
Buffalo. 

The  reason  for  such  a  large  appropriation  is  due  to  the  fact'  that  the 
Secretary  of  State  is  required  by  law  to  furnish  and  deliver  to  every 
applicant  to  the  address  named  in  his  application  blank  a  set  of  number 
plates.  An  increase  each  year  in  registrations  necessitates  an  increase 
for  transportation.  Estimated  amount  of  registrations  for  1915,  225,000. 
In  order  to  deliver  about  60  per  cent,  of  this  amount  at  the  parcel  post 
rate  of  approximately  fifteen  cents  per  set  of  plates,  the  sum  of  $18,000 
will  be  necessary. 

88    Employees'  Expenses. 

This  appropriation  is  used  principally  for  traveling  expenses  Incurred  by  the 
chief  of  the  automobile  bureau,  automobile  inspectors  and  chauffeur 
examiners,  while  in  the  performance  of  their  official  duties. 

41    Maintenance  of  Automobiles. 

This  appropriation  is  used  for  the  storage  and  maintenance  of  automobiles 
used  by  the  New  York  office  for  the  purpose  of  giving  examinations  to 
chauffeurs.  The  greater  part  of  this  appropriation  is  used  for  maintenance 
of  the  same.  These  machines  are  subjected  to  severe  strain,  being  operated 
by  so  many  men  who  are  more  or  less  novices.  There  were  approximately 
45,000  chauffeurs  licensed  in  New  York  office  during  the  fiscal  year  ending 
September  30,  1914,  and  many  took  examinations  but  did  not  pass. 
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Wholesale  increases  of  salaries  of  graded  employees  are  requested  in  the 
estimate  submitted.  Out  of  a  total  of  177  employees,  increases  are 
requested  for  112.  It  is  obvious  that  no  discrimination  in  regard  to  merit 
has  been  exercised. 

In  the  administrative  ofiSce,  increases  are  requested  for  thirty  employees 
out  of  a  total  of  fifty,  and  three  new  positions  are  to  be  created. 

In  the  motor  vehicle  bureau,  increases  for  eighty-two  employees  are  requested 
out  of  a  total  of  127. 

The  titles  of  employees  in  the  grades  for  which  increases  are  requested 
include  stenographers,  typewriter  copyists,  chauffeur  examiners,  inspectors, 
bookkeepers,  clerks,  messengers,  watchman  and  laborers.  If  the  Appro- 
priation Bill  were  itemized,  as  it  should  be,  under  titles  of  positions,  it 
might  be  possible  to  reconunend  approval  of  certain  promotions.  The 
present  system  of  appropriation  by  grades  prevents  this  exercise  of  judg- 
ment. 

Under  this  form  of  appropriation,  no  critical  officer  can  recommend  Increaaee 
in  grades  containing  a  large  number  of  employees.  Even  though  it 
were  determined  that  some  employees  were  deserving,  there  would  be  no 
certainty  that  those  individuals  would  be  promoted. 

Therefore  the  amounts  that  appear  in  the  last  column  as  "  Recommenda- 
tions," in  the  second,  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth  and  seventh  grades  of  the 
administrative  staff  represent  salaries  at  present  in  force,  except  that  one 
position  of  law  clerk  is  transferred  from  the  eighth  grade  to  the  motor 
vehicle  bureau.    This  is  requested  by  the  administrative  officer. 

The  amounts  that  appear  in  the  last  colunm  as  "  Recommendations "  in 
the  fourth,  fifth,  sixth  and  seventh  grades  of  the  motor  vehicle  bureau 
also  represent  salaries  at  present  in  force,  except  that  one  law  clerk  is 
transferred  from  administrative  staff  to  eighth  grade  in  this  bureau  with- 
out change  of  salary.  There  are  five  positions  in  the  seventh  grade  which 
are  reduced  to  the  sixth,  fifth,  and  fourth  grades  at  the  request  of  the 
Department. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  the  appropriation  for  the  motor  vehicle 
bureau  be  made  in  the  following  form :

Dtirinff  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1913,  $14,889.20  was  expended 
for  furniture  and  equipment  and  $5,535.39  during  the  year  ending  September 
30,  1914,  making  a  total  expenditure  for  two  years  of  $20,424.59. 

Excluding  the  cost  of  new  office  furniture  and  equipment,  the  actual 
oiBce  expenses  were  $11,225.83,  and,  in  view  of  the  statement  that  an 
extra  amount  is  needed  for  printing,  it  is  recommended  that  $13,000  be 
appropriated  for  office  expenses,  for  the  year  1915. 

41    Mainteiiaiict  of  Automobiles. 

The  storage  and  maintenance  charges  of  four  automobiles  is  paid  from  this  ap- 
propriation; the  storage  charge  of  medium-sized  cars  in  large  cities  is  $25 
per  month,  and  an  additional  allowance  of  $100  per  month  for  maintenance 
should  be  sufficient  for  repairs.  On  a  basis  of  $125  per  month  for  four 
automobiles,  an  appropriation  of  $6,000  is  recommended  for  this  purpose.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  THS  DEPARTMENT. 

7    Re-Bzaminers  of  Titles  to  Lands. 

There  are  eight  examinera  of  titles  whose  salaries  and  expenses  are  paid 
from  this  appropriation.  The  phraseology  of  the  appropriation  as  drawn 
shows  the  nature  of  work.  The  total  of  the  salaries  of  the  examiners,  who 
are  all  civil  service  employees,  is  $19,000.  The  margin  for  expenses  .  is 
harely  sufficient  to  permit  the  proper  attention  to  this  work.  The  con- 
dition of  the  fund  in  1914  was  such  that  part  ($10,000)  of  the  money 
granted  by  the  Legislature  was  given  in  the  Supply  Bill.  It  has  been  the 
endeavor  to  dispose  of  the  vast  accumulation  of  titles  arising  out  of  the 
construction  of  the  Barge  canal  in  order  that  compensation  may  promptly 
be  made  to  the  claimants  throughout  the  State  whose  property  nas  been 
forcibly  taken  from  them  by  appropriation  and  who  have  sufiTered  hard- 
ships through  delays  of  settlement.  It  is  necessary  that  $10,000  be  appro- 
priated in  the  Supply  Bill  this  year,  the  same  as  last,  in  order  to  maintain 
the  regular  salaries  and  the  expenses  of  the  examiners  engaged  in  this 
work.    Such  a  request  has  been  made. 

17    AllMoy  Office  Expenses. 

The  request  for  this  fund  comprises  $15,000  in  the  Appropriation  Bill 
and  $5,000  in  the  Supply  Bill.  The  comparative  data  prepared  by  this 
Department  shows  that  there  was  expended  from  the  fiscal  year  ending 
September  30,  1914,  $21,561.27.  The  total  of  $20,000  as  requested  is 
calculated  suflScient  to  run  the  Department  until  the  appropriation  of  1916 
shall  become  eiTective.  This  fund  is  for  general  office  purposes  and  neces- 
sarily carries  the  heavy  expense  of  printing,  stationery,  supplies,  etc.  The

required.  However,  the  success  or  failure  of  the  Department  in  cases  on 
appeal  changes  the  demands  upon  this  fund.  Several  cases  appealed  from 
the  Court  of  Claims  during  the  past  fiscal  year  barely  left  sufficient  funds 
to  meet  the  usual  obligations.  For  instance,  three  cases  decided  by  the 
Appellate  Division  during  the  first  part  of  June  occasioned  an  incurrence 
of  indebtedness  by  this  office  in  the  sum  of  $3,500  for  the  printing  of 
records  with  which  to  go  into  the  Appellate  Division.  Considering  such 
conditions,   a  careful  estimate  might  be   insufficient  to  meet  the  needs. 

COMMENT  BY  DEPARTMENT  OF  EFFICIENCY  AND  ECONOMY. 

S     For  temporary     services  of  attorneys,  special  deputies  and  other  employees 
in  connection  with  the  Albany  office. 

The  expenditures  from  this  appropriation  of  $5,000  during  the  year 
ending  September  30,  1914,  included  $2,700  which  is  now  requested  in 
graded  employees,  and  it  is  recommended  that  this  item  be  reduced  to 
$2,500. 

Iff    Hew  York  City  Elections. 

For  the  payment  of  counsel,  attorneys,  deputies  and  special  deputies,  process 
servers,  stenographers,  invest  inters,  and  employees  employed  in  attending 
to,  investigating  and  prosecuting  cases  arising  under  the  Election  Law  in 
the  city  of  New  York,  together  with  any  other  expenses  incidental  to  the 
handling  of  said  cases. 

The  expenditures  from  this  appropriation  of  $7,500  during  the  year 
ending  September  30,  1914,  included  $6,000  which  is  now  requested  in 
graded  employees,  and  it  is  recommended  that  this  item  be  reduced  to 
$3,500.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  COMMISSIONER. 

1    Statutory  salary. 

8  Last  year  the  salary  of  these  positions  was  $5,000  and  $1,000  was  allowed 
for  expenses  of  each  deputy.  The  form  of  appropriation  is  changed  by 
stating  the  amount  as  salary,  which  more  correctly  represents  the  actual 
condition. 

8,  4,  6  These  items 'include  the  secretary  of  the  Department,  the  chief  examiner 
and  the  chief  accountant,  for  which  requests  are  made  in  the  identical 
amount  that  has  been  in  force  since  the  beginning  of  the  Department. 

6,  7,  8,  8,  10,  11,  18,  18,  14,  16    Graded  Employees. 

These  items  include  only  the  present  employees  of  the  Department.  The 
various  grades  embrace  expert  accountants,  examiners  of  accounts,  field 
inspectors,  clerks,  bookkeepers,  stenographers,  messengers  and  aU  other 
employees  in  the  regular  service.  Ihe  various  amounts  in  the  grades  in 
this  schedule  are  similar  to  that  in  force  during  the  current  fiscal  year. 
The  staff  included  in  this  schedule  is  not  sufficient  to  perform  the  work 
imposed  upon  the  Department;  and,  therefore,  the  schedule  does  not  repre- 
sent  the  views  of  the  Commissioner  in  regard  to  an  adequate  staff,  but 
merely  requests  an  apprdtpriation  to  continue  the  staff  already  in  existence.

81     Expert  Serrices  and  Expenses. 

There  has  been  organized  in  the  Department  an  Advisory  Board,  com- 
posed of  experts  of  the  highest  class,  to  pass  final  judgment  upon  con- 
structive recommendations  before  reports  are  transmitted  to  the  various 
departments.  Included  among  the  experts  employed  during  the  past  year 
are  Professor  Arthur  H.  Blanchard,  head  of  the  highway  engineering  course 
at  Columbia  University,  and  Mr.  Prevost  Hubbard,  one  of  the  foremost 
chemista  in  the  Tnitecl  States  in  the  matter  of  tlie  anah^es  of  highway 
material,  such  as  asphalt,  etc..  to  whom  were  submitted  all  matters  or 
recommendations  in  regard  to  highways;  Mr.  A.  L.  Brockway.  consulting 
architect,  who  ier  chairman  of  the  Allied  Council  of  the  American  Institute 
of  Architects  of  the  8tate  of  New  York,  who  passed  judgment  on  all 
matters  relating  to  institutional  buildings.  Added  to  these  were,  from 
time  to  time,  other  men  of  equal  standing  in  various  technical  matters 
which  came  before  the  Department  for  advice  and  recommendation.  The 
service  of  such  experts  constitutes  one  of  the  most  important  features  of 
the  work  of  the  Department.  It  is  of  the  highest  value  to  the  effleient 
conduct  of  State  administration.  Such  men  command  compensation  above 
the  average,  but  the  benefits  far  outw^eigh  the  outlay  which,  by  comparison 
with  the  results  attained,  is  insignificant.  The  sum  of  $15,000,  requested, 
represents  the  cost  of  this  service  to  the  Department  during  the  past  year. 
The  scope  of  the  Advisory  Board  could  properly  and  profitably  be  extended. 

DUTIES  OF  DEPARTMENT  OF  EFFICIENCY  AND  ECONOMY. 

The  Department  of  Efficiency  and  Economy  was  created  by  Chapter  280 
of  the  Laws  of  1913,  entitled  ''An  Act  to  Promote  Efficiency  and  Economy 
in  the  Public  Service." 

The  statute  defines  the  duties  as  follows: 

"  3.  The  commissioner  of  efficiency  and  economy  shall  make  a  careful 
and  thorough  study  of  each  office,  institution  and  department  maintained 
by  the  stat^  and  shall  from  time  to  time  make  recoounendations  to  the 
governor  and  to  the  officer,  board  or  commission  in  charge  of  said  offiice, 
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institution  or  department  touching  the  efficiency  and  economy  of  the  work, 
business  and  service  therein.  He  is  hereby  empowered,  and  it  shall  be 
his  duty  to  examine  the  accounts  and  the  methoas  of  business,  accounting 
and  administration  of  the  several  offices,  institutions  and  departments 
supported  by  the  state,  for  the  conduct  and  maintenance  of  which  any 
appropriation  of  moneys  is  made  by  law. 

**  On  or  about  the  first  day  in  November  in  each  year,  etch  officer,  institu- 
tion  and  department  of  the  state  *  *  *  shall  present  to  and  file  with 
said  commissioner  of  efficiency  and  economy,  upon  forms  prescribed  by 
him,  a  detailed  statement  of  all  moneys  whidi  said  officer,  institution  or 
department  desires  to  have  appropriated  *  *  *.  The  said  commissioner 
of  efficiency  atad  economy  shall  examine  said  statements  and  make  such 
recommendations  thereon  as  shall,  in  his  opinion,  contribute  to  promote 
efficiency  and  economy  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  state." 

Its  Work  Has  Never  Been  Attempted  Before. 

The  work  now  being  done  by  the  Department  of  Efficiency  and  Economy 
has  never  before  been  done  by  any  office  in  the  State.  This  report  on 
requests  for  appropriations  with  recommendations,  that  are  the  result  of 
scientific  budgetary  examination,  is  an  example.  No  such  analysis  was 
ever  made  by  the  Comptroller,  or  any  agency  of  the  State,  prior  to  the 
creation  of  the  Department  of  Efficiency  and  Economy.  The  advantage  to 
the  State  of  such  an  itemised  budget  over  the  old  method  of  **  lump  sum  *' 
requests,  requires  no  comment.  To  disregard  such  a  method  is  to  step 
backward. 

Expert  Bxaminen  Necessary. 

To  make  investigations,  the  services  of  expert  engineers,  chemists 
and  other   experts  of  the  highest  professional  standing,   as  well   as  of 
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aocountants  whose  conclusions  cannot  be  questioned,  are  required.  It 
would  be  futile  to  make  protests  over  the  flndinffs  of  the  experts  of 
another  department  without  the  highest  professional  opinion  available  to 
guarantee  the  genuineness  of  the  criticisms.  On  the  highway  examinations, 
for  example,  the  Department  of  EfBciency  and  Economy  has  retained  the 
leading  experts  in  the  country.  The  saving  to  the  State  from  the  employ- 
ment of  such  experts,  on  a  project  involving  over  $50,000,000,  is  beyond 
question. 

Although  the  Comptroller  has  the  power  to  pass  upon  contracts  before 
they  become  binding  upon  the  State,  he  has  neither  the  men  nor  the 
appropriation  to  engage  them  to  make  such  exhaustive  examinations  as 
have  been  made  by  the  Department  of  Efficiency  and  Economy.  Further, 
the  Comptroller  has  no  power  to  audit  the  expenditures  of  the  State  Hi^- 
way  Conunission,  and  the  Department  of  Efficiency  and  Economy  is  the 
only  State  agency  empowered  to  keep  a  constant  watch  on  these  expendi- 
tures. 

Szample  of  New  York  City. 

The  city  of  New  York  adopted  the  policy  of  prevention  and  constant 
watchfulness  many  years  ago.  It  created  the  office  of  the  commissioners 
of  accounts,  and  now  has  four  such  agencieg,  doing  for  the  city  of  New 
York  exactly  what  the  new  Department  of  Efficiency  and  Economy  is 
performing  for  the  -State.  The  city  of  New  York  annually  appropriates 
over  $500,000  for  this  purpose,  the  commissioners  of  accounts  alone  receiv- 
ing more  than  $200,000.  To  cover  the  State,  therefore,  as  compared  with 
a  compact  city,  the  State  should  be  willing  to  approximate  New  York  city 
appropriations,  whereas  the  Department  of  Efficiency  and  Economy,  with 
a  supervision  over  forty-two  State  institutions  and  more  than  100  separate 
departments,  asks  for  only  $148,500.

The  foregoing  increases  are  strongly  recommended  by  the  Commission  in 
view  of  the  low  salaries  now  received,  the  value  of  the  services  rendered, 
and  long  terms  of  employment.  Many  corresponding  positions  in  other 
State  departments  carry  much  higher  salaries. 

9  Telephone  Operator,  Mabel  E.  Hidley,  $600,  no  change. 

Kathryn  E.  Kiker,  Typewriter  Copyist  and  Stenographer,  increased  from  $480 
to  $600.  Miss  Riker  was  appointed  October  19,  1914,  and  will  be  entitled 
to  increase  in  salary  October  1,  1915. 

Helen  E.  Barry,  Stenographer  and  Typewriter  Copyist,  increased  from  $360 
to  $600.  Miss  Barry  was  appointed  January  29,  1914,  and  will  be  entitled 
to  increase  to  $480  at  first  opportunity,  and  to  $600  October  1,  1915.  At 
present  Miss  Barry  is  paid  as  a  temporary  employee.  The  position  should 
be  permanently  established  in  the  Appropriation  Bill,  as  the  services  of  an 
additional  stenographer  are  required. 

12  Office  expenses.    Increased  from  $9,000  to  $12,000  and  phraseology  made  more 

specific  and  to  carry  expenses  incurred  in  the  inspection  or  investigation 
of  the  administration  of  the  law  and  rules. 

The  work  of  the  Commission  is  constantly  increasing,  and  inspection  of 
the  records  of  municipal  civil  service  commissions  and  investigations  of 
the  administration  of  the  law  and  rules  are  becoming  more  frequent.  The 
appropriations  for  office  expenses  in  past  years  have  been  so  limited  that 
deficiency  items  have  been  required  each  year.  The  Commission  cannot 
carry  on  its  legitimate  work  without  funds  to  meet  proper  expenses. 

13  Services  of  temporary  employees,   including  stenographers  to  the  commis- 

sioners, increased  from  $2,500  to  $3,500. 

This  increase,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commission,  is  most  essential,  as 
appropriations  ifor  this  item  have  heretofore  been  found  insufficient. 

14  Chief  Examiner,  Harold  N.  Saxton,  increased  from  $3,600  to  $4,000. 

16    Assistant  Chief  Examiner,  P.  H.  Parthesius,  increased  from  $3,000  to  $3,300. 

16  Tenth  grade  employee,  John  W.  Root,  Examiner,  increased  from  $2,000  to 

$2,200. 

These  increases  are  urged  by  the  Commission  in  view  of  the  character 
of  the  services  rendered  by  these  employees  and  their  long  terms  of  service. 
Corresponding  positions  in  other  departments  carry  much  higher  salaries. 

17  l^inth  grade,  one  employee,  F.  H.  Densler,  Engineering  Elxaminer,  increased 

from  $1,800  to  $2,100. 

This  increase  is  strongly  urg^ed  by  the  Commission.  Mr.  Densler  is 
engineering  ezamineri  being  assistant  to  Mr.  Parthesius  in  the  work  of 
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the  Commiasioii  oonnected  with  ezaminationfl  of  an  engineering  or  technical 
character.  At  the  time  of  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Densler  considerable 
difficalty  was  eneonnteied  in  securing  a  person  with  the  qualifications 
desired  who  would  consider  appointment  at  $1,800.  The  services  of 
Mr.  Densler  are  becoming  more  and  more  raluable  each  day, 

IS  Eighth  grade,  one  employee,  William  L.  Chase,  Examiner,  increased  from 
$1,300  to  $1,600. 

IS  Seventh  grade,  two  employees,  Charles  W.  Latimer,  Examiner,  increased 
from  $1,200  to  $1,500,  and  William  V.  Fonda,  Assistant  Engineering 
Examiner,  increased  from  $1,200  to  $1,500  per  annum. 

These  increases  are  strongly  urged  by  the  Commission  in  view  of  the 
▼alue  of  the  services  rendered,  and  terms  of  employment.  In  the  case  of 
Mr.  Fonda,  Assistant  Engineering  Examiner,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
increase  his  salary  if  he  is  to  continue  in  the  department.  At  the  time 
of  his  appointment  it  was  difficult  to  secure  a  qualified  person  from  the 
eligible  list  willing  to  accept  a  salary  of  $1,200  per  annum. 

50  Sixth  grade,  two  employees,  Catherine  C.  Geier,  Stenographer,  increased  from 

$900  to  $1,000.     New  position  of  Examiner,  $1,200. 

The  increase  in  salary  of  Miss  Geier  is  recommended  by  the  Chief 
Examiner  in  view  of  her  most  satisfactory  services  since  her  original 
appointment  some  years  ago. 

The  Commission  desires  to  establish  a  new  position  of  Examiner  at 
$1,200  to  meet  the  ever  growing  demands  upon  tne  examinations  division. 

51  Fifth  grade,  three  employees,  Nellie  L.  Brett,  Stenographer,  $720  to  $900; 

Gertrude  Gates,  Stenographer,  $720  to  $840;  Florence  Van  Noy,  Clerk, 
$720  to  $900. 

These  increases  are  recommended  by  the  Chief  Examiner  in  view  of  the 
valuable  services  rendered  by  these  employees. 
SS    Third  grade,  new  position  of  Stenographer,  $600. 

This  new  place  is  requested  by  the  Commission  as  the  work  of  the 
examinations  division  requires  an  addition  to  its  stenographic  force. 
Thousands  of  letters  and  notices  are  issued  each  year,  and  it  has  been 
necessary  to  employ  temporary  help  to  meet  the  emergency  work. 
SS  Expenses  of  examinations  and  compensation  of  examiners,  increased  from 
$8,500  to  $15,000. 

This  advance  is  asked  by  the  Commission  to  meet  the  steady  growth  In 
the  examinations  bureau.  Upwards  of  twenty  thousand  persons  will  be 
examined  during  the  year  1914.  The  appropriation  of  $10,000  for  this 
item  last  year  was  scarcely  sufficient,  and  the  $8,500  appropriated  for  this 
year  will  fall  far  short  of  the  required  amount.  It  was  necessary  for  the 
Commission  to  postpone  examinations  for  August  and  September,  1914, 
in  view  of  lack  of  funds.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  THE  COMMISSIONSR 

9  The  increase  is  stated  as  $300.  The  incumbent^  Agnes  McN.  Munson,  was 
employed  originally  in  1913  at  a  salary  of  $2,700  a  year  and  was  paid  at 
that  rate.  In  the  Appropriation  Bill  of  1914  (Laws  1914,  chapter  529), 
the  rate  was  decreased  by  the  Finance  Committee,  and  for  three  months 
the  appropriation  was  $625,  or  at  the  rate  of  $2,5O0>  a  year.  I  have  asked 
to  have  the  original  rate  restored  in  the  Supply  Bill,  and  if  that  is  granted 
the  increase  in  the  1915  bill  will  be  but  $300. 

The  incumbent  has  been  offered  more  than  $2,700  by  the  Federal  Qovem- 
ment,  and,  as  expert  law  indexers  are  scarce,  it  is  desirable  to  retain  her 
services. 

S  The  services  of  Franklin  S.  Hutchinson  as  statutory  indexer  have  been 
very  satisfactory,  and  I  therefore  desire  to  increase  him  to  $2,400. 

4  The  services  of  Joseph  Caplan  as  statutory  indexer,  have  been  satisfactory, 

and  in  October,  1915,  he  will  be  worthy  of  increase  in  salary. 

5  The  present  force  is  not  sufficient  to  complete  the  work  in  the  time  directed 

by  the  Legislature,  namely,  1916.  It  is  in  the  interest  of  economy  for  the 
State  to  finish  this  in  the  time  originally  directed,  since  the  longer  the 
work  tsJLes  the  more  is  spent  in  rent  and  incidental  office  expenses. 

6  The  services  of  Ruth  E.  Ellett  as  stenographer,  and  of  Catherine  A.  Munger

10    Supreme  Court  Library,  Elndra. 

It  is  impossible  to  run  a  library  of  the  importance  of  this  one  on  any 
smaller  appropriation.  The  library  contains  the  reports  of  all  the  States 
of  the  United  (States,  the  West  Publishing  Company  series,  a  fine  collection 
of  English  and  Canadian  Reports,  and  all  the  important  text  books,  etc 
It  serves  the  bar  not  only  of  Chemung  county,  but  as  well  the  bar  of 
several  adjoining  and  neighboring  counties.     Elmira  is  the  home  of  a 

i'nd^  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  the  presiding  justice  of  the  Appellate 
Kvision,  Third  Department,  and  of  one  other  justice    of  the  Supreme  Court. 

13    Supreme  Court  Lilnrary,  Newbuixh. 

The  usual  appropriation  which  has  been  made  for  this,  library  is  $600. 
For  several  vears  last  past,  we  have  asked  for  an  additional  appropriation 
in  the  Supply  Bill.  We  have. now  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  proper 
form  of  submitting  our  budget  is  to  have  our  entire  estimate  included  in 
the  Appropriation  Bill. 

After  a  practical  experience  of  eleven  years,  the  librarian  is  in  a  position 
to  state  that  it  is  absolutely .  impossible  to  maintain  this  libraty  upon  $600 , 
per  annum. 

The  State  Comptroller  will  only  pay  out  of  the  current  appropriation 
bills  incurred  during  the  same  fiscal  year,  and  this  prevents  us  from  buy- 
inff  any  of  the  larger  works  and  paying  for  them  on  the  installment  plan.

The  library  of  the  Appellate  Division  is  maintained  at  the  Court  House 
of  the  Appellate  Division,  First  Department,  in  the  city  of  New  York.  It 
is  in  constant  use  by  the  justices  of  the  court  in  consultation  and  in  the 
preparation  of  opinions  and  it  is,  therefore,  necessary  that  the  library 
should  be  kept  up  by  the  purchase  of  the  new  reports  of  the  several  states 
and  federal  courts  and  of  the  English  official  reports.  Reports  of  the  latest 
cases  decided  in  the  United  States  and  England  are  essential  to  the  proper 
disposition  of  the  cases  argued  here  and  that  have  to  be  determined  oy  the 
court.  In  addition  to  the  expense  of  purchasing  new  books,  in  consequence 
of  the  continued  use  of  the  volumes,  the  bindings  constantly  require 
renewal  or  repairs. 

The  requested  appropriation  of  $2,600  for  1^15  is  a  decrease  of  $712.84 
under  what  was  actually  expended  during  the  past  fiscal  year. 

Presiding  Justice  Ingraham  directs  me  to  state  that  the  sum  of  $2,600 
requested  Is  necessary  for  the  proper  disposition  of  the  business  of  the 
court.

of  the  Reporter  and  Clerk  were  both  fixed  at  $5,000. 
S    The  salary  of  the  First  Deputy  was  fixed  in  1896  and  has  been  unchanged 

since  that  time.    The  Deputy  has  held  this  position  since  1900  and  is  a 

lawyer  of  many  years'  experience. 

3  The  salary  of  the  Managing  Clerk  has  remained  unchanged  since  1897.    The 

present  incumbent  has  occupied  this  position  with  great  credit  to  the  office 
for  more  than  forty  years. 

4  The  salary  of  the  Law  Clerk  has  been  unchanged  since  1908,  at  which  time 

it  was  increased  from  $1,800  to  $2,000. 

9    The  salary  of  the  stenographer  has  been  unchanged  since  the  appointment 
was  first  authorized. 

7    Up  to  May  1,  1912,  ^e  rent  of  the  office  was  $600  per  year,  and  the  appro- 
priation $1,125  for  office  expenses. 

In  1912  it  was  necessary  to  rent  other  offices  by  reason  of  the  expiration 
of  the  lease  and  refusal  to  renew.  No  suitable  oflke  could  be  obtained  at 
the  former  rental,  and  an  increased  rental  of  $300  was  necessarily  incurred, 
and  also  expense  for  care  of  office  of  substantially  $100.

There  is  an  available  balance  in  this  fund,  October  1,  1914,  of  $68,217.14,  which 
represents  an  accumulation  of  unexpended  balances  from  prior  years,  which  will 
be  required  to  be  used  during  the  present  year  with  the  current  appropriation  U* 
meet  the  actual  salaries  and  expenses  now  being  paid  from  this  fund«  which  are  as 
follows:

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EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  COMMISSIONER  OF  HEALXa 

In  presenting  the  following,  attention  18  called  to  the  fact  that  Chapter 
559  of  the  Laws  of  1913  provided  for  a  general  reorganization  of  the 
State  Department  of  Health,  and  this  naturally  carries  with  it  a  much 
larger  expenditure  of  money,  if  the  results  desired  are  to  be  obtained. 
The  Department  is  given  a  wide  field  of  expansion  in  a  much  needed 
work,  and  prior  to  the  enactment  of  our  new  health  laws  the  Department 
was  obliged  to  keep  within  its  narrow  confines  owing  to  lack  of  proper 
appropriations.  Compared  with  last  yeai'^s  appropriations  for  the  Depart- 
ment it  will  appear  that  there  are  a  number  of  official  salaries  and 
graded  employees  which  were  not  provided  for  under  these  headings  in 
last  year's  bills.  It  was  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Department  was  to 
have  large  balances  left  over  from  lump-sum  appropriations  made  in  1913 
that  specific  appropriations  for  these  positions  were  not  provided  for  in 
the  1914  appropriation  bill. 

5  Legal  Assiatant,  |1»600. 

At  present  paid  out  of  unexpended  balance  for  suppressed  epidemics,  etc. 
A  legal  assistant  is  necessary  to  cope  with  the  numerous  questions  of  law 
involving  interpretation  of  the  Public  Health  Law  and  the  Sanitary  Code. 
New  chapters  of  the  Sanitary  Code  are  being  enacted  from  time  to  time 
by  the  Public  Health  Council.  The  Sanitary  Code  regulations  such  as 
those  on  milk  and  cream  affect  a  large  industry,  and  important  questions 
are  constantly  arising  requiring  a  knowledge  of  law  to  answer  them.  The 
same  applies  to  recent  amendments  to  the  Public  Health  Law,  such  as  the 
Boylan  Law  (Chapter  363,  Laws  of  1914),  affecting  the  drug  trade, 
involving  many  hundreds  of  letters  interpreting  the  provisions  of  this 
statute.  The  Department's  legal  assistant  assists  the  Secretary,  who  is 
also  the  Secretary  of  the  Public  Health  Council,  in  construing  and  applying 
the  new  provisions  of  the  law  and  of  the  Code. 

6  Audit  aerk,  91,800. 

One  of  the  graded  employees  appearing  in  last  year's  appropriation  bill,  same 
salary.     Civil  sefvice  promotion. 

9    Eighth  Grade,  One  Employee,  91,800. 

Clerk  listed  in  Division  of  Vital  Statistics  in  last  year's  Appropriation  Bill. 
Transferred  to  Division  of  Administration. 

7a  Connsel,  9^000. 

At  present  paid  out  of  unexpended  balance  of  appropriation  for  Division  of 
Cold  Storage  Inspection.  Counsel  not  only  prosecutes  violations  of  the 
Cold  Storage  Law,  but  is  now  required  to  prosecute  violations  of  any  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Law  and  the  Sanitary  Code. 

10  Seventh  Grade,  One  Employee,  91f800. 

Stenographer  to  Secretary  of  the  Department  and  the  Public  Health  Council 
now  paid  out  of  unexpected  balance  for  suppressing  epidemics,  etc. 

11  Sixth  Grade,  Two  Employees,  ^400. 

One  transferred  from  the  Division  of  Communicable  Diseases,  other  provided 
for  in  last  year's  Appropriation  Bill  in  Division  of  Administration. 

18    Fifth  Grade,  Three  Employees,  9^,700. 

One  employee  transferred  from  Division  of  Communicable  Diseases,  other 
two  paid  out  of  unexpended  balances. 

18    Fourth  Grade,  Four  Employees,  98,880. 

Two  transferred  from  Division  of  Vital  Statistics,  and  two  paid  out  of 
unexpended  balances. 

li    Third  Grade,  Two  Employees,  %lJUtO. 

Provides  for  an  increase  of  910  per  month  for  messenger  of  the  Department. 
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19    Second  Grade,  One  Employee,  |480. 

Prorides  the  Department  with  page.  Now  paid  out  of  lump-sum.  Messenger 
absent  from  the  Department  so  much  of  the  time  on  errands  to  post-office, 
express  office  and  other  departments  it  was  found  necessary  to  employ 
additional  boy. 

17    Trayeling  Expeaaet,   |10,000. 

Increase  of  $2,000  over  last  year.  Total  expenditures  last  fiscal  year, 
$6,108.99,  with  $1,296.55  bills  outstanding,  making  total  expenses  of  the 
year  $7,405.54.  With  increased  force  and  additional  work  placed  upon 
the  Department  by  the  new  health  laws,  $10,000  for  traveling  expenses 
is  considered  a  conservative  estimate. 

19  InTettigating  SUte  Inatitntions,  Etc,  $4,000. 

Increase,  $1,500.  A  careful  estimate  of  the  necessary  expenses  to  be  incurred 
in  maJcing  an  annual  sanitary  inspection  of  all  of  the  State  institutions 
and  the  municipal  contagious  disease  hospitals,  as  required  by  law,  will 
call  for  a  expenditure  of  at  least  $6,000.  At  present  there  is  paid  out 
of  last  year's  appropriation  ($2,500)  salary  of  a  sanitary  engineer,  $2,000. 
It  will  be  necessary  to  employ  an  additional  engineer  and  also  engage 
the  services  of  medical  experts  for  this  work.  (Appropriation  for  perma- 
nent engineer  is  requested  in  item  30,  Division  of  Sanitary  Engineering.) 

20  Investigating  Sewage  Disposal,  Water  Purification  Plants,  Etc.,  $5,000. 
Increase,  $3,000.  This  increase  is  to  provide  for  additional  sanitary  engi- 
neering services  and  expenses  incurred  in  making  inspections  of  water 
sheds,  sanitary  conditions  of  summer  resorts,  etc.,  which  has  in  the  past 
been  paid  for  out  of  lump-sum  appropriated  for  investigations.  The 
Department  was  required  to  pay  $2,000  (amount  appropriated  last  year 
for  investigating  sewage  and  water  purification  plants)  to  engage  the 
services  of  a  competent  engineer  for  that  work.  (Appropriation  for  per- 
manent engineer  requested  in  item  30,  Division  of  Sanitary  Engineering.) 

81    For  Emergency  Investigations,  $8,000  (New). 

Required  in  view  of  the  fact  that  hereafter  the  Department  is  not  to  have 
any  available  funds  for  this  purpose.  The  Governor  may  require  the 
Department  to  investigate  housing  conditions,  nuisances  and  any  general 
matter  relating  to  public  health.  The  Department  may  at  any  time  be 
called  upon  to  make  emergency  investigations. 

St    Office  Expenses,  $16^000. 

Increase,  $6,000.  Total  expenses  'last  fiscal  year:  Payments,  $10,145.34; 
bills  outstanding  October  1,  1914,  $634.34  —  $10,979.68.  Last  year  the 
Department  was  required  to  meet  a  deficiency  of  $4,275.44  to  cancel  obliga- 
tions of  the  year  previous.  The  Department  is  required  to  furnish  printed 
registration  blanks  for  reporting  communicable  diseases  and  vital  statistics 
and  circulars  of  instructions  relating  thereto. 

There  are  1,438  local  boards  of  health  in  the  State  which  receive  supplies 
from  the  State  Department  of  Health.  The  publication  of  various  circu- 
lars for  household  distribution  used  in  preventing  and  suppressing  com- 
municable diseases  necessitates  a  large  expenditure  of  money,  as  does  also 
the  booklet  of  instructions  to  mothers  of  new-born  babies,  a  copy  of  which 
is  herewith  submitted,  as  this  publication  must  also  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration in  passing  upon  the  increase  required  for  postage  and  trans- 
portation. 
tS    Rental  of  Office  in  New  York  City  and  Buffalo,  $8,600  (New). 

During  the  past  year  the  Department  has  maintained  a  branch  office  in  New 
York  city  at  a  rental  of  $1,300.  Seven  of  the  ten  cold  storage  inspectors 
are  kept  on  duty  in  New  York  city,  and  with  a  branch  office  located  in 
that  city  the  inspectors  do  not  receive  a  per  diem  allowance  for  expenses, 
which  amounts  to  quite  a  sum  during  the  year,  and  may  properly  be 
credited  to  rental  expenses.  It  is  estimated,  with  a  branch  office  in 
Buffalo,  the  saving  of  traveling  expenses  by  assigning  inspectors  and  public 
health  nurses  to  that  district  would  more  than  offset  the  cost  of  office 
qoaxters. 
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A  branch  office  in  New  York  city  makes  it  more  convenient  and  less  ejCpensive 
in  transacting  departmental  business  throughout  Long  Island  and  in  West- 
chester and  other  counties  located  near  New  York. 

84  Postage  and  Transportation,  115,000. 

Increase,  $9,000.  Total  expenses  during  last  fiscal  year:  Payments,  $6,504.40; 
express  bills  outstanding,  $1,016.05 — $7,520.45.  Since  the  reorganization 
of  the  Department,  postage  and  express  charges  have  greatly  increased,  due 
to  increase  in  general  correspondence  and  shipments  from  the  Department. 
Supplies  for  local  boards  of  health,  monthly  "Health  News"  (now  con- 
sisting of  an  edition  of  32,000  copies).  Health  Manuals,  Sanitary  Codes, 
Official  Bulletins,  ''  Baby  Booklets,"  etc.  The  Baby  Booklet  is  mailed  to 
the  mother  of  a  new-born  child  as  soon  as  the  certificate  of  birth  is  filed 
with  the  Department.  While  this  entails  a  large  expense,  if  there  is  to 
be  an  effective  campaign  prosecuted  in  this  State  to  save  a  needless  waste 
of  infant  lives,  it  is  through  this  medium  that  the  work  must  first  be  car- 
ried on.  A  brief  review  of  the  contents  of  the  book  will  show  that  this 
expenditure  is  most  desirable.  To  continue  this  work  the  increase 
requested  must  be  granted* 

86  Traveling  and  Other  Necessary  Expenses  of  Members  of  Public  Health  Coun- 

cil, $8,500. 
Increase,   $1,500.     This   item  is   amended   so  as  to   admit  of   also   paying 
expenses  incurred  by  the  secretary  and  stenographer  of  the  council.     It 
should  also  allow  of  payment  for  printing  and  distribution  of  the  Sanitary 
Code  adopted  by  the  Council. 

89    Two  Assistant  Sanitary  Engineers,  $5,000. 

Increase,  $1,000.  This  provides  for  an  increase  of  $500  each  for  two  sanitary 
engineers  now  in  the  employ  of  the  Department,  one  of  whom  has  been 
coni^ected  with  the  Department  since  1908.  Both  have  been  offered  larger 
salaries  in  different  branches  of  the  government  service,  and  their  services 
can  only  be  retained  by  the  Health  Department  being  able  to  do  as  well 
by  them.  Salaries  in  the  Engineering  Division  in  the  past  have  been 
less  than  those  paid  similar   positions  in  other  State  departments. 

30    Two  Assistant  Sanitary  Engineers,  $4,000  (New). 

This  is  to  provide  for  the  permanent  employment  of  two  assistant  sanitary 
engineers  who  have  been  connected  with  the  Department  during  the  past 
year  and  paid  out  of  appropriations  for  investigations. 

88,  84    Two  Additional  Stenographers,.  $900  and  $780. 

This  provides  for  the  permanent  employment  of  two  additional  stenographers 
who  have  been  in  the  employ  of  the  division  during  the  past  year,  and 
paid  out  of  appropriation  for  investigations.  With  seven  engineers  making 
investigations  it  is  necessary  to  have  this  force  of  stenographers  to  handle 
the  reports  of  the  engineers. 

85  Expenses,  $1,000   (New). 

For  several  years  the  Sanitary  Engineering  Division  was  provided  with  this 
appropriation,  but  omitted  from  last  year's  Appropriation  Bill.  The  work 
of  the  Division  has  become  very  broad  in  scope  and  necessitates  many 
varied  activities,  involving  engineering  and  laboratory  observations  and 
tests  in  the  field,  and  considerable  draiting  and  other  engineering  work  in 
the  office,  including  surveying,  hydraulics,  physics  ana  chemistry.  In 
performing  this  work  many  kinds  of  field  and  office  instruments  are  neces- 
sary, and  the  Engineering  Division  has  found  it  necessary  to  purchase  and 
replace  them  from  time  to  time.  No  other  funds  of  the  Department  are 
avaUable  for  this  purpose. 

87  SUtistical  Clerk,  $1,800. 

Increase,  $300.  Person-  filling  this  position  has  been  in  the  State  service 
sixteen  years;  has  had  charge  of  the  statistical  work  of  the  Division  for 
several  years,  and  holds  present  title  by  qualification  established  through 
civil  service  examination.  Is  a  very  competent  editor  of  causes  of  death 
and  has  supervisory  work  which  merits  a  salary  larger  than  that  now 
being  paid.    This  increase  is  urgently  recommended. 
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SS    Junior  SUtistician,  91,200  (New). 

To  provide  for  retention  of  present  employee  being  paid  out  of  unexpended 
balance  which  lapses  in  Jun^. 

39    Two  Inspectors  of  ViUl  Statistics,  |2,400  (New). 

To  properly  check  up  the  local  registration  of  births  and  deaths  it  is  neces- 
sary to  have  inspectors  on  the  road.  The  Department  has  one  at  present 
being  paid  $1,200  a  year  from  lump-sum  appropriation.  This  inspector 
covers  the  eastern  and  northern  part  of  the  State.  One  is  needed  for  the 
central  and  western  part  of  the  State. 

41  Sixth  Grade,  Three  Employees,  $3,600. 

Increase,  $600.  This  provides  for  an  increase  of  $300  each  for  two  employees 
of  the  Department  who  have  been  assigned  to  supervision  over  two  import- 
ant branches  of  the  work  of  the  Division  created  by  general  reorganization 
of  the  Division  to  successfully  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  new  Vital 
Statistics  Law,  which  went  into  effect  January  1,  1914. 

42  Fifth  Grade,  Eight  Employees,  $7,200. 
Increase,  $3,780. 

43  Fourth  Grade,  Six  Employees,  $4,320  (New). 

These  items  provide  for  retention  of  employees  now  serving  the  Division  who 
are  being  paid  out  of  unexpended  balances  for  suppressing  epidemics  which 
lapses  in  June.  Prior  to  the  enactment  of  Chapter  559  and  618  of  the 
Laws  of  1913,  the  Division  of  Vital  Statistics  was  serving  mostly  as  a 
filing  bureau.  The  increase  in  force  is  required  to  properly  classify  and 
tabulate  the  vital  statistics  of  the  State  so  as  to  have  them  available  for 
reference  and  as  a  guide  in  working  out  health  problems. 

45  Supervisor  of  Exhibits,  $2,400. 

Item  appears  in  last  year's  Appropriation  Bill  under  heading  "  Prevention  of 
Diseases,  Etc." 

46  PubUcity  Expert,  $1,500. 

This  provides  for  retention  of  services  now  being  paid  out  of  unexpended 
balance  for  suppressing  epidemics,  etc.,  which  lapses  in  June. 

47  Assistant  in  Public  Health  Education,  $1,350. 

Same  as  above  excepting  that  increase  of  salary  of  $150  is  requested.  An 
unusually  well  qualified  man  with  special  training  in  public  health  work 
is  filling  this  position,  and  his  work  consists  in  organizing  the  lecturing 
services  of  the  Department  and  assisting  in  editing  Department  literature. 
His  present  salary  of  $1,200  is  much  less  than  he  deserves. 

48-51,  Inc.    Lecturers,  $8,000. 

Increase,  $4,000.  Five  lecturers  at  present  connected  with  Department  paid 
from  funds  as  follows:  On  Oral  Hygiene,  unexpended  balances  suppressing 
epidemics,  etc.;  Diseases  of  the  Eye,  last  year's  Supply  Bill,  Social  Hygiene 
and  Infant  Welfare,  Suppressing  Epidemics,  etc. ;  two  parochial  school  lec- 
turers, last  regular  Appropriation  Bill.  One  of  the  most  important  phases 
of  the  Health  Department  work  consists  in  supplying  lecturers  on  public 
health  topics  when  called  for  by  granges,  women's  clubs,  churches,  schools 
and  other  bodies. 

52    Sixth  Grade,  One  Employee,  $1^200. 

Provides  for  retention  of  employee  now  being  paid  out  of  unexpended  bal- 
ances. 

58    Fifth  Grade,  Two  Employees,  $1,800. 

Increase,  $900.  One  of  the  stenographers  listed  in  last  year's  bill  in 
Division  of  Cold  Storage  Inspection  has  been  transferred  to  the  Division 
of  Publicity  and  Education.  Other  position  now  filled  by  person  in  charge 
of  Public  Health  Exhibits.  Salary  for  several  years  has  been  paid  out  of 
lump-sum  appropriation. 

55    PnbUcation  and  Distribution  of  monthly  "  Health  News,"  $5,000. 

Corresponding  amount  paid  during  pa^t  year  from  unexpended  balances  for 
suppressing  epidemics,  etc.,  which  lapses  in  June.     The  ''  Health  News " 
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is  the  medium  through  which  the  Department  communicates  statistical' 
and  other  facts  as  to  the  health  of  the  State  to  the  14,000  local  health 
officers,  and  it  is  also  used  as  a  ve/y  effective  medium  for  the  education 
of  the  public.  An  edition  of  32,000  copies  is  sent  out  each  month  to 
school  principals  and  physicians  in  the  State,  as  well  as  to  the  health 
officers  and  other  interested  citizens.  A  copy  of  the  November  "  News  "  is 
submitted  herewith. 

56  For  the  Publication  of  the  Health  Hints,  |7»600. 

This  item  also  represents  merely  a  formal  recognition  of  work  carried  on  for 
six  months  by  the  Department.  Weekly  public  health  service  is  sent  out 
in  boiler  plate  form  to  460  newspapers  throughout  the  State,  reaching  a 
public  of  approximately  a  million  and  a  half.  These  Health  Hints  are  in 
no  way  advertising  matter  for  the  Department,  but  serve  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  people  in  the  simple  rules  of  hygiene  and  sanitation.  We  con- 
sider this  one  of  the  most  important  phases  of  our  work.  Copies  of  recent 
Health  Hints  is  submitted  herewith. 

57  For  Preparation  and  Transportation  of  Exhibits,  |5,000. 

Increase,  $3,000.  A  specific  appropriation  of  $10,000  was  made  for  this 
purpose  several  years  ago,  and  since  that  time  the  expenses  have  been 
paid  out  of  lump-sum  appropriations  for  this  and  other  purposes.  On 
account  of  available  funds  from  unexpended  balances  of  appropriation  for 
suppressing  epidemics,  etc.,  in  1913,  only  $2,000  was  appropriated  last 
year.  One  of  the  special  features  for  the  Department  work  in  the  past 
has  been  the  temporary  installation  in  various  localities  throughout  the 
State  of  health  exhibits  dealing  with  special  topics  relating  to  public 
health.  Such  exhibits  dealing  with  infant  welfare  was  shown  in  44 
cities  and  25  counties,  also  the  State  Fair  and  53  county  fairs  through- 
out the  State,  and  were  an  important  factor  in  the  reduction  of  the 
rate  of  infant  mortality  last  summer,  which  shows  a  saving  of  554  infant 
lives.  Our  present  exhibits  deal  with  infant  welfare  and  rural  hygiene. 
We  wish  to  continue  the  use  of  these  exhibits  next  year,  and  to  add 
exhibits  in  tuberculosis  and  on  the  spread  of  communicable  diseases  in 
schools,  and  to  extend  the  influence  of  these  exhibits  by  sending  some 
of  them  to  some  of  the  small  rural  districts  of  the  State  in  a  specially 
equipped  car. 

61    Medical  Expert  on  Contagious  Diseases,  $2,400  (New). 

This  official  has  been  with  the  Department  for  several  years,  salary  paid 
out  of  appropriation  for  suppressing  epidemics,  etc. 

64    Third  Grade,  Three  Employees,  $1,800  (New). 

Provides  for  retention  of  employees  now  being  paid  out  of  unexpended  bal- 
ances. 

66    Prevention  and  Suppression  of  Disease,  $10,000  (New). 

When  present  unexpended  balances  are  exhausted  the  Department  will  not 
have  any  funds  available  for  use  in  rendering  assistance  to  local  health 
officials  in  the  prevention,  control  and  suppression  of  epidemics  of  oom- 
municable  diseases.  It  is  therefore  of  the  utmost  importance  that  tills 
appropriation  should  be  granted.  Without  available  funds  the  Department 
would  not  have  been  able  to  suppress  the  epidemic  of  smallpox  which 
occurred  last  winter  in  Niagara  Falls  and  vicinity. 

68  Trayeling  and  Other  Necessary  Expenses  of  Sanitary  Supervisors,  |15,000 
(New). 
On  account  of  large  balance  from  1913  appropriation  for  suppressing  epi- 
demics, etc.,  no  provision  was  made  in  last  year's  Appropriation  Bill  for 
expenses  of  sanitary  supervisors,  public  health  nurses,  lecturers,  etc.  It 
is  therefore  necessary  to  provide  such  funds  for  the  coming  year.  Esti- 
mates submitted  provides  for  an  average  expenditure  during  the  year  of 
only  $750  for  each  supervisor,  and  it  will  require  most  rigid  economy  on 
the  part  of  the  supervisors  to  properly  cover  their  district  on  this  small 
allowance. 
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71  TraTeling  and  Other  Necessary  Expenses  for  Public  Health  Nurses,  $8,000 

(New). 

Necessity  for  this  appropriation  shown  in  item  No.  68.  Provides  for  same 
pro  rata  allowance  for  expenses. 

72  Supervising  Inspector,  |2,600. 

To  provide  for  permanent  retention  of  present  employee  being  paid  out  of 
unexpended  balance  from  1913  appropriation  for  services  and  expenses, 
Division  of  Cold  Storage. 

78    Assistant  Supervising  Inspector,  |1,800. 

This  provides  an  increase  of  $600  for  one  of  the  regular  inspectors  who  has 
qualified  for  promotion  by  civil  service  examination  open  to  other  members 
of  the  inspecting  force. 

7i    Nine  Inspectors,  |18,500. 

Increase,  $2,700.  This  provides  $300  increase  for  each  of  the  inspectors. 
They  entered  the  State  service  three  years  ago  and  are  now  receiving 
the  same  salary  as  when  originally  appointed.  The  Excise  and  Labor  Laws 
provide  for  an  increase  of  salary  for  inspectors  who  have  served  two 
years.  The  inspectors  in  the  employ  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
State  Board  of  Charities  and  Department  of  Weights  and  Measures  also 
receive  a  larger  salary  than  that  now  paid  the  inspectors  connected  with 
the  State  Department  of  Health. 

77  Trav^ng  Expenses,  |7,500. 

78  Office  Expenses,  f  1,000. 

Expenses  during  past  year  paid  out  of  unexpended  balances  from  1913 
appropriation.  Funds  being  sufficient  for  part  of  present  year's  expenses, 
no  appropriation  was  made  in  1914.  Funds  now  exhausted  and  appropria- 
tions requested  necessary  to  meet  future  expenses. 

80  Chemist,  |8,800. 

Decrease,  $1,800.  Item  in  last  year's  Appropriation  Bill  provided  for  two 
chemists,  $4,600.    Present  chemist  receives  $2,800. 

81  Two  Physiological  Chemists,  $3,700. 

Increase,  $3,700.  One  at  present  in  employ  of  Laboratory  paid  from  appro- 
priation referred  to  above.  The  work  of  preparing  the  antitoxins  of  diph- 
theria and  tetanus  is  increasing  rapidly,  as  shown  by  the  fact  that  in 
the  past  four  months  30  per  cent,  more  diphtheria  antitoxin  is  distributed 
and  150  per  cent,  more  tetanus  antitoxin.  Two  men  will  be  required  to 
do  the  work.  It  was  not  possible  to  secure  a  man  with  satisfactory  expe- 
rience at  $1,800  or  $2,000  salary,  but  at  $2,500  it  is  expected  that  a  man 
fully  equipped  for  the  work  can  be  secured,  and  the  present  incumbent, 
who  has  had  excellent  training,  but  a  limited  experience,  will  assist  at  a 
salary  of  $1,200. 

88    Six  Assistant  Bacteriologists,  |9,800. 

Increase,  $6,600.  At  the  present  time  five  assistant  bacteriologists  are 
appointed  to  the  Laboratory  staff,  two  of  whom  are  paid  out  of  regular 
salaries,  provided  by  last  year's  Appropriation  Bill;  others  are  being  paid 
out  of  imexpended  balances  for  suppressing  epidemics,  etc.,  and  for  investi- 
gations, etc.  There  is  one  vacancy  to  be  filled  by  an  appointment  now 
under  consideration. 

83  For  Food  Analysts,  $8,400  (New). 

Food  analysts  are  needed  in  order  that  the  laboratory  may  fulfill  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law  directing  it  to  make  certain  food  analyses  for  which 
it  now  has  no  appropriation.  These  two  analysts  will  meet  the  demands  for 
the  present. 

84  Serologist,  91,800  (New). 

A  serologist  fully  trained  in  serological  work  is  needed  to  carry  on  the 
advanced  investigations  which  are  needed  in  the  new  methods  of  making 
accurate  diagnoses  which  are  now  being  so  extended  as  to  include  not  only 
the  Wasserman  Reaction  but  also  certain  of  the  bacterial  diseases.    This 
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work  has  recently  been  established  in  the  laboratory  and  adequate  provi- 
sions  should  be  made  to  continue  it. 

86    Assistant  Serologist,  11,600  (New). 

An  assistant  serologist  at  a  salary  of  $1,500  should  be  appointed  to  assist  in 
these  investigations. 

86  Assistant  Biolosist,  fl^dOO  (New). 

An  assistant  biologist  is  needed  to  make  the  necessary  examinations  of  plant 
life  and  micro-organisms  commonly  found  in  water  and  which  are  the 
cause  of  bad  tastes  and  odors.  The  laboratory  makes  bacterial  and 
chemical  examinations  of  water  from  communities  all  over  the  State  and 
the  laboratory  should  be  prepared  to  have  these  special  examinations  made. 

87  Two  Water  Analysts,  |3,800. 

Increase  $400.  Two  water  analysts  have  been  connected  with  the  Depart- 
ment for  several  years  and  have  proved  exceptionally  efficient  in  their 
work.     They  should  receive  an  increase  in  salary. 

88  Nine  Laboratory  Assistants,  $9,400. 

Increase  $^,400.  At  the  present  time  five  laboratory  assistants  are  appointed 
in  the  laboratory,  three  of  whom  are  paid  out  of  appropriation  for  regular 
salaries,  provided  by  last  year's  appropriation  bill.  Others  paid  out  of 
unexpended  balances  for  suppressing  epidemics,  etc.  The  laboratory  is 
greatly  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  sufficient  number  of  competent  laboratory 
assistants.  At  no  stage  of  the  work  this  year  has  the  provision  for  this 
staff  been  adequate  and  the  work  has  increased  at  an  astonishing  rate. 
The  assistant  bacteriologists  would  meet  these  emergencies  satisfactorily 
if  they  had  sufficient  assistance  from  a  complete  staff  of  laboratory  assist- 
ants. At  the  present  time  two  more  laboratory  assistants  would  be 
appointed  if  funds  were  available  for  this  purpose,  that  is,  to  carry  on  the 
work  as  it  now  stands  without  looking  for  any  further  increase.  The 
request  for  two  more  laboratory  assistants  to  meet  future  demands  is, 
therefore,  moderate.  The  director  of  the  laboratory  reports  that  in  the 
eight  months  since  he  assumed  charge  of  the  laboratory  the  amount  of 
work  which  should  properly  be  done  by  the  staff  has  doubled  and  it  has 
been  necessary  for  the  assistant  bacteriologists  to  meet  the  deficiency  by 
overtime  work. 

90  Fifth  Grade,  Two  Employees,  $1,800  (New). 

It  will  be  necessary  to  increase  the  salaries  of  present  employees  if  their 
services  are  to  be  retained.  Each  now  receiving  $720  provided  for  in  last 
year's  appropriation  bill,  fourth  grade. 

91  Fourth  Grad^  Two  Employees,  $1,440. 

Item  91  will  provide  for  the  filling  of  these  places  by  permanent  employment 
of  additional  stenographic  help  now  in  employ  of  laboratory  and  being  paid 
out  of  unexpended  balances.  The  present  office  staff  consists  of  one  sixth 
grade  stenographer  and  two  fourth  grade  and  two  others  at  a  lower  grade, 
making  in  all  six  stenographers,  who  have  been  called  upon  to  work 
Sundays  and  holidays  in  reporting  the  results  of  the  examination  of  speci- 
mens to  physicians  throughout  the  State  because  these  reports  cannot  be 
delayed  and  with  the  increase  in  the  work,  in  spite  of  the  rapid  increase 
in  the  staff,  the  staff  averages  15  per  cent,  overtime. 

98    Third  Grade,  Two  Employees,  $1,800  (New). 

Provides  for  retention  of  employees  now  paid  out  of  unexpended  balances. 

94    Two  Assistant  Stablemen,  $14200. 

Increase  $600.  A  second  assistant  stableman  is  needed  in  order  to  make 
provision  for  the  work  at  the  farm,  where  more  assistance  is  required. 
Two  men  are  not  able  to  do  the  work  necessary  to  keep  the  farm  up,  and 
inoculate  and  bleed  all  the  horses. 

96    Night  Watchman,  $780  (New). 

At  present  filled  by  temporary  assignment. 
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M    Hine  Laboren,  f5,580. 

Increase  $3,000.  At  present  time  nine  laborers  are  employed.  These  salaries 
total  $5,260.  Some  of  those  employed  at  present  are  only  receiving  $30  a 
month,  and  increase  requested  is  to  equalize  salaries  and  make  it  possible 
to  retain  full  working  force.  Four  are  provided  for  by  regular  appropria- 
tion bill  last  year,  and  five  at  present  paid  out  of  unexpended  balances. 

•6    Fourteen  Cleaners,  $6,960. 

Increase  $3,540.  At  present  thirteen  cleaners  are  employed  in  the  laboratory 
at  salaries  amounting  to  $6,660,  and  another  appointment  is  under  con- 
sideration and  will  be  made  in  the  next  few  days.  This  staff  of  employees 
will  have  to  be  increased  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  work.  It  is  doubtful 
if  at  the  present  increase  in  the  work  fourteen  cleaners  will  suffice.  Six 
are  at  present  paid  out  of  regular  appropriations  and  seven  from  unex- 
pended balances. 

9S    For  Neceuary  Repairs,  etc.,  f5,000. 

Increase  $3,000.  The  present  appropriation  of  $2,000  for  repairs  and  equip- 
ment, heat,  light,  etc.,  is  inadequate.  One  thousand  dollars  appropriated 
for  repairs  last  year,  has  already  been  expended  for  repairs,  leaving  no 
balance  for  equipment  or  for  the  repairs  that  will  be  needed  later  in  the  year. 
The  laboratory  has  been  extended  to  include  the  stable,  requiring  just 
double  the  size  plant  for  heating,  lighting  and  water  service.  The  present 
appropriation  of  $1,000  will  have  to  be  doubled.  The  laboratory  is  now 
open  all  night.    This  will  require  a  greater  expenditure  for  heat  and  light. 

99    General  Expenses,  |1Q,000. 

Increase  $8,000.  Of  the  present  appropriation  ($4,000)  three-quarters  -has 
already  been  required  for  supplies.  The  distribution  of  the  diagnostic 
outfits  for  diphtheria,  tuberculosis  and  typhoid  fever  shows  in  the  past 
four  months  a  percentage  increase  of  114  per  cent.,  436  per  cent,  and  800 
per  cent,  respectively.  Four  new  outfits  for  specimens  in  the  diagnosis  of 
other  diseases  have  recently  been  added  to  the  list.  Owing  to  the  war  and 
the  difficulty  of  importing  and  securing  duty  free  prices,  many  of  the 
present  bills  exceed  previous  cBtimates  by  30  and  50  per  cent. 

100  Preparation  of  Antitoxins,  etc.,  |6,000  (New). 

Was  a  part  of  item  103  in  last  year's  bill.  The  demand  for  State  antitoxin 
shows  an  increase  of  40  per  cent,  for  diphtheria  and  150  per  cent,  for 
tetanus.  The  cost  of  preparing  antitoxin,  all  of  which  is  now  precipitated 
and  concentrated,  has  also  increased.  Formerly  the  antitoxin  was  pooled 
and  not  properlv  standardized  so  that  the  most  potent  could  be  selected. 
Now  the  tests  give  complete  standardization  of  all  the  antitoxin  produced, 
greatly  improving  the  grade,  but  increasing  the  cost  of  preparation. 

101  Preparation  of  Vaccines,  etc.,  |6^000  (New). 

Previous  appropriation  of  $5,000  yearly  for  the  preventive  solution  for  the 
prevention  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  will  have  to  be  increased  by  $1,000 
if  the  preparation  of  the  preventive  against  typhoid  fever  and  of  other 
vaccines  is  to  be  supported. 

109    Purchase  of  Animals  and  Feed,  $6,000. 

Increase  $2,000.  The  present  appropriation  of  $4,000  for  the  purchase  and 
feed  of  animals  should  be  increased  to  $6,000  owing  to  the  much  larger 
number  of  animals  that  the  laboratory  will  use  and  have  to  feed  the  next 
year.  Since,  in  former  years,  the  amount  of  work  requiring  the  smaller 
animals  was  a  negligible  quantity,  and  the  expenses  of  it  now  approximate 
that  of  purchasing  and  keeping  the  horses,  it  is  difficult  to  estimate  per- 
centages of  increase,  because  these  would  be  greatly  exaggerated.  An 
increase  in  this  appropriation  proportionate  to  the  general  increase  in 
laboratory  work  would,  therefore,  be  a  fairer  estimate.  Since  it  is  becoming 
difficult  to  secure  a  sufficient  number  of  smaller  laboratory  animals  at 
reasonable  prices,  a  breeding  plant  will  have  to  be  established  at  the  farm 
and  the  initial  expenses  of  equipping  and  stocking  this  will  be  considerable. 
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108    Bzaminations  of  Discharges  of  Typhoid  Patients,  etc.,  94^000. 

Increase  $1,000.  The  original  appropriation  of  $4,000  for  the  examination  of 
the  discharges  of  typhoid  from  patients  was  cut  to  $3,000  by  the  last  Legis- 
lature. The  work  has  grown  rapidly  in  the  two  months  that  this  year's 
funds  have  been  available  and  will  require  the  full  appropriation  of  $4,000 
for  the  coming  year. 

104    For  Serum  Diagnosis  of  Venereal  Diseases,  $7,000  (New). 

The  serum  diagnosis  of  the  venereal  diseases  now  requires  $3,500  to  support 
it  for  a  period  of  six  months.  This  expenditure  at  present  is  out  of  unex- 
pended balances.  $7,000  will  be  needed  for  twelve  months.  This  work  is 
costly  and  few  laboratories  in  the  State  attempt  it.  No  new  work  the 
laboratory  has  recently  undertaken  has  aroused  such  general  interest  as 
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this,  and  it  will  be  extremely  difficult  to  forecast  the  futare  demands  that 
will  be  made  upon  it. 

105-111    DiTision  of  Tuberculosis,  128,300  (New). 

Section  3-a  of  the  Public  Health  Law  provides  that  there  shall  be  a  Division 
of  Tuberculosis  in  the  State  Department  of  Health,  which  shall  be  under 
the  management  of  a  director.  No  provision  was  made  in  last  year's 
appropriation  bill  for  this  Division,  and  consequently  the  Department  has 
not  been  able  to  render  such  assistance  as  should  have  been  given  to  those 
who  are  engaged  in  the  State-wide  campaign  for  the  prevention  of  such  a 
large  loss  of  useful  lives  as  is  now  occurring  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
—  a  preventable  disease.  Ten  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  occurring  in 
New  York  State  annually  are  due  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis.

salary  for  the  auditor  (who  now  receives  $2,000)  and  for  the  entire  salary 
of  a  supervisor  of  welfare  work,  to  be  attached  to  the  division  of  industrial 
hygiene. 

Auditor.  Our  auditor  now  receives  $2,000.  Owing  to  the  growth  of  the 
department  we  needed  a  man  having  the  experience  and  qualifications  neces- 
sary to  handle  this  enlarged  work.  When  we  secured  the  present  incumbent 
by  transfer,  it  was  the  understanding  that  his  salary  would  be  placed  at 
$2,500  as  soon  as  the  appropriation  was  available. 

Supervisor  of  welfare  work.  Most  large  industrial  plants  and  mercantile 
establishments  are  devoting  considerable  attention  and  expenditure  to  wel- 
fare work  among  their  employees.  This  includes  lunch  rooms,  gymnasiums, 
bathing  pools,  classes  for  foreigners  in  English,  cookery,  sewing,  household 
economics  and  home  nursing.  It  is  desired  to  secure  the  services  of  a 
trained  supervisor  of  such  work  so  that  the  department  can  be  in  a  position 
to  inspect  and  give  intelligent  supervision  and  assistance  to  employers  and 
employees  regarding  this  work. 

86  Decrease  of  one  employee  at  $2,000  (auditor's  salary  increased  and  placed  in 

eleventh  grade). 

87  Increase  of  six  employees  at  $1,800  to  provide  for  merited  promotions  and 

increase  in  staflT. 

88  Increase  of  one  employee  at  $1,500  to  provide  for  one  additional  special 

investigator  in  the  Bureau  of  Industries  and  Immigration  at  Buffalo,  neces- 
sary to  meet  the  growing  demands  made  upon  the  bureau. 

87  Traveling  Expenses. 

The  traveling  expenses  of  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  and  first  deputy  are 
already  provided  for  in  this  manner.  The  expenses  of  the  second  deputy 
have  heretofore  been  paid  on  itemized  account.  In  view  of  the  growth  of 
the  department  increased  travel  duties  will  necessarily  be  imposed  on  both 
deputies,  connected  especially  with  oversight  of  newly  established  bureaus. 
It  is  expected  that  the  second  deputy's  expenses  will  necessarily  amount  to 
the  sum  asked  for. 

88  Asked  for  $97,000  for  1914-15,  but  cut  to  $62,000  on  account  of  balances 

estimated  to  bring  amount  up  to  $97,000.  So  that  substantially  this  is 
not  increased  except  enough  to  allow  for  growth.  Expenses  average  about 
$8,000  a  month  exclusive  of  employment  bureau  and  industrial  board,  which 
now  have  separate  appropriations.  Spent  all  told  $81,866.18  in  1913-14, 
during  which  time  the  number  of  inspectors  and  other  field  officers  author- 
ized by  amended  laws  was  gradually  added  to  the  department.  The 
maximum  has  been  reached.

Increase  of  $200  over  last  year  to  provide  for  balance  necessary  to  continue 
renting  room  801  at  381  Fourth  avenue,  Manhattan.  Item  placed  in  Supply 
Bill  to  take  care  of  this  for  1914-15.

Asked  for  $26,000  in  1914-15  and  cut  to  $20,000.  Now  that  the  department 
is  fully  organized,  the  amount  of  printed  matter  that  must  be  issued  will 
be  very  much  increased,  and  in  the  new  printing  contract  prices  have  been 
materially  advanced.

Although  the  quarters  in  which  seyeral  of  the  diyisionfl  of  the  OommisaiQn 
are  located  are  inconvenient,  overcrowded,  and  entirely  unsuited  for  the 
purposes  for  which  they  are  being  used,  the  Commission  is  not  at  this  time 
requesting  an  increasea  appropriation  for  rent.  During  the  past  year  the 
rooms  at  15  Washington  avenue  have  been  vacated,  as  they  were  not  so 
arranged  that  they  could  be  used  to  advantage.

It  it  absolutely  necessary  that  for  a  department  of  the  size  and  variety  of 
duties  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  there  shall  be  a  reasonably  lilieral 
amount  available  for  emergencies.  The  sum  of  $15,000  requested  for  this 
purpose  is  believed  to  be  a  very  conservative  estimate  and  to  be  absolutely 
essential  to  properly  safeguard  the  work  of  the  Commission. 

An  item  of  equal  amount  for  this  purpose  was  disallowed  by  the  1914  legis- 
lature, it  being  apparent  that  a  considerable  balance  of  former  appropria* 
tions  would  be  available  for  the  greater  portion  of  the  present  year. 

No  appropriation  was  made  bv  the  Legislature  for  the  year  1914.  $7,500 
was  appropriated  in  1913,  of  which  there  remains  an  unexpended  balanoe 
of  $6,482.24.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  HEALTH  OFFICER. 

18    Chauffeur. 

Thia  position  is  only  apparently  an  additional  position,  as  it  has  existed 
in  the  department  for  some  time  and  the  compensation  has  been  a  charge 
against  the  general  expense  fund  provided.  It  does  not  involve,  therefore, 
any  real  increase  in  expenditure  for  the  operation  of  the  department. 

21  The  only  change  here  is  one  in  the  title  of  the  position.  The  title  "  Director 
of  Laboratory  "  is  the  true  title  and  it  has  been  used  by  the  State  Civil 
Service  Commission  for  some  time. 

28  The  completion  of  the  new  laboratory  and  its  utilization  require  a  larger 
staff.  The  State  has  in  this  laboratory  the  physical  equipment  for  necessary 
and  valuable  scientific  work.  The  Advisory  Board  of  the  Department 
strongly  urges  the  proposed  increase  in  the  laboratory  staff,  in  order 
that  this  unit  of  the  service  may  be  raised  to  the  highest  degree  of  effici- 
ency. The  positions  are  so  graded  as  to  offer  some  chance  of  advancement 
to  bacteriologists  entering  the  service. 
The  position  of  third  assistant  bacteriologist  is  at  present  occupied  by  Dr. 
Jennie  G.  Drennan.  Her  salary  was  omitted  from  the  present  law  and 
her  compensation  has  been  paid  out  of  funds  otherwise  provided. 

26    Assistant  Engineer. 

The  assistant  engineer  was  appointed  at  a  salary  of  $720  per  annum.  He  it 
a  competent  man  performing  important  duties  and  his  salary  should  be 
increased  to  $900  per  annum.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that  he  be 
placed  in  the  fifth  grade  at  $900  per  annum,  instead  of  the  fourth  grade 
at  $720  per  annum,  as  at  present. 
This  item  makes  specific  provision  for  two  deckhands  whose  salaries  in  the 
past  have  been  charged  against  funds  otherwise  provided.  These  positions 
are  necessary  in  order  to  provide  a  full  complement  for  the  boats  as 
required  by  the  Federal  regulations  governing  steamboat  operation. 
85  This  item  provides  for  the  compensation  of  an  employee  now  in  the  Depart- 
ment whose  compensation  has  been  charged  against  funds  otherwise 
Erovided.  He  is  on  the  Department  payroll  at  the  present  time  as  a  deck- 
and,  but  as  hie  work  is  really  the  operation  of  one  of  the  Department 
motor  boats,  it  is  thought  proper  to  change  the  title  to  motor  i)oatman. 
His  present  compensation  is  $720  per  annum,  but  it  should  be  increased 
to  $840,  as  his  work  requires  as  much  labor  and  skill  as  that  of  the  other 
deckhands.    Increase  of  $120. 

89    Dietitian. 

Hary  F.  Foley,  the  incumbent  of  this  position,  is  an  employee  taken  from  the 
Civil  Service  eligible  list,  who  has  shown  great  efficiency  in  the  superintend-

ing  of  food  purchase,  preparation  and  distribution.  It  is  proposed  to  pro- 
mote her  from  the  flfth  to  the  sixth  grade,  increasing  her  salary  from  $900 
to  $1,200. 

40  Pharmacist. 

The  present  incumbent  of  this  position,  Benjamin  A.  Lillianthal,  has  heea 
for  some  time  in  the  employ  of  the  Department.  His  services  are  very  much 
needed  at  Hoffman  Island.  His  compensation  has  been  charged  hitherto 
against  funds  otherwise  provided,  and  therefore  is  no  true  increase  in  this 
item. 

41  It  has  been  the  custom  in  the  past  to  provide  a  lump  sum  for  the  services 

of  trained  nurses.  This  item  provides  for  the  compensation  of  sixteen 
trained  nurses,  fourteen  of  whom  are  at  present  employed  in  the  Depart- 
ment. There  is  in  the  present  appropriation  an  unassigned  balance  of 
$480,  which  is  not  requested  for  the  coming  year. 
40,46  One  of  the  most  important  methods  of  sanitation  in  a  quarantine  station 
is  the  frequent  use  of  paint  in  pavilions,  hospitals  and  other  buildings. 
Four  painters  are  steadily  employed  by  the  Department  in  this  work. 
In  the  present  Appropriation  bill,  provision  was  made  for  three  painters 
at  $800  per  annum  and  one  painter's  helper  at  $720.  This  is  below  the 
union  rate  of  wages  and  below  what  these  competent  men  should  receive. 
With  the  understanding  that  the  Department  would  endeavor  to  restore 
their  wages,  an  arrangment  was  made  whereby  they  consented  to  continue 
the  work.  It  was  possible,  under  the  financial  provision  made,  to  appoint 
William  S.  Murray,  foreman,  at  $800,  and  Philip  Stell,  John  Wolz  and 
John  Tilson  at  $720.  This  left  $160  unassigned.  It  is  recommended  that 
the  position  of  "  foreman  painter  "  be  created  for  Murray  at  $1,000  per 
annum,  which  is  a  fair  compensation  for  his  work,  as  he  is  a  painter  of 
unusual  skill  and  industry.  It  is  proposed  to  restore  the  wages  of  Philip 
Stell,  John  Wolz  and  Jolm  Tilson  to  $900  per  annum. 

48  Foreman  Laborer. 

The  laborers  employed  at  Hoffman  Island  could  be  made  much  more  efficient 
if  their  work  was  directed  by  a  competent  foreman.  It  is  therefore  recom- 
mended that  $720  be  provided  as  requested  in  this  item. 

49  Request  is  made  for  changes  which  will  equalize  the  wages  paid  to  laborer* 

in  the  Detention  and  Hospital  Service,  without  increasing  the  aporopriation 
provided  under  the  present  law.  The  laboring  positions,  as  well  as  other 
positions  in  this  service,  involve  exposure  to  dangers  not  ordini^lT 
encountered  in  laboring  work,  as  such  laborers  must  be  in  contact  wiui 
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Sersons  who  are  either  suffering  from  or  have  been  exposed  to  quarantinable 
iseases.  An  attempt  is  being  made  to  reform  the  haphazard  classification 
of  help  in  the  Detention  and  Hospital  Service,  and  the  equalization  of  the 
laborers'  salaries  herein  requested  is  in  line  with  that  pian. 

58  In    this   item    provision    is    made    for    equalizing   the    wages   of    Louis    W. 

McDermott  with  the  other  cooks  in  the  Intention  and  Hospital  Service, 
in  accordance  with  the  plan  of  reform  classification  already  mentioned. 

98  It  is  here  proposed  to  increase  the  wages  of  the  assistant  cooks  employed 
in  the  Detention  and  Hospital  Service.  It  has  long  been  the  policy  in  all 
hospital  institutions  to  try  to  obtain  a  better  class  of  h^p,  and  the 
increases  requested  herein  are  in  line  with  that  policy.  One  new  position 
of  assistant  cook  is  requested.  Whatever  increase  is  involved  m  this 
request  is  offset  by  striking  from  the  payroll  certain  other  classiflcationt 
covering  labor  of  the  same  kind. 

64  The  increases  provided  for  in  this  item  are  a  part  of  the  plan  of  reclassifica- 
tion, with  the  purpose  in  view  of  obtaining  uniformity  and  a  better  class 
of  help.  As  an  offset  to  the  increases  involved,  the  position  of  kitchenman 
•         is  stricken  from  the  payroll,  involving  a  decrease  of  $240. 

55  It  is  proposed  to  provide  for  two  special  waitresses  for  doctors  and  nurses, 

and  two  waitresses  for  ward  work,  the  former  to  be  paid  $300  per  annum 
and  the  latter  $240  per  annum. 

56  It  is  proposed  to  provide  four  chambermaids,  two  to  be  assigned  to  the 

residences  of  doctors  and  nurses,  and  two  to  the  wards,  the  two  former 
to  receive  $300  per  annum,  and  the  two  latter  $240  per  annum.  As  an 
offset  against  the  increase  involved,  the  position  of  waitress  and  cham- 
bermaid at  $300  per  annum,  and  two  positions  of  wardmaid  at  $340  per 
annum,  involving  a  total  decrease  of  $780,  are  stricken  from  the  payroll. 

57  Laundryman. 

Frank  Gribben,  one  of  the  laundry  men  employed  at  Hoffman  Island,  by  long 
and  faithful  service  has  merited  an  increase  of  $60  per  annum,  which  is 
recommended  in  this  item. 

59  It  is  proposed  to  equalize  the  wages  paid  to  incumbents  of  this  position. 

The  increases  involved  are  offset  by  decreases  due  to  reducing  some  of 
the  items  and  striking  others  from  the  payroll. 

60  This  item  provides  for  the  wages  of  watchmen  who  have  been  on  the  payroll 

of  the  department  for  years  and  whose  compensation  has  been  paid 
hitherto  out  of  funds  otherwise  provided.  The  increase  involved  therefore 
is  only  an  apparent  increase. 

61  Coal.  ,  ^  , 

An  increase  of  $2,082.13  is  requested  in  this  item.  The  total  requested  is 
based  on  the  actual  expenditure  for  coal  during  the  year  ending  September 
30,  1914.  The  coal  appropriation  has  never  been  sufficient  and  it  has 
always  been  necessary  to  meet  the  difference  from  funds  otherwise  provided. 

68    General  Expense. 

The  total  expenditure  against  general  expense  is  $84,284.72.  This  includes 
payments  made  from  the  general  expense  fimd  provided  as  such,  and 
payments  made  from  the  contingent  fund  provided  to  supplement  the 
general  expense  fund.  The  general  expense  fund  provided  in  the  past 
has  never  been  sufficient  for  the  purpose  and  the  deficiency  has  always 
been  made  up  by  a  large  contingent  fund  appropriation.  It  is  proposed  this 
year  not  to  ask  for  a  contingent  fund  appropriation,  but  to  make  the 
general  expense  appropriation  requested  equal  expenditures  for  general 
expense  purposes  during  the  year  just  closed,  less  $12,709.66  spent  for 
permanent  improvements  such  as  the  construction  of  a  concrete  wall,  and 
$10,642.52  which  represents  payroll  expenditures  hitherto  made  a  charge 
against  general  expense. 

GENERAL  NOTE. 

Items  included  in  the  present  appropriation  law  have  been  omitted  from 
this  request  and  therefore  have  no  item  number.    They  are: 

Marine  Passenger  Inspectors.    Two  at  $1,000  each. 
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EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  HEALTH  OFnCER—  Concluded. 

Experience  has  shown  that  under  the  present  conditions  the  department 
has  needed  only  the  services  of  three  employees  of  this  class.  There  are 
grave  possibilities,  however,  in  the  present  disturbed  condition  of  Europe 
and  it  is  thought  wise  to  provide  in  the  appropriation  bill  for  four  marine 
passenger  inspectors.  This  will  reduce  the  number  at  present  provided 
for  by  two,  showing  a  decrease  of  $2,000. 

Services,  Electrician.  The  request  for  provision  for  an  electrician  was  predi- 
cated upon  a  belief  that  an  extensive  electrical  system  was  to  be  estab- 
lished.  As  appropriation  was  not  made  for  this  electrical  system,  no 
electrician  has  been,  appointed  and  until  the  system  is  established  no  one 
will  be  needed.  It  will  be  possible  therefore  to  omit  this  provision,  which 
means  a  decrease  of  $1,000  in  the  appropriation. 

Laboratory,  Graded  Employees,  Sixth  grade,  one  employee  $1,000. 

In  the  present  law  there  appears  unassigned  an  appropriation  of  $1,000 
for  a  sixth  grade  employee.  For  the  first  half  of  Oictober  advantage 
was  taken  of  this  appropriation  to  meet  a  charge  for  compensation  on  the 
part  of  Benjamin  A.  Lillianthal,  pharmacist  of  the  department.  After 
the  15th  of  October  his  salary  was  charged  against  funds  otherwise  pro- 
vided. Failure  to  specifically  provide  for  him  in  the  appropriation  bill 
was  due  to  a  clerical  error.  The  amount  of  $1,000  may  be  omitted  from 
the  appropriation  bill  and  will  decrease  the  department's  appropriation 
by  $1,000. 

Other  decreases  are  referred  to  in  connection  with  their  appropriate  item 
numbers. 

REAPPR0PRL4TI0N. 

1    Food. 

No  food  appropriation  was  made  in  the  present  appropriation  law  except 
by  a  reappropriation  of  the  balance  available  in  the  fund  created  by 
chapter  546  of  the  Laws  of  1912.  This  balance  was  made  available  for 
food  purchase  for  the  department  to  September  30,  1915.  There  was  also 
a  large  balance  in  chapter  792  of  the  Laws  of  1913  expiring  in  June,  1915. 
These  funds  have  not  been  exhausted,  and  unless  an  exceptional  strain 
is  placed  upon  the  department  will  suffice  if  reappropriated  to  meet  the 
food  expenditures  for  the  year  beginning  October  1,  1915.  The  actual 
expenditure  for  food  during  the  past  year  was  $23,827.  The  storage 
and  distribution  system  resulted  in  a  considerable  decrease  in  the  per 
capita  per  diem  cost  for  food.  Upon  50,477  units  during  the  year  ending 
September  30,  1913,  the  cost  was  $0.4215  per  capita  per  diem.  Upon 
67,112  units  in  the  year  ending  September  30,  1914,  the  cost  was  $0,347 
per  capita  per  diem. 

COMMENT  BY  DEPARTMENT  OF  EFFiaENCY  AND  ECONOMY. 

General  ezpeniei 

$60,000  is  requested  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  October  1,  1915.  No 
appropriation  was  made  by  the  Legislature  of  1914  for  this  purpose  for 
the  current  year.  The  language  of  this  appropriation  permits  expendi- 
tures for  many  purposes,  which  include. 

Boat  supplies  and  repairs,  laboratory  supplies  and  repairs,  dock  repairs, 
repairs  to  and  reconstruction  of  buildings,  which  should  be  requested  in 
items  for  these  purposes  and  the  other  expenditures  for  stationery,  postage, 
printing  and  binding,  telephone  and  telegraph,  books,  furniture  and  equip- 
ment should  be  presented  and  requested   in  an   appropriation   for  Office

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  TRUSTEES 

1  The  appropriation  for  the  State  Institute  for  the  Study  of  Malignant  Diseases 
for  the  fiscal  year  1913  was  fixed  at  $60,000  in  the  Appropriation  Bill. 
With  the  opening  of  the  new  hospital  it  was  found  that  the  appropriation 
was  not  adequate  and  the  trustees  asked  for  a  deficiency  appropriation  in 
the  Supply  Bill  of  $5,294.83.  The  total  amount,  $65,294.83,  was  just  suffi- 
cient to  conduct  the  established  activities  for  the  fiscal  year  1913'.  For  the 
fiscal  year  1914  the  trustees  again  requested  an  appropriation  of  $65,000. 
This  amount  was  cut  by  the  Legislature  to  $54,876.  The  Legislature  fixed 
all  salaries  in  the  institution  by  introducing  in  the  bill  the  draft  of  pros- 
pective salaries  for  the  coming  year,  approved  by  the  trustees,  and  based 
upon  a  total  appropriation  of  $65,000.  The  cut  was  made  from  the  main- 
tenance items.  This  cut  leaves  no  alternative  to  the  trustees  but  to  conduct 
the  institute  as  heretofore,  with  the  full  personnel,  whose  salaries  are  fixed

in  the  law,  until  the  funds  for  maintenance  are  exhausted,  and  to  ask  the 
Legislature  to  allow  a  deficiency  appropriation  in  the  Supply  Bill.  The 
trustees  ask  the  Legislature  for  the  coming  year  for  the  same  appropriation 
which  the  institute  had  for  the  fiscal  year  1913. 

The  board  of  trustees  desires  to  call  the  attention  of  the  finance  com- 
mittes  of  the  Legislature  to  the  peculiar  nature  of  the  work  of  this  insti- 
tute. Since  1898  the  institute  has  had  appropriations  from  the  Legislature 
under  the  designation  "  For  maintenance  and  equipment  including  salaries  " 
and  the  change  made  by  introducing  individual  items  in  the  funds  for  the 
institute  in  the  last  Legislature,  has  seriously  limited  and  inconvenienced 
its  work.  The  institute  is  engaged  in  research  work.  It  is  impossible  from 
year  to  year  to  determine  beforehand  how  the  funds  should  be  apportioned 
or  used  and  the  law  creating  the  institute,  chapter  128,  Laws  of  1911, 
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states  that  **  the  board  of  tnistees  shall,  within  the  limits  of  the  annual 
appropriation  made  therefor,  fix  all  salaries  of  officers  and  employees  of 
the  institute  and^  authorize  all  disbursements."  The  exigencies  of  the  work 
for  the  approaching  year  are  impossible  of  determination  beforehand.  For 
this  reason  the  trustees  strongly  urge  that  the  appropriation  be  a  lump 
sum  of  $65,000  for  maintenance  and  equipment,  including  salaries. 

The  position  of  internist  was  originally  held  by  Dr.  F.  C.  Busch,  who 
gave  only  a  part  of  his  time.  Dr.  Busch  died  in  January,  1914.  An 
arrangement  such  as  that  made  with  Dr.  Busch  was  not  satisfactory  and  it 
was  necessary  to  have  a  full  time  man  of  high  standing.  The  trustees 
secured  the  services  of  Dr.  W.  L.  Moss,  late  associate  of  Johns-Hopkins, 
a  man  of  national  reputation.  The  salary  was  left  at  $2,000.  The  trustees, 
who  under  the  law  creating  the  institute,  chapter  128,  Laws  of  1911,  are 
empowered  to  fix  the  salaries  of  the  staff  of  the  institute,  agreed  that 
Dr.  Moss's  salary  should  be  fixed  in  the  appropriation  for  1915,  at  $3,000. 

The  trustees  strongly  urge  the  Legislature  to  return  to  the  form  of 
Appropriation  Bill  existing  for  this  institute  for  the  past  fifteen  years, 
which  makes  the  appropriation  for  maintenance  and  equipment  including 
salaries,  and  thus  permit  the  trustees  to  fix  the  salaries.  If  this  request 
is  granted,  the  trustees  will  fix  Dr.  Moss's  salary  at  $3,000.  If  the  request 
is  not  granted,  and  the  finance  committees  of  the  Legislature  again  intro- 
duce the  list  of  salaries,  it  is  requested  that  the  salary  of  the  internist  be 
fixed  at  $3,000. 

COMmSNT  BY.  DEPARTMENT  OF  EFFICIENCY  AND  ECONOITY. 

This  institution  asked  the  Legislature  of  1914  for  an  appropriation  of 
$65,000.  The  Department  of  Efficiency  and  Economy  required  an  itemized 
accounting  of  the  expenditures  of  the  previous  year,  and  recommended  an 
appropriation  of  $64,876,^  based  upon  the  estimated  amount  actually  neces- 
sary, which  included  the  items:

The  Assembly  reduced  this  amount  to  a  lump  sum  of  $50,000,  a  reduc- 
tion of  $14,876.  The  Senate  restored  the  itemized  form  and  increased  the 
Assembly  allowance  $4,876,  the  bill  as  finally  enacted  allowing  for:

An  analysis  of  these  items  indicates  that  the  amount  of  $10,124  requested 
in  the  Supply  Bill  as  a  "  deficiency  in  general  expenses "  is  somewhat 
excessive.  The  arerage  normal  expense  of  replacement  of  equipment  is 
$3,500  and  the  amount  of  $2,000  appropriated  last  year  will  not  be  more 
than  absolutely  required.  The  deficiency  in  the  other  items  amounts  to 
$8,000. 

It  is  therefor  recommended: 

1.  That  the  four  items  in  the  Appropriation  Bill  of  1914  under  the  title 
*' Expenses"  aggregating  $16,000,  be  reappropriated  in  the  Supply  Bill  in 
a  lump  sum  for  all  the  purposes  described; 

2.  That  a  deficiency  item  of  $8,000  be  also  appropriated  in  the  Supply 
Bill;  and 

3.  That  the  amounts  in  the  Appropriation  Bill  be  itemized  as  stated  in 
the  schedule  preceding  the  explanatory  notes.

'      EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  COMmSSION. 

Notes  in  support  of  the  budget  of  this  department  for  that  part  of  the 
current  fiscal  year  beginning  January  1,  1915,  and  for  the  ensuing  flscal 
year,  will  best  be  understood  in  the  light  of  the  outline  of  this  depart- 
ment's organization  as  submitted  to  you  in  budget  form  No.  9. 

Preliminary  to  notes  under  specific  items  it  may  be  well  to  explain  that 
the  chief  function,  of  course,  of  the  Commission,  and  in  fact  its  reason  for 
existence,  lies  in  its  bureau  of  claims,  the  whole  purpose  of  the  Compensa- 
tion Law  being  the  hearing  and  granting  of  claims  for  compensation. 

Viewed  in  this  light  we  may  be  able  to  say  that  the  department  is  then 
chiefly  a  department  of  claims,  and  that  many  functions  of  other  bureaus 
might  be  well  outlined  under  the  bureau  of  claims.  For  instance,  the 
Commissioners  themselves  expend  most  of  their  energy  in  nuitters  directly 
concerned  with  claims,  in  the  hearing  of  them,  in  the  interpretation  of  the 
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Appropriation  Bill

law,  in  framing  rules,  in  establishing  precedents,  in  visiting  various  cities 
of  the  State  upon  calendars  of  claims  set  with  respect  to  the  convenience 
of  claimants  in  various  localities. 

The  deputy  commissioners  are  in  charge  of  bureaus  established  through- 
out the  State  —  four  in  Greater  New  York,  one  in  Poughkeepsie,  one  in 
Albany,  one  in  Rochester,  one  in  Syracuse  and  one  in  Buffalo.  These 
bureaus  are  mainly  claims  bureaus,  the  deputy  commissioners  themselves 
having  charge  of  special  hearings  referred  to  them  or  taking  a  survey  of 
their  local  Held  directing  the  energies  of  their  officers  and  their  corps  of 
assistants  to  the  expedient  handling  of  claims.  This  explanation  covers 
the  activities  of  the  assistant  deputy  commissioners,  the  interpreters,  the 
hearing   stenographers   and   investigators. 

Likewise  is  the  most  of  the  time  of  the  secretary  employed  in  matters 
pertaining   to    claims;    the   assistant   secretaries   being   assigned    to    the 
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principal  office  at  Albany  and  to  the  principal  branch  office  in  New  York 
city. 

Within  the  Bcope  of  this  class  of  work  also  falls  a  major  portion  of  the 
work  of  the  post  office,  the  stock  room,  the  cashier's  department  and  the 
department  of  the  chief  counsel  and  his  staff;  the  medical  division  exists 
entirely  as  an  adjunct  to  the  bureau  of  claims  proper,  and  has  no  other 
work  not  kindred  to  the  work  of  the  claims  bureau;  the  investigators  of 
claims  are  engaged  entirely  in  work  pertaining  to  the  department  of  claims. 
Nearly  all  visitors  who  personally  come  to  the  department,  and  nearly  all 
callers  who  use  the  telephone  and  telegraph  do  so  with  reference  to  claims. 

It  will,  therefore,  be  seen  that  whereas  the  bureau  of  claims  and  adjust- 
ments would  seem  not  to  constitute  the  major  portion  of  the  department, 
yet  in  fact,  as  explained,  it  will  be  seen  that  it  does  so. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  all  the  functions  herein  described  are  too 
numerous  to  be  put  under  one  head  as,  for  instance,  the  chief  of  the  bureau 
of  claims,  and  for  that  reason  while  their  functions  pertain  to  claima  the 
organization  is  subdivided  into  bureaus  whose  chief  is  held  directly  respon- 
sible to  the  Commission. 

For  instance,  the  bureau  of  statistics  is  one  whose  sole  purpose  is  the 
analysis  of  facts  developed  in  the  making  and  granting  of  claims,  and  yet, 
inasmuch  as  it  deals  with  cases  only  after  the  claims  department  is  done 
with  them,  it  would  be  but  burdensome  to  hold  the  chief  of  the  claims 
responsible  for  the  action  of  the  chief  of  such  bureau;  hence,  the  chief  of 
this  bureau  is  held  directly  responsible  to  the  Commission,  and  is  grouped 
under  the  head  of  "Administration." 

The  Commission,  however,  has  a  function  which  is  quite  divorced  from 
the  hearing  of  claims,  and  that  is  the  State  insurance  fund,  which  is  one 
of  the  four  insurance  carriers  named  in  the  law  itself,  and  which  may 
underwrite  an  employer's  obligation  as  prescribed  by  law.  Yet  even  here, 
where  the  State  insurance  fund  itself  becomes  liable  for  the  pa3rment  of 
an  award,  the  bureau  of  claims  is  the  place  where  the  claim  is  filed  and 
completed. 

Occasion  should  be  here  taken  to  make  another  comment  of  importance, 
and  that  is  pertaining  to  the  expense  ratio  of  the  department,  by  which 
we  mean  the  relation  of  expense  to  premium  income,  or  the  relation  of 
expense  to  the  distribution  of  benefits  under  the  law. 

If  the  former  is  referred  to,  then  New  York  State  has  the  best  expe- 
rience of  any  State  in  the  Union,  because  the  expense  ratio,  as  compared 
with  premium  income,  will  fall  below  4  per  cent. 

Tt  is  yet  impossible  to  determine  the  aggregate  expenditure  of  money 
for  compensation,  but  if  half  the  money  collected  from  the  employers  of 
.  the  State  is  expended  in  payment  of  awards,  then  the  expense  ratio,  accord- 
ing to  this  test,  will  be  below  10  per  cent.  The  first  six  months'  experience 
of  no  State  in  the  Union' has  disclosed  an  expense  ratio,  thus  computed,  as 
low  as  that  of  New  York  State. 

In  conclusion,  let  us  state  that,  against  the  advice  of  many  persons  of 
experience,  this  budget  has  been  made  up  only  for  the  actual  requirements 
of  the  Department.  The  Commission  believes  that  a  straightforward 
statement  of  the  needs  of  the  Department,  supported  by  good  and  whole- 
some reasons,  is  a  better  plan  than  to  make  exorbitant  statements  upon 
the  assumption  that  deductions  will  be  made  as  a  matter  of  form  or 
practice. 

The  Commission  has  up  to  date  maintained  the  Department  within  statu- 
tory appropriations,  and  in  this  respect  has  not  disappointed  the  hopes  of 
the  Legislature.  At  present  we  are  able  to  say  that  every  cent  asked  for 
is  needed,  but  we  also  entertain  the  hope  that  as  organization  is  perfected 
we  shall  be  able  to  make  a  saving;  but,  this  should  be  a  proper  reward 
for  the  Commission's  good  purposes  rather  than  a  reduction  by  the  Legis- 
lature in  anticipation  which  might  prove  to  be  a  penalty.

5  Statutory  offices. 

6  General  Manager  and  Chief  Statistician. 

One  person  is  intrusted  with  the  office  of  general  manager  and  chief  statis- 
tician. The  first  part  of  the  title  was  created  to  secure  the  services  of 
one  who  had  had  experience  in  every  branch  of  the  work  pertaining  to 
workmen's  compensation  insurance,  who  had  been  engaged  in  the  work 
from  the  beginning  in  one  of  the  first  States  to  adopt  such  a  form  of 
insurance,  and  who  had  had  general  charge  of  a  claims  bureau,  an  auditing 
branch,  a  rate-making  branch  of  a  State  whose  experience  up  to  date 
constitutes  the  largest  single  unit  of  business  done  under  the  head  of 
workmen's  compensation  insurance.  The  Commission  cannot  hope  to  secure 
the  services  of  a  good  statistician  for  less  than  five  or  six  thousand 
dollars,  and  in  fact  had  in  mind  the  paying  of  the  last  named  salary.  By 
combining  the  two  functions  the  Commission  was  able  to  obtain  the  services 
of  one  who  is  highly  recommended  and  who  has  justified  his  employment. 
7,  Sy  9    Graded  Employees. 

Graded  employees  are  grouped  under  the  various  divisions  and  usually  have 
been  chosen  with  a  view  to  economy,  and  payments  made  commensurate 
with  the  work  required,  due  regard  being  paid  to  the  fact  that  the  steady 
and  honorable  employment  offered  is  a  consideration  tending  to  keep 
salaries  at  a  reasonable  figure. 

10  A  statutory  position. 

11  Assistant  secretaries  were  chosen  at  the  behest  of  necessity  itself,  and  all  of 

them  have  continuously  worked  overtime,  which  is  the  best  comment  that 
can  be  made  to  justify  the  action  of  the  Commission. 

IS  The  position  of  confidential  investigator  is  justified  because  the  Commission 
needs  one  to  do  what  really  amounts  to  detective  work.  A  large  number 
of  employees,  chosen  mainly  of  people  personally  not  known  to  the  Com- 
mission, require  oversight,  which  can  be  best  intrusted  to  a  good  confiden- 
tial man.  In  addition  to  this,  there  are  numerous  question  arising  affecting 
the  attitude  of  employers  with  respect  to  the  law;  for  instance,  whether 
or  not  coercion  obtains  or  tends  to  obtain  in  a  given  place.  The  Commis- 
sion is  also  intrusted  with  the  filing  of  copies  of  policies  which,  in  the 
aggregate,  approximate  175,000,  all  containing  information  which,  under 
the  terms  of  the  law  itself,  is  confidential  in  its  nature.  Then,  too,  the 
opportunities  for  fraud  and  betrayal  of  the  Department  are  present,  and 
the  Commission  feels  justified  in  forfending  itself  against  irregularities 
and  possible  scandals  by  the  use  of  a  confidential  investigator. 

17  It  was  necessary  to  appoint  a  counsel  to  the  Commission,  for  workmen's  com- 
pensation laws  are  new  in  the  United  States,  and  a  well  developed  system 
of  jurisprudence  does  not  obtain;  moreover,  the  volume  of  business  is  so 
vast  and  the  different  points  of  law  so  numerous  and  complex  that  it  is 
impossible  to  get  along  without  a  well  organized  legal  department.  This 
explanation  covers  also  the  two  assistant  counsel,  and  the  Department 
will  do  well  to  get  along  without  further  additions  to  the  legal  staff.  As 
time  goes  on  and  precedents  are  established,  this  bureau  may  be  diminished. 

19    A  very  obvious  requirement. 

A  statutory  position  except  in  number.  The  Commission  has  appointed 
eleven  such  deputy  commissioners,  assigning  them  as  follows:  Four  to 
Greater  New  York,  one  to  Poughkeepsie,  one  to  Albany,  one  to  Syracuse, 
one  to  Rochester  and  one  to  Buffalo;  and  it  has  two  at  large  who  may  be 
sent  here  or  there  on  special  hearings,  or  who  may  sit  with  one  or  more 
of  the  commissioners  at  hearings  to  supplement  their  work.  There  can  be 
no  doubt  that  in  the  initial  stages  of  the  inauguration  of  a  workmen's 
compensation  law  that  great  advantages  are  to  be  reaped  by  having  repre- 
sentatives here  and  there  throughout  the  State  to  satisfy  local  inquiries 
and  to  represent  the  Commission. 
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23  Aseistant  Deputy  Commissioners  were  needed  to  supplement  the  work  of 
the  Deputy  Commissioners,  and  appropriation  is  asked  for  fifteen.  Before 
January  1,  1915,  but  two  were  assigned  to  work,  and  on  that  day  four 
others  were  assigned  to  work.  These  functions  will  not  be  made  use  of 
unless  the  accumulation  of  work  requires  it. 

28  The  position  herein  is  a  very  responsible  one. 

29  For  a  while  it  will  require  the  services  of  a  number  approximating  twenty 

engaged  in  the  examination  of  claims,  four  of  these  are  called  examiners 
of  claims  and  are  paid  two  thousand  dollars  a  year.  These  four  are  pre- 
sumably the  best  of  the  number  to  whom  may  be  referred  questions  that 
perplex  the  others.  For  that  reason  the  others  are  called  assistant 
examiners  of  claims,  though  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  they  perform 
the  full  function  of  examiners  of  claims. 

87  The  copies  of  policies  on  file  afford  a  splendid  opportunity  for  useful  infor- 

mation. From  them  is  obtainable  the  best  general  mailing  list  of  employers 
that  the  State  has  yet  known,  and  in  order  to  obtain  the  best  posssible 
detailed  information  it  is  necessary  to  assign  each  policy  to  its  proper 
group  under  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Law  and  its  proper  classification 
according  to  the  rate  manual.  In  addition  to  this  it  is  wise  to  apportion 
calculations  of  premiums  to  the  various  insurance  carriers,  because  the 
whole  offers  a  fine  corrective  comment  on  rate  making.  In  fact,  if  in  any 
classification  or  group  through  a  number  of  years  it  may  be  ascertainable 
how  much  in  premiums  is  collected  and,  on  the  other  hand,  how  much  has 
been  disbursed  in  awards  in  such  classifications,  it  is  easy  to  deduce  the 
proper  rates.  It  will  be  necessary,  therefore,  to  have  two  rather  capable 
men  who  are  able  to  codify  policies  ahead  of  the  action  of  the  index  clerks. 

88  Representing  the  chief  index  clerk  and   head  of  the  policy  filing  division. 

Responsible  and  trustworthy  position  owing  to  the  magnitude  of  the  work 
and  the.  confidential  nature  of  matter  which  falls  under  the  provisions  of 
section  105  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  I>aw. 
40  The  chashier  is  custodian  of  the  securities  deposited  by  various  self-insurers 
and  all  the  moneys  deposited  by  carriers,  and  has  charge  of  the  collection 
and  distribution  of  millions  of  dollars. 

47  The  State   insurance  fund   requires  a   highly  capable  man  as  its  manager, 

inasmuch  as  on  the  whole  it  is  much  like  an  insurance  company.  For  this 
position  the  Commission  again  went  out  of  the  State  to  secure  the  services 
of  a  person  who  had  been  successful  in  the  same  line  of  work.  His  services 
could  not  be  had  except  for  the  salary  mentioned. 

48  Embraced  in  the  explanation  under  (47),  except  as  to  the  remark  about  going 

outside  the  State. 

66  In  explanation  of  this  let  it  he  known  that  the  Commission  became  a  sub- 
scriber to  the  merit  rating  board  which  modifies  the  manual  rate  of  a  given 
risk  as  a  reward  or  punishment  for  the  installation,  or  failure  to  install, 
safety  devices.  It  was  deemed  necessary  in  order  to  guarantee  to  the  State 
fund  the  full  value  of  such  services  to  maintain  a  small  inspection  force 
of  it  own  which  naturally  required  a  competent  head.  It  may  be  added  that 
safety  work  being  rather  new  in  the  I'nited  States,  competent  and  experi- 
enced persons  are  by  no  means  easy  to  secure. 

68  The  Commission  maintains  a  rate  making  department  which  requires  technical 
knowledge,  and  in  luldition  tlic  actuary  performs  the  function  of  calculat- 
ing the  present  value  of  contingent  liabilities  incurred  in  the  granting  of 
awards  to  widows  and  children  and  for  total  disability  cases. 

66    TraveUng  Expenses. 

The  main  traveling  of  the  department  is  done  by  the  Commissioners  them- 
selves who  hold  hearings  at  regular  intervals  in  Buffalo,  Rochester,  Syra- 
cuse; at  irregular  intervals  at  other  points  throughout  the  State  such  as 
Binghamton,  Oswego,  Klmira,  etc.,  and  who  hold  regular  hearings  at  the 
principal  oflice  at  Albany  and  continuous  hearings  at  the  principal  branch 
oflice  at  New  York  City.  With  them  must  travel  the  secretarial  contingent, 
the  official  stenographer  and  a  representative  or  two  of  the  cashier's  office 
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to  pay  awards.     In  addition  to  this  there  arc  investigators  of  claims,  pay- 
roll auditors  and  underwriting  clerks,  whose  duties  call  upon  them,  with 
more  or  le-ss  constancy,  to  travel. 
66    OfSce  Expenses  —  Postage  and  Printing. 

This  item  is  probably  too  low  rather  than  too  high.  A  carbon  copy  is  here- 
with submitted  of  an  itemization  of  the  distribution  among  the  various 
departments  of  expenditures  for  p(xsta<,n\  During  the  year  the  department 
will  circularize  the  employers  of  the  .^'tate,  and  sliould  the  expense  be  but 
two  cents  per  piece  of  mail,  it  will  re^iuire  no  less  than  six  thousand  dollars. 

The  only  comment  neoessary  under  the  item  of  printing  is  a  reminder  that 
the  law  itself  re<iiiires  the  dcMjartraent  to  furnisli  blank  forms.

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Commission  is  engaged  in  entirely 
new  work,  and  there  is  no  comparative  data  available  it  is  im- 
possible to  reduce  the  estimate  unless  it  be  arbitrarily  said  that 
the  sum  requested  shall  not  be  granted. 

The  business  of  the  Commission  is  very  much  greater  than  was 
anticipated  w^hen  it  was  organized.  It  is  stated  that  upward  of 
2,000  claims  a  day  are  filed  for  compensation  to  persons  who  have 
been  injured.  Also  that  the  amount  of  business  done  by  the  State 
Insurance  Company  has  been  larger  than  any  liability  insurance 
company  in  the  State,  except  one.  This  means  that  witliin  a  few 
weeks  the  State  (Compensation  Commission  did  work  equal  to 
that  of  the  largest  insurance  company,  and  that  the  demands 
upon  it  have  been  so  continuous  and  enormous  that  a  large  or- 
ganization in  necessary. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  appropriation  requested  be  made 
this  Year.

Museum. 
117    Provides  for  an  increase  of  $300  in  the  salary  of  the  State  Entomologist. 
ISO    Provides  for  an  increase  of  $200  in  the  salary  of  the  archeologist  and  an 

increase  of  $100  in  the  salarv  of  the  zoologist. 

181  Provides  .for  an  assistant  in  paleontology  at  a  salair  of  $1,200.    The  neces- 

sity of  having  this  assistance  in  the  museum  work  has  become  so  urgent 
that  a  temporary  employee  has  been  engaged  for  several  months.  Provision 
must  be  made  in  -some  way  for  a  permanent  employee  in  the  museum  staff 
if  this  important  work  is  to  receive  proper  attention.  The  item  also  pro- 
vides for  an  increase  of  $180  in  the  salary  of  the  stenographer  to  the 
director,  and  for  the  promotion  of  an  assistant  from  $900  to  $1,000  per 
annum. 

182  Provides  for  the  promotion  of  a  stenographer  in  the  museum  from  $720  to 

$900  per  annum.

Museum.  The  director  of  the  museum  has  repeatedly  recommended  this 
increase  in  view  of  that  fact  that  the  present  appropriation  of  $10,000  is 
entirely  inadequate  for  the  necessities  of  the  new  museum  in  its  present 
quarters. 

187  Provides  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  proctors  at  the  various  examinations, 

temporary  examiners  and  clerks  in  the  examinations  division  during  the 
summer  months  and  occasional  temporary  services  of  stenographers  and 
clerks  in  the  various  divisions  of  the  university.  This  amount  will  carry 
the  normal  needs  for  these  purposes  for  one  fiscal  year. 

188  Provides  for  an  increase  of  $5,000  in  the  care  and  cleaning  appropriation. 

The  amount  requested  for  this  purpose  last  year  was  $60,000. 

189  Provides  for  an  increase  of  $10,000  in  the  appropriation  for  postage  and 

transportation.  Our  expenses  for  this  purpose  during  the  last  fiscal  year 
were  slightly  in  excess  of  $25,000.  The  amount  as  requested  is  merely 
sufficient  to  cover  the  normal  growth  of  the  work  in  the  various  divisions. 

180  Provides  for  all  regular  Department  printing  and  anything  less  than  this 

amount  is  entirely  inadequate.  This  item  as  requested  in  last  year's 
budget  is  the  same  as  the  request  which  is  here  made.  The  amount  appro- 
priated  for  printing  during  the  last  fiscal  year  was  $45,000,  $25,000  of 
which  was  available  October  1,  1913,  and  $20,000  in  the  Supply  Bill  of 
1914.  The  regular  item  in  the  Appropriation  Bill  was  vetoed  by  the 
Governor. 

181  Provides  for  an  increase  of  $8,000  over  the  item  for  traveling  in  the  Appro- 

priation Bill  of  last  year.  The  Appropriation  Bill  of  last  year  made 
available  $15,000  for  this  purpose  and  the  Supply  Bill  carried  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  of  $6,000.  The  amount  requested  is  merely  sufficient 
to  meet  the  needs  for  the  regular  work  of  the  department,  including 
inspection  of  schools  and  libraries. 
188  Provides  for  an  increase  of  $8,000  over  the  appropriation  for  office  expenses 
made  in  the  last  Appropriation  Bill.  This  must  cover  not  only  all  routine 
office  expenses  but  also  the  necessary  expenses  in  connection  with  the 
repairs  to  and  maintenance  of  the  education  building.  The  Appropriation 
Bill  of  last  year  made  available  $15,000  and  the  Supply  Bill  carried  an 
additional  appropriation  of  $5,000,  making  a  total  for  the  last  fiscal  year 
of  $20,000.     This  amount,  which  we  ask  for,  is  therefore  only  $3,000  in 
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excess  of  that  available  last  yoar,  and  is  barely  sufficient  to  meet  the 
needs. 

1S4  For  the  payment  of  State  scholarships  $75,000  was  made  available  last  year 
in  the  Appropriation  fiill  and  $75,000  in  the  Supply  Bill,  making  a  total 
of  $150,000.  As  750  additional  students  will  be  granted  scholarships  during 
the  next  fiscal  year,  under  the  provisions  of  the  statute,  the  amount  will 
merely  provide  for  the  paying  of  $100  to  each  holder  of  a  scholarship  for 
the  fiscal  year  beginning  October  1,  1915.  Ihe  number  of  these  scholarships 
and  the  amount  to  be  paid  are  fixed  by  the  statute  referred  to  in  the  item. 

137  Provides  for  an  increase  of  $5,500  in  the  annuities  to  teachers  in  State  insti- 
tutions. Ihe  increase  in  this  item  is  made  necessary  by  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  teachers  to  whom  the  annuities  are  to  be  paid. 

140  The  purpose  of  this  item  is  to  make  available  an  appropriation  whereby 

assistance  may  be  given  to  district  superintendents  in  holding  teachers' 
conferences.  'Ihese  conferences  will  result  in  much  more  satisfactory  work 
on  the  part  of  the  teachers  and  may  be  maintained  for  a  much  less 
appropriation  than  was  formerly  necessary  for  maintaining  teachers' 
institutes. 

141  Provides  for  an  increase  of  $25,000  over  the  appropriation  for  this  purpose 

in  the  last  Appropriation  Bill.  Ihe  item,  however,  is  merely  a  restoration, 
as  the  Appropriation  Bill  has  carried  this  item  at  $125,000  for  some  years. 
The  amount  requested  is  essential  if  the  apportionment  for  the  professional 
training  of  teachers  in  academies,  union  schools  and  cities,  is  to  be  made 
pursuant  to  law. 

142  Provides  for  an  increase  of  $33,000  in  the  fund  for  the  maintenance  of  the 

New  York  State  College  for  Teachers.  This  increase  is  made  necessary  by 
largely  increased  attendance. 

14S-15S  The  following  increases  are  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  various 
State  normal  schools:  Brockport,  $10,000;  Buffalo,  $14,000;  Cortland, 
$2,000;  Fredonia,  $6,000;  Geneseo,  $6,000;  New  Paltz,  $7,000;  Onconta, 
$5,800;  Oswego,  $15,250;  Plattsburg,  $5,500;  Potsdam,  $2,750. 

104  Provides  for  summer  sessions  in  four  of  the  State  normal  schools.  The 
Supply  Bill  of  last  year  made  provision  for  summer  sessions  at  two  of 
the  normal  schools.  There  are  about  25,000  teachers  in  the  State  who  have 
not  had  professional  training.  Many  of  those  who  have  received  profes- 
sional training  would  welcome  the  opportunity  to  return  and  receive  special 
instruction  in  certain  branches  during  the  summer  months.  In  order  to 
make  this  possible  at  least  four  such  sessions  should  be  maintained. 

180  The  appropriation  for  the  support  of  common  schools  shows  an  increase  of 
$250,000  over  the  amount  appropriated  last  year.  This  increase  is  auto- 
matic, and  must  be  provided  in  order  that  the  apportionment  to  the 
schools  may  be  made  as  required  by  statute.  It  includes  supervision, 
district  and  teachers'  quotas,  and  apportionments  to  general  industrial  and 
trade  schools  and  schools  of  agriculture,  mechanic  arts  and  homemaking,  as 
provided  by  articles  18  and  22  of  the  Education  Law. 

10^109  The  apportionment  to  the  individual  schools  on  the  basis  of  academic 
attendance  decreased  because  of  other  demands  upon  this  academic  fund 
until,  at  the  present  time,  such  apportionment  is  approximately  four  mills 
per  day  per  pupil.  Last  year  for  the  first  time  the  academic  approriations 
for  each  specific  purpose  were  separated  and  an  effort  was  made  to  restore 
this  apportionment  to  three  cents  per  day  per  pupil,  which  effort  was 
unsuccessful.  In  order  to  make  such  an  apportionment  specific  and  at  the 
same  time  fair  to  the  small  hij^h  schools  as  well  as  the  large  high  schools 
it  is  urged  that  the  academic  quota  be  made  on  the  following  basis,  instead 
of  $100  for  eadi  academic  department: 

Junior  grade,  quota $200 

Middle  grade,  quota 300 

Senior  grade,  quota 400 

High  school,  quota 500 

Also  that  the  apportionment  for  academic  attendance  be  made  on  the 
ImmIs  of  one  cent  per  day  for  each  academic  pupil  in  attendance. 
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EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  DEPART1SE1XT  —  Concluded 

On  this  basis  the  amounts  which  have  been  included  in  the  budget  for 
this  purpose  are  as  follows: 

Nonresident  tuition $540,  000 

Academic  quotas    350,  000 

Books  and  apparatus 135,  000 

Attendance  of  academic  pupils 220,  000 


The  increases  in  the  apportionment  for  nonresident  tuition  and  for  books 
and  apparatus  are  merely  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  normal  increases  in 
the  estimated  high  school  attendance  and  expenditures,  on  which  such 
apportionment  must  be  made. 

161  This  amount  is  merely  sufficient  to  provide  each  of  the  207  district  superin- 
tendents with  the  maximum  allotment  of  $300  per  year  for  expenses. 

163  This  item  is  made  necessary  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  providing  for  the 
establishment  of  temporary  or  camp  schools.  If  this  statute  is  to  be  made 
effective  it  will  require  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose.  The  amount 
requested  is  a  conservative  estimate  to  provide  for  such  need. 
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168  Unforeseen  and  unanticipated  needs  may  arise  at  any  time,  and  this  con- 
tingent fund  is  requested  to  provide  for  such  demands,  if  they  shall  occur, 
and  thus  aid  our  purpose  to  refrain  altogether  from  asking  for  appropria- 
tions in  the  supply  bills,  even  if  relief  might  be  had  opportunely  in  that 
way. 

165  The  present  appropriation  for  medical  inspection  of  schools  is  merely  suffi- 

cient to  pay  the  salary  of  the  inspector  having  this  work  in  charge.  The 
amount  should  be  sufficient  to  provide  for  all  other  necessary  expenses 
connected  with  this  work.  The  additional  amount  requested,  $2,500,  is  a 
conservative  estimate  of  such  needs. 

166  This  item  is  the  same  in  amount  as  the  appropriation  made  for  the  same 

purpose  in  the  Supply  Bill  of  last  year. 
167-178  The  amounts  requested  for  the  expenses  connected  with  the  various 
professional  examinations  and  boards  of  examiners  are  merely  appropria- 
tions of  fees  which  have  already  been  received  by  this  department  and 
turned  over  to  the  State  Treasurer.  The  purpose  of  the  fees  is  to  provide 
funds  for  the  expenses  of  the  professional  examinations  and  can  be  used 
only  for  this  purpose.

The  Xautical  School  is  now  entering  its  second  year  under  State  jurisdiction 
and  has  made  marked  success  in  its  maintenance  for  the  education  and 
training  of  pupils,  from  the  various  counties  of  this  State  in  the  science 
and  practice  of  navigation,  seamanship,  steam  and  electrical  engineering. 
There  has  been  a  full  complement  of  cadets  aboard  at  all  times  during  the 
past  year  and,  in  addition  to  tliese,  we  now  have  one  hundred  (100) 
others  whose  applications  are  filed,  but  who  can  not  be  accommodated  owing 
to  lack  of  room.  An  effort  is  now  being  made,  which  the  Board  of  Oov- 
ernors  has  everv  reason  to  believe  will  be  crowned  with  success  in  the 
future,  to  obtain  a  larger  vessel  from  the  government,  which  will  accom- 
modate at  least  two  hundred  cadets,  thus  enabling  the  Nautical  School 
to  graduate  about  100  boys  each  year,  the  majority  of  whom  will  enter  our 
merchant  marine  as  deck  and  engineer  officers. 

Acting  under  authority  of  chapter  322,  Laws  of  New  York,  which  gives  the 
Board  of  Governors  power  as  follows:  **  they  shall  appoint  and  remove 
the  superintendent,  who  shall  be  conmiander,  the  instructors  and  neceasary 
employees,  determine  their  number,  duties  and  compensation,  etc.,"  the 
Board  has  approved  and  adopted  the  positions,  salaries,  etc.,  noted  in  the 
Appropriation  Bill,  and  the  Legislature  of  1915  is  hereby  requested  to 
make  provision  for  the  following  minor  changes:

In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  larger  vessel  is  necessary,  and  will  no  doubt  be 
obtained,  the  services  of  an  additional  instructor  will  be  absolutely  es- 
sential. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  "  Band "  on  the  "  Newport/'  the  need  of  a 
capable  bandmaster  has  been  felt,  therefore,  the  Legislature  is  kindly  re- 
quested to  make  provision  for  the  adoption  of  the  two  positions  above 
referred  to,  at  the  salaries  as  noted  in  the  Appropriation  Bill. 

In  conclusion,  the  Legislature  of  1915  is  hereby  respectively  informed  that 
the  foregoing  budget  has  been  adopted  with  a  due  regard  for  economy  and, 
in  view  of  the  fact  of  the  acquisition  of  a  much  larger  vessel  in  the  near 
future,  it  is  kindly  requested  that  the  amount  d.esired,  as  per  Appropriation 
Bill,  be  appropriated  without  making  any  reduction.  Should  the  "  Hart- 
ford **  be  obtained  from  the  Navy  Department,  the  Nautical  School  could 
easilv  accommodate  200  cadets,  that  number  being  at  present  anxious  to 
enrolL  The  Board  of  Governors  feels  assured  that  the  Legislature  cannot 
fail  to  realize  the  importance  of  this  institution  to  the  maritime  interests 
and  also,  taking  into  consideration  the  increased  cost  of  maintenance  in 
connection  with  a  larger  vessel,  will  approve  our  budget  as  submitted.

1  An  increase  in  the  salary  of  the  secretary  is  requested  because  of  largely 

increased  responsibilities,  due  to  the  development  of  the  Commission's  work. 

2  The  surpervising  home  teacher  to  be  appointed  will  probably  receive  a  salary

3f  5»  7r  8y  9r  'o,  II  Increases  of  salary  are  requested  because  of  the  special 
efficiency  displayed  by  these  employees. 

4  Special  work  which  can  only  be  performed  by  an  employee  for  that  purpose 
is  demanded  under  the  circumstances,  and  respectfully  requested.  It  is 
practicable  to  secure  employment  for  the  blind  to  an  extent,  which  well 
repays  special  effort.  It.  however,  required  the  entire  services  of  one  who 
is  familiar  with  the  work  of  the  blind  and  employment  matters  generally. 
This  indicates  to  the  conunission  the  necessity  of  the  employment  of  one 
person  specially. 

6  It  should  be  noted  that  Miss  White  began  work  on  June  1,  1914,  at  $30  per 
month,  which  represented  half  time  service.  She  has  now  resigned,  to  take 
effect  on  November  21st.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Commission  to  appoint 
in  her  place  another  home  teacher  at  full  time  and  at  the  salary  stipulated 
in  our  appropriation,  $720.  This  appointee  in  all  probability  will  be  a  man. 
These  two  employees  will  be  appointed  in  1914  and  a  raise  in  salary  is 
requested  because  of  development  of  Commission's  work  which  involves 
greater  responsibility  and  effort. 
12  An  additional  home  teacher  for  the  blind  is  here  requested  in  order  that  the 
Commission  may  extend  its  work.  This  position  which  will  be  paid  from  the 
appropriation  ''Industries  and  Instruction"  in  1914  has  not  yet  been 
filled  and  an  appointment  is  likely  to  be  made  in  about  a  month. 
18  An  increase  of  $1,000  is  here  requested.  The  Commission  has  been  occupying 
offices  which  it  sublets  at  a  cost  of  $960  a  year.  The  lease  expires  on 
May  1,  1915,  after  which  time  the  regular  rental  of  $1,324  will  be  required. 
The  Commission  also  desires  to  increase  its  publications  during  the  year 
covered  by  this  appropriation,  as  well  as  general  publicity  work.

19  As  all  of  the  Commission's  employees,  with  the  exception  of  the  secretary 
and  two  stenographers,  are  blind  or  partially  sighted  field  workers,  the 
office  work  is  unusually  heavy  and  it  is  thought  best  to  ask  for  this  special 
item  for  extra  help  including  bookkeeping 
The  item  entitled  ''temporary  services,  including  bookkeeping"  has  been 
added  and  we  triist  that  this  may  be  included  in  our  appropriation.  We 
do  not  feel  that  the  amount  of  our  bookkeeping  is  sufficient  to  warrant 
the  expenditure  of  a  bookkeeper  and  yet  there  are  several  accounts  which 
could  be  kept  by  some  accountant  who  would  give  a  few  hours  a  week  to 
the  work  and  who  would  open  and  close  accounts  for  us.  The  accounts 
of  which  I  speak  are  those  which  determine  the  expenditure  of  our  appro- 
priation, accounts  with  a  large  number  of  individual  blind  home  workers 
whose  goods  we  sell,  accounts  of  the  expenditures  of  the  fund  granted  to 
this  Commission  by  the  New  York  State  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  Com- 
mission and  one  other  small  account  of  expense  money  advanced  personally 
by  one  of  our  Commissioners  to  our  blind  field  workers.  You  wul  observe 
in  this  connection  that  this  Commission  has  but  two  stenographers,  one  of 
whom  is  the  chief  clerk,  and  we  are  anxious  to  keep  our  office  force  to  a 
minimum  in  the  interest  of  placing  more  workers  in  the  field  who  can 
ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  blind. 

16  As  the  Commission  frequently  has  goods  made  by  the  blind  in  its  custody,  it 

has  been  thought  best  to  request  a  special  appropriation  for  fire  insurance 
premium.  We  feel  that  it  would  be  justice  to  them  to  protect  their  product 
with  insurance  while  it  is  in  our  care.  It  is  our  understanding  that  in  order 
to   secure  this  insurance  a   special  appropriation   item   must  be  secured. 

17  This  item  will  be  employed  by  the  Commission  for  selling  goods  made  by  the 

blind,  instruction  of  individual  cases,  services  in  instruction  of  the  blind, 
and  industrial  training  at  the  expense  of  the  Commission,  as  well  as 
publicity  and  other  work  in  connection  with  the  prevention  of  blindnese. 
An  increase  is  requested  because  of  the  increased  work  of  the  Commission 
in  all  of  these  lines.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  DIRECTOR. 
General 

The  budget  herewith  submitted  for  enactment  into  law  is  so  worded  as 
to  give  necessary  latitude  in  the  administration  of  scientific  and  technical 
work.  The  budget  is  based  upon  detailed  estimates  included  in  a  classifica- 
tion of  twenty-five  items  of  expenditures  as  follows:  Salaries,  labor,  travel, 
fuel,  gas,  electricity,  water,  postage,  stationery,  telephones,  telegrams, 
freight,  cartage,  express,  printing,  tools  and  machinery,  furniture  and 
fixtures,  school  and  laboratory  supplies,  books  and  periodicals,  live  stock, 
repairs  and  betterments,  feeding  stuffs,  provisions,  fertilizers  and  spraying 
materials,  and  miscellaneous. 

8-6  The  increase  in  the  number  of  students  in  the  College  of  Agriculture  is 
15  to  20  per  cent,  each  year.  Additional  professors,  instructors,  and 
assistants  are  absolutely  necessary  to  take  care  of  the  increasing  number 
of  students. 

7^10  There  are  practically  no  changes  in  these  items  from  the  last  Appropria- 
tion Act.  With  the  large  amount  of  administrative  work,  the  extension 
of  grounds  and  the  extended  care  of  new  buildings,  the  help  here  provided 
for  is  scarcely  more  than  adequate  to  meet  our  absolute  needs. 
16-8JI  Only  one  slight  change  occurs  in  this  list,  namely,  an  increase  of  one 
assistant  professor.  The  extension  work  is  growing  rapidly.  The  Federal 
GoTemment,  through  the  Lever  Extension  Act,  will  put  increasing  amounts 
into  the  State,  which  the  State  must  prepare  to  meet.

89  This  item  for  the  instruction  of  agricultural  students  in  other  colleges  of 
the  university  carries  an  increase  of  $5,000  over  the  amount  requested 
last  year  in  a  lump  sum.  The  increase  is  necessary  to  meet  the  growing 
number  of  students  and  the  increase  in  tuition,  which  goes  into  effect  this 
year. 

80  Heretofore  it  has  required  approximately  $10,000  to  take  care  of  the  heating 
of  all  the  buildings.  The  new  buildings  added  will,  it  is  estimated,  bring 
this  item  up  to  $12,000.

Heretofore  Cornell  University  has  been  furnishing  water  free  of  charge  to 
the  College  of  Agriculture.  The  supply  of  water  for  the  university  proper 
is  no  longer  sufficient.  *  It  is  necessary,  therefore,  to  connect  the  buildings 
of  the  College  of  Agriculture  with  the  city  water  supply,  and  an  item  of 
$1,500  will  be  required  to  pay  the  water  rent.

84  The  contingent  expense  item  is  intended  to  cover  all  those  necessary  expenses 
bound  to  develop  in  a  large  institution  in  connection  with  increased  sala- 
ries of  professors,  instructors,  etc.,  unforeseen  items  of  labor,  repairs,  and 
the  like.  All  promotions  will  have  to  come  from  this  item,  as  none  have 
been  provided  for  under  the  item  for  salaries.

The 
enlargement  of  this  service  is  a  matter  of  public  policy  to  be  determined 
by  the  Legislature  and  not  by  the  Department  of  Efficiency  and  Economy. 

S4    Contiiigent  Expenses. 

The  appropriation  made  by  the  Legislature  of  1914  was  itemized  for 
the  first  time,  and  to  provide  against  errors  of  judgment  in  such  itemiza- 
tion a  contingent  fund  was  provided.  The  collie  has  now  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  establish  an  accounting  system  that  will  furnish  accurate  mfor- 
mation  regarding  the  amounts  necessary  for  all  purposes,  and  there  should 
be  no  need  for  a  large  contingent  fund.  The  enormous  increase  in  appro- 
priations requests,  if  grant^,  should  provide  a  staff  large  enougn  to 
meet  all  emergencies  and  the  expense  items  are  also  large  enough.  It 
is  recommended  that  only  a  small  contingent  fund  be  provided.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

The  board  of  trustees  of  St.  Lawrence  University  desire  to  protest 
against  the  inflexibility  of  the  Appropriation  Rill  as  made  last  year. 
Until  last  year  a  maintenance  sum  of  $35,000  had  been  regularly  appro- 
priated for  several  years.  This  allowed  the  board  of  trust^  to  regulate 
the  number  of  officers,  teachers,  clerks,  assistants  and  other  necessary  per- 
sons, and  io  fix  their  compensation  as  is  provided  by  section  1052  of  the 
Education  Law,  which  the  board  understands  is  still  the  law  governing  the 
institution. 

The  New  York  State  School  of  Agriculture  is  still  in  a  formative  period. 
It  has  not  become  fully  developed,  and  any  regulation  providing  hard  and 
fast  rules  as  to  the  amounts  of  salaries  for  teachers  and  employees  cramps 
its  development.  The  same  may  be  said  as  to  the  operations  carried  on  on 
the  farm.  The  difference  in  the  kind  of  crops  raised  from  one  year  to 
another  makes  a  difference  in  the  amount  of  labor  required  to  be  expended. 
An  acre  of  land  devoted  to  the  cultivation  of  strawberries  or  cabbages 
requires  much  more  labor  than  one  devoted  to  the  raising  of  hay  or  grain. 
Moreover,  the  labor  required  is  not  always  regular.  The  care  of  crops 
requires  considerable  work  in  the  summer,  but  none  in  the  winter.  While 
the  care  of  cattle  and  fowls  is  continuous  for  the  year  around,  all  of  the 
products  of  the  farm  and  garden  are  harvested  and  marketed  during  the 
months  of  July,  August,  and  September,  leaving  no  income  from  those 
sources  for  the  remaining  part  of  the  year.  From  its  thorough  apprecia- 
tion of  the  foregoing  recited  facts,  and  its  experience  in  the  matter  of 
school  management,  this  board  is  thoroughly  convinced  that  an  appropria- 
tion of  a  definite  sum  for  maintenance  without  distribution  or  limitation 
is  much  more  satisfactorily  and  economically  administered  than  an  appro- 
priation like  the  one  of  1914.

Heretofore  the  policy  of  the  State  has 
been  to  place  one-half  of  the  National  Guard  on  duty  each  year  for  periods 
of  a  week  or  ten  days,  and  in  some  instances  two  weeks,  the  length  of 
service  being  regulated  by  scope  of  instruction.  In  addition,  schools  of 
application  are  nec5essary  for  instruction  of  officers.  Last  year,  however, 
restricted  appropriations  rendered  impracticable  the  usual  field  exercises. 
The  strength  of  the  National  Guard,  approximately  14,000  foot  and  2,500 
mounted,  should  be  sent  into  the  field,  expense  of  which  will  require  amount 
called  for. 

SS    CoMt  Defense  Exercises. 

The  policy  of  the  War  Department  is  to  require  instruction  of  coast  artillery 
troops  of  the  State  at  one  of  the  sea  coast  defenses.  The  obligation  of 
New  York  to  the  United  States  in  the  scheme  of  national  defense  calls  for 
co-operation. 

M    Supplies  and  £qiiipment. 

This  item  will  provide  for  the  purchase  of  equipment  and  stores  not  furnished 
by  the  United  States,  and  for  procuring;  facilities  for  the  proper  handling 
and  care  of  all  military  stores  for  which  the  Governor  may  be  responsible. 
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EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  ADJUTANT-GENERAL  —  ConcIiMM. 

25    Militia  CoundL 

This  item  is  small  and  provides  for  pay  and  expense  of  the  council  provided 
for  by  M.  L.  15. 

86  Continge&t  Reserve. 

As  the  caption  implies,  this  item  is  for  legitimate  expense  not  otherwise 
provided  for. 

87  Transport  trains. 

The  recent  organization  of  the  Quartermaster  Corps,  calls  for  equipment  for 
instruction  of  personnel  of  supply  trains,  etc.,  necessitating  the  purchase 
of  four  mules  and  twelve  horses.  The  item  also  covers  forage  and  care  of 
these  animals. 

88  Field  Firing,  Auxiliary  Arms. 

Batteries  of  field  artillery  and  machine  gun  companies  require  practice  with 
service  ammunition.  The  United  States  furnishes  this  ammunition  and 
the  State  is  called  upon  to  defray  expense  of  sending  organizations  to  points 
where  practice  may  be  had. 

88    Exercises  and  Instruction. 

This  item  is  designed  to  cover  expense  of  advance  instruction  for  officers, 
and  for  support  of  a  model  company  for  school  purposes.  The  requirements 
*  of  this  school  affecting  instructors,  administrators  and  inspectors,  as  well 
as  the  personnel  of  the  company,  who  will  be  required  to  devote  part  of 
three  days  per  week,  will  entail  some  little  expense  for  pay  at  about 
33  per  cent,  of  the  regular  allowance. 

80  Inspection  and  Instruction,  U.  S.  A. 

Officers  and  noncommissioned  officers  of  the  regular  establishment  are  detailed 
by  the  War  Department  from  the  several  corps  and  arms  of  the  service 
to  aid  in  the  instruction  of  the  militia.  The  State  is  called  upon  to  defray 
cost  of  travel  within  the  State  of  officers  and  men  and  to  provide  quarters 
and  medical  attendance  for  the  latter.  The  services  of  competent  instructors 
are  provided  without  cost  save  actual  expense  of  the  individual. 

81  Allowances  to  Headquarters. 

This  is  a  statutory  allowance  provided  for  by  M.  *L.  218,  and  is  required  by 
existing  organizations  of  the  National  Guard.  The  funds  thus  allowed  cover 
expense  of  maintaining  the  office  establishment,  including  travel  expense  of 
commanding  officer  and  staff.  Being  an  allowance  provided  by  law  its 
receipt  is  anticipated,  and  hardship  ensues  when  withheld. 

88    Allowances  to  Officers  and  Organixations. 

To  defray  "necessary  military  expense"  M.  L.  216  provides  that  organiza- 
tions shall  receive  an  allowance  of  $8  for  each  enlisted  man  present  at 
each  of  the  five  compulsory  drills  during  the  year.  Funds  are  deposited 
with  treasurer  of  county  within  which  the  organization  is  located,  and 
disbursed  upon  vouchers  approved  by  The  Adjutant-General.  Of  15,425 
enlisted  men  borne  on  returns,  probably  92  per  cent,  will  be  accounted  for. 
Section  215,  M.  L.,  provides  allowance  of  $30,  foot,  and  $50,  mounted, 
for  officers  to  aid  in  procuring  uniform  and  equipment  required  by  regula- 
tions to  be  furnished  by  the  individual  at  a  cost  of  from  $300  to  $600. 
Returns  show  1,055  officers  in  service. 
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S8    Mounted  Drills  and  Parades. 

Horse  hire  is  a  statutory  allowance.  The  maximum,  field  artillery,  $2,500; 
minimum,  signal  company,  $1,000  —  would  permit  hire  of  animals  for 
about  eight  drills  during  the  ^ear,  whereas  about  forty  are  required.  Were 
animals  issued  it  would  provide  forage  for  about  twenty.  Without  assist- 
ance of  the  State  mounted  organizations  have  procured  horses,  and  at  this 
date  probably  own  40  per  cent,  of  complement,  which  in  case  of  need  could 
be  taken  over  by  the  State  at  a  fair  valuation. 

M    PeDaiona. 

This  item  covers  annual  payment  to  pensioners,  being  officers  and  men  injured 
in  line  of  duty.  It  also  provides  for  pay  and  medical  attendance,  including 
expense  of  examination  of  claims  growing  out  of  temporary  disabilily 
contracted  by  members  of  the  National  Guard  actually  on  duty. 

86-48    Official  Salaries  and  Graded  Employees,  Headquarters  Division. 

An  increase  of  $4,380  desired  to  provide  for  a  librarian  and  two  employees 
which  the  major-general  deems  necessary. 

68    Allowance  to  Headquarters. 

Similar  to  like  item  for  the  National  Guard,  a  statutory  allowance  under 
M.  L.  218  for  three  battalions  with  extra  allowances  for  signal  and 
engineers'  divisions. 

88    Allowances  to  Officers  and  Organisations. 

A  statutory  allowance  of  $30  annually  to  officers  to  aid  in  procurinf^  uniforms 
and  equipment.  On  present  strength  will  require  $2,500.  Military  fund 
based  on  attendance  at  drills  at  $8  per  man,  provides  means  to  defray 
military  expense  of  organization  and  will  require  $11,000. 

General  Expense. 

Similar  to  like  item  for  the  National  Guard  allotment  is  made  under 
several  heads,  but  necessity  exists  for  use  of  unexpended  balances  as  herein- 
before explained. 

84    U.  S.  Vessels  and  Launches. 

The  Navy  Department  has  assigned  to  the  State  for  instruction  purposes, 
"  Gloucester,"  "  Wasp,"  "  Hawk  "  and  "  Sandoval,"  converted  yachts  of  786, 
630,  375  and  100  tons  respectively.  The  State  is  required  to  maintain 
skeleton  crews  of  paid  civilians  to  care  for  vessels  when  not  in  use  by 
Naval  Militia  complement.  Cost  of  repairs  and  supplies  for  these  vessels 
are  defrayed  largely  from  Federal  appropriations.  Smaller  vessels,  cutters, 
etc.,  are  maintained  wholly  by  the  State. 

88-88  Officers  on  special  duty,  target  practice,  decorations  and  prizes,  supplies 
and  equipment,  are  similar  to  like  items  explained  under  head  of  National 
Guard. 

88    Exercises  and  Instruction. 

Designed  to  cover  expense  of  such  special  duty  ashore  and  afloat  as  may  be 
authorized  by  the  Governor. 
80    Contingent  Reserve  is  explained  by  the  caption.

17  The  last  several  appropriations  for  maintenance  of  State  prisons  have  pro- 
vided for  a  straight  appropriation  of  a  certain  amount  and  the  authoriza* 
tion  to  use  from  the  capital  fund  $140,000  additional.  This  provision 
with  the  amount  so  authorized  for  the  present  year  will  so  deplete  the 
capital  fund  that  further  amounts  cannot  be  taken  from  th«t  fund  without 
seriously  embarrassing  the  industries  of  the  several  prtsons.  This  pro- 
vision is  therefore  not  continued  In  this  request.  A  ftraight  appropriation 
of  the  full  amount  required  is  asked. 
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EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY   DEPARTMENT  —  Concluded. 

The  average  population  of  the  four  men's  prisons  for  ten  years  previous 
to  last  year  increased  at  the  rate  of  125  a  year.  The  increase  last  year 
over  the  preceding  year  was  192.  Allowing  for  this  increase  for  the 
present  year  and  for  1915-16,  the  average  population  would  be  5,234. 
The  request  for  appropriation  is  based  on  a  population  of  5,200  only. 
For  the  present  year,  on  account  of  the  unprecedented  increase  in  popula* 
tion,  the  increased  prices  of  commodities  and  the  opening  up  of  a  new 
cell  block  at  Great  Meadow  Prison,  a  deficiency  of  $50,000  is  elsewhere 
requested  and  will  be  needed.  This  will  make  the  amount  available  for 
the  present  year  $950,000.  Although,  as  will  be  seen  by  statements,  we 
figure  that  $1,011,000  will  be  required,  the  request  is  made  for  $1,000,000. 
This  amount,  at  least,  will  be  necessary. 

18  This  is  the  same  as  last  year,  chapter  529,  Laws  of  1914,  except  that  it  was 

included  under  Prison  Department  official  salaries.  This  is  misleading, 
as  appropriation  is  to  cover  salaries  of  head  teachers  of  the  four  men  b 
prisons. 

19  This  item  covers  religious  instruction  by  visiting  priests  and  rabbis.      The 

appropriation  for  the  present  fiscal  year  is  $4,000  only.  There  is  a  balance 
of  $935.95  additional  on  hand  and  available.  Last  vear  $4,400  was  appro- 
priated. It  is  desired  to  install  a  regular  Catholic  chaplain  at  Clinton 
prison,  instead  of  the  present  visiting  chaplain.  The  amount  requested 
will  admit  of  this  being  done  and  of  some  other  slight  increases.  This 
appropriation  has  been  carried  heretofore  in  the  Supply  Bill,  but  as  it  is 
a  regular  item  it  should  properly  be  included  in  the  Appropriation  Bill. 

20  This  appropriation  has,  also  been  carried  in  the  Supply  Bill.      The  amount 

was  formerly  $1,200,'  but  last  year  only  $800  was  allowed.  This  is  the 
amount  requested  for  1915-16. 

21  This  is  also  a  regular  Supply  Bill  item.      (See  chapter  791,  Laws  of  1913.) 

No  appropriation  was  made  last  year,  however,  on  account  of  a  considerable 
balance  on  hand.  As  a  regular  item  it  would  appear  to  be  more  properly 
included  in  the  Appropriation  Bill. 

22  This  lias  also  been  a  regular  Supplv  Bill  item.      (See  chapter  547,  Laws  of 

1912.)  On  account  of  the  consfderable  balance  reappropriated  by  chap- 
ter 521,  Laws  of  1914,  no  additional  amount  was  appropriated  last  year. 

23  This  has  been   a  regular   Supply  Bill  item  and  was  included  last  year  in 

chapter  530,  Laws  of  1914.  As  a  regular  item  it  is  believed  it  should 
be  included   in  the  Appropriation  Bill. 

24  Same  as  last  year.      Agent  and  warden  asks  for  $35,000,  but  it  is  hoped 

the  institution  can  be  maintained  for  the  amount  requested. 

25  This  is  a  regular  Supply  Bill  item  and  was  included  last  year  in  chapter  530, 

Laws  of  1914.  As  a  regular  item  this  is  also  deemed  more  properly 
included  in  the  Appropriation  Bill. 

26  The  amount  allowed  for  present  year  is  only  $15,000.     However,  the  institu- 

tion was  opened  up  October  Ist  and  women  are  being  received.  It  is 
estimated  there  are  600  women  in  the  State  who  could  properly  be  com- 
mitted to  this  institution.  While  the  present  facilities  will  not  admit  of 
receiving  this  number,  the  indications  are  that  it  will  soon  be  crowded 
to  the  full  capacity  and  a  deficiency  appropriation  is  requested  elsewhere 
of  $15,000,  making  the  appropriation  for  the  year  $30,000.  It  is  belived 
that  at  least  the  amount  requested  will  be  required  for  1915-16. 

27  This  amount,  requested  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  October  1,   1915,  and 

ending  September  30,  1916,  is  based  on  an  average  daily  population  of  610. 
Unusual  conditions  have  prevented  a  marked  increase  in  population  during 
the  fiscal  vear  1913-14,  just  ended.  These  conditions  were  lack  of  room, 
which  ma^e  it  necessary  for  the  Superintendent  of  State  Prisons  to  in- 
struct the  penal  institutions  to  transfer  to  this  hospital  only  the  more 
acute  cases,  and  an  unprecedented  number  of  deportations  and  repatria- 
tions on  the  part  of  the  Bureau  of  Deportation.  Thirty-three  patients  were 
deported  or  repatriated  by  the  bureau.  This  work  of  the  bureau  has  entirely 
ceased  owing  to  the  conditions  now  prevailing  in  Europe,  and  the  comple- 
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tion  during  the  present  fiscal  year  of  the  new  wing  now  building,  will 
without  question  result  in  the  transfer  of  an  increased  number  of  insane 
convicts  now  being  held  in  the  prisons  because  of  lack  of  room. 

The  amount  available  for  the  present  fiscal  year  including  the  balance 
on  hand  October  1,  1914,  is  $140,561.15.  The  amount  requested  for  1915-16 
($152,500)  will  be  required  for  the  proper  maintenance  of  the  institution, 
if  appropriated  in  a  lump  sum  as  desired.  If  appropriated  by  subdivisions 
as  for  the  present  year,  at  least  10  per  cent,  should  be  added. 
The  amount  requested  ($212,000)  is  the  amount  required  if  appropriated  in 
lump  sum  as  desired.  If  appropriated  by  subdivisions  as  for  the  present 
year  the  amount  required  is  given  by  the  medical  superintendent  as  $218,459. 
It  is  doubtful  if  even  this  amount  will  be  sufficient  as  it  is  estimated  at 
least  10  per  cent,  more  is  necessary  where  appropriated  by  subdivisions. 

The  appropriation  for  the  present  year  totals  $194,800.  Request  is  made 
in  Supply  Bill  for  reappropriation  in  lump  sum  and  a  deficiency  appro- 
priation of  $12,000,  making  $206,800. 

The  fiscal  year  just  closed  showed  an  increased  average  daily  population 
of  23,  which  would  have  been  at  least  20  higher  had  it  not  been  for  the 
transfer  of  30  women  to  other  hospitals  and  the  discharge  of  55  for 
repatriation,  deportation  and  return  to  other  states  through  the  assist- 
ance of  the  State  Bureau  of  Deportation.  The  admissions  were  152,  32 
higher  than  in  1912-13,  whereas  the  discharges  were  185,  113  higher  than 
in  previous  year.  As  the  result  the  population  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  33  less  than  at  the  beginning.  The  admissions  will  increase  largely 
as  the  institution  is  now  compelled  to  receive  all  misdemeanants  from 
the  New  York  County  Workhouse  and  jails,  charged  with  vagrancy  and  simi- 
lar offenses.  The  discharges  will  be  far  less  as  the  repatriations  were  the 
accumulation  of  several  years.  It  is  believed,  therefore,  that  the  averago 
daily  population  will  show  the  usual  increase  this  year  which  would  mean 
that  it  would  be  approximately  905  for  the  fiscal  year  1915-16.  On  account 
of  shortage  of  funds  for  the  last  fiscal  year  the  institution  was  compelled 
to  defer  the  purchase  of  many  items  necessary  for  the  proper  maintenance. 
The  per  capita  cost  for  actual  expenditures  was  as  shown,  $234.08.  If 
sufficient  funds  had  been  available  it  would  have  exceeded  that  amount  by 
several  dollars.  Approximating  the  per  capita  for  1915-16  at  $236.00  only 
and  the  average  population  as  905,  as  above  indicated,  the  cost  of  mainte- 
nance would  be  $213,580.00.  The  amount  requested  is  only  $212,000.00  if 
in  lump  sum.  This  amount  it  is  believed  will  be  necessary  for  the  prop^ir 
maintenance  of  the  institution. 


COMMENT  BT  DEPARTMENT  OF  EFFICIENCY  AND  ECONOMY. 

General  Maintenance  Fund  for  Sing  Sing,  Auburn,  Clinton  and  Great 
Meadow    Prisons. 

The  combined  expenditures  of  these  four  prisons  and  the  Bertillion 
measurement  bureau  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1014,  was  $882,- 
915.86. 

The  estimated  expenditures  for  the  current  year  beginning' October  1, 
1914  and  ending  September  30,  1915  are  $960,000.00.  The  Legislature 
appropriated  in  1914  $760,000  and  aft  authorization  to  draw  $140,000  addi- 
tional from  the  Prison  Capital  Fund,  or  a  total  appropriation  of  $900,000. 
The  Superintendent  of  Prisons  has  requested  a  deficiency  appropriation  of 
$50,000  in  this  year's  supply  bill  to  defray  the  cost  of  naaintenance  for  the 
current  year. 

The  departmental  request  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  October  1,  1915, 
for  the  maintenance  of  these  prisons,  is  $1,000,000. 

The  Department  estimates  the  number  of  prisoners  to  be  provided  for  in 
the  year  beginning  October  1,  1915,  at  5,200,  as  compared  with  5,000  which 
the  Superintendent  estimates  will  be  the  total  number  of  those  confined  the 
current  year. 
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COMMENT  BY  DEPARTMENT  OF  EFFICIENCY  AND  ECONOMY—  Continued 

Theae  estimates  and  the  opening  of  the  new  eell  bleek  at  Oreat  Meadow 
Prkoo  to  its  full  capacity  explains  the  additional  amoiuit  requeated  by  the 
fiuperintendent  of  Prisons. 

An  ezaminataon  of  the  average  population  tor  previous  years  shows  that 
there  were  4,850  prisoners  confined  for  the  year  ending  Si^temher  30,  1914, 
and  4,658  ior  the  year  ending  September  30,  1913. 

An  analysis  of  the  per  capita  expenditures  at  the  various  prisons  dis- 
closes the  fact  that  the  feeding,  clothing  and  proyiding  medical  supplies 
for  each  priaoner  cost  as  follows : 

Coat  of  feeding  each  prisoner  per  day,  11  6/10  eenta  to  13  cents. 

Coat  of  clothing  each  prisoner  per  day,  2  5/10  cents  to  5  cents. 

Cost  of  providing  medical  supplies  for  each. prisoner  per  day,  3/10  cents 
-to  6/10  cents. 

An  analyaifl  of  the  average  population  of  these  prisons  as  shown  above, 
and  the  request  that  appropriation  be  made  for  the  year  1915  for  the  pro- 
vision of  5,200  convicts,  seems  to  be  based  on  cooaervative  lines  and  it  is 
recommended  that  the  sum  of  $1,000,000  be  appropriated  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  these  four  State  prisons.

The  expenditures  for  the  year  ending  Setember  30,  1914,  was  $133,- 
620.78  for  the  maintenance  of  532  inmates. 

The  request  for  the  year  1915  asks  for  a  lump  sum  of  $152,500.  This 
estimate  is  based  on  an  increased  number  of  inmates  to  610,  an  increase 
of  78  over  the  year  ending  September  30,  1914. 

The  new  wing  of  this  hospital  will  be  completed  during  the  present 
year  to  accommodate  this  increase. 

■The  per  capita  cost  for  salaries  of  oflScers  and  wages  of  employees  during 
the  year  ending  September  30,  1914  was  $118.67,  figured  on  an  average 
population  of  532  inmates,  amounted  to  $63,186.62. 

The  estimated  increase  of  78  inmates  will  require  the  service  of  a  few 
additional  employees,  and  provision  for  5  additional  employees  at  an 
average  salary  of  $600,  or  a  total  of  $3,000,  has  been  added  to  the  present 
cost  of  salaries  and  wages  to  care  for  tliis  increased  number  of  inmates. 

The  sum  of  $66,186.52  is  recommended  for  salaries  of  officers  and  wages 
of  employees. 

The  per  capita  cost  for  provisions,  clothing  and  medical  supplies  during 
the  year  ending  September  30,  1914  was  $91.19.  Applying  this  per  capita 
of  $91.19  for  610  inmates  the  amount  required  will  be  $55,625.90  and  it 
is  recommended  that  this  sum  be  appropriated  for  provisions,  clothing  and 
medical  supplies. 

The  per  capita  cost  for  fuel  and  light  during  the  year  ending  September 
30,  1914  was  $18.63.  Applying  this  same  per  capita  for  the  year  1915,  the 
sum  of  $11,364.30  will  be  required  and  it  is  recommended  that  this  amount 
be  appropriated. 

The  per  capita  cost  for  furniture,  furnishinjjs  and  various  other  miscel- 
laneous expenses  during  the  year  ending  September  30,  1914,  was  $22.46, 
and  the  same  per  capita  applied  for  610  inmates,  totals  the  sum  of  $13,- 
800.60,  and  it  is  recommended  that  this  amount  be  appropriated. 
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It  is  strongly  recommended  that  this  request  by  this  liospital  for  a  lump 

sum  appropriation  be  ignored,  as  the  expenditures  should  be  itemized.

The  expenditures  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1914,  were 
$199,577.07  for  the  maintenance  of  853  inmates. 

The  request  for  the  year  1915  asks  for  a  lump  sum  of  $212,000.  This 
estimate  is  based  on  an  increased  number  of  inmates  to  905,  which  is  an 
increase  of  52  over  the  year  ending  September  30,  1914. 

The  per  capita  cost  for  salaries  of  officers  and  wages  of  employees  during 
the  year  ending  September  30,  1914,  was  $118.94,  and  the  expenditures 
were'  $98,405.66  for  an  average  population  of  853. 

The  estimated  increase  of  52  inmates  will  require  the  services  of  a  few 
additional  employees  and  provision  for  4  additional  employees  at  an 
average  salary  of  $600,  or  a  total  of  $2,400,  has*  been  added  to  the  present 
cost  of  salaries  and  wages  to  care  for  this  increased  number  of  inmates. 

The  sum  of  $100,805.66  is,  therefore,  recommended  for  salaries  of  officers 
and  wages  of  employees. 

The  per  capita  cost  for  provisions-,  clothing  and  medical  supplies  during 
the  year  ending  September  30,  1914,  was  $70.28.  Applying  this  per  capita 
of  $70.28  for  905  inmates,  the  amount  required  will  be  $63,606.40,  and  it 
is  recommended  that  this  sum  be  appropriated  for  provisions,  clothing 
and  medical  supplies. 

The  per  capita  cost  for  fuel  and  light  during  the  year  ending  Septem- 
ber 30,  1914,  was  $18.63.  Applying  this  per  capita  for  the  year  1915, 
the  sum  of  $17,502.70  will  be  required,  and  it  is  recommended  that  this 
amount  be  appropriated. 

The  per  capita  cost  for  furniture,  furnishings  and  various  other  miscel- 
laneous expenses  during  the  year  ending  September  30,  1914,  was  $25.52. 
Applying  this  per  capita  for  the  year  1915,  the  sum  of  $23,095.60  will  be 
required,  and  it  is  recommended  that  this  amount  be  appropriated. 

It  is  strongly  recommended  that  the  request  by  this  hospital  for  a  lump 
sum  appropriation  be  ignored,  as  the  expenditures  should  be  itemized.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  SECRETARY 

1  The  State  Commission  of  Prisons  is  composed  of  seven  members  who  receive 

a  per  diem  compensation  of  $10  per  day,  not  to  exceed  $500  per  year.  If 
each  commissioner  should  render  the  maximum  service,  $3,500  would  be 
required  for  compensation,  hence  the  request  for  $3,500,  an  increase  of  $500 
over  the  year  ended  September  30,  1914,  during  which  year  there  was  a 
deficiency  of  $230,  which  amount  has  been  requested  in  the  supply  bill. 

2  This  increase  is  recommended  by  the  commission.

4  This  increase  is  recommended  by  the  commission. 

5  The  State  Commission  of  Prisons  is  charged  with  the  inspection  of  more 

than  500  state  prisons,  reformatories,  penitentiaries,  county  and  city 
jails,  and  town  and  village  lockups.  Much  effective  work  has  been 
done  during  the  past  year,  particularly  in  intproving  conditions  in  the 
minor  prisons,  due  to  the  enactment  of  a  law  by  the  last  Legislature  giving 
the  commission  authority  to  dose  insanitary  and  illegal  jails  and  lockups. 
Ihe  commission  has  but  one  regular  inspector  and  it  is  impossible  to  do 
the  woirk  contemplated  by  law  with  the  present-  office  force.  The  commis- 
sion desires  to  appoint  an  additional  inspector  at  a  salary  of  $1,800. 

6  This  increase  is  recommended  by  the  commission. 

7  Much  routine  work  now  being  done  by  the  chief  clerk,  stenographers  and 

secretary  could  he  done  by  a  junior  clerk,  thus  permitting  the  higher 
salaried  employees  to  cope  with  the  increasing  work  of  the  department.

STATE  PROBATION  COMMISSION 

2-a    Assistant  Secretary. 

The  commission  requests  that  the  salary  of  its  assistant  secretary  be  increased 
from  $1,500  to  $1,800.  The  duties  of  the  position  require  supervision  over 
the  important  statistical  work  of  the  office,  care  of  a  large  part  of  our  cor- 
respondence and  the  conduct  of  tlie  office  during  the  absence  of  the  secre- 
tary, and  also  an  ever-increasing  amount  of  traveling  and  inspection  of  the 
work  of  probation  officers  throughout  the  State.  The  commission  is  re- 
quired by  law  to  exercise  general  supervision  over  work  of  probation 
officers  throughout  the  State;  to  keep  informed  as  to  their  work;  to  inquire 
into  the  conduct  and  efficiency  of  probation  officers;  and  to  secure  the 
effective  application  of  the  probation  system  and  the  enforcement  of  the 
probation  laws  in  all  parts  of  the  State.  This  requires  frequent  visits  to 
the  courts  in  various  parts  of  the  State.  Heretofore,  the  secretary  has  had 
to  do  most  of  this  work.  We  desire  to  use  the  assistant  secretary  increas- 
ingly in  inspection  woric.  The  present  incumbent,  Mr.  John  D.  Lynn,  is  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Rochester  with  a  legal  training.  When  this 
appropriation  shall  become  available  he  will  have  been  employed  by  the 
commission  for  three  years,  without  any  increase  in  salary.  Throus^h  his 
experience  he  has  become  increasingly  valuable  and  able  to  assume  larger 
responsibilities.  We  cannot  expect  to  hold  him  any  longer  at  his  present 
salary.  We  believe  the  Increase  to  $1,800  is  amply  justified  both  bv  his 
excellent  record  of  service  and  by  the  needs  and  responsibilities  of  the 
position. 

2-b    Chief  Clerk  and  Hearing  Stenographer 

Wo  also  request  that  the  salary  of  our  present  chief  clerk  and  hearing  stenog- 
rapher, Mr.  C.  A.  Munger,  be  increased  from  $1,500  to  $1,800.  He  will 
have  been  employed  by  the  commission,  when  this  appropriation  becomes 
available,  for  -eight  years.  He  has  had  only  one  increase  in  salary,  in 
October,  1910,  when  he  was  increased  from  $1,200  to  $1,500.  He  has  been 
unusually  faithful  and  efficient.  In  addition  to  his  duties  as  expert  stenog- 
rapher, in  the  course  of  which  he  reports  the  proceedings  of  all  hearings, 
conference  and  meetings  of  the  Commission,  he  has  charge  of  many  of  the 
important  details  in  the  office,  including  the  financial  accounts.  By  virtue 
of  his  civil  service  standing,  he  has  been  eligible  to  receive  SlIsOO  for 
several  years.  Unless  we  are  able  to  increase  his  salarv  this  rear  we  are 
likely  to  lose  his  8er\'ice8,  which  we  would  extremely  regret. 

3    Statistician 

Only  the  most  urgent  need  induces  the  commission  to  request  this  one  addi- 
tional employee  for  next  year.  The  necessary  statistical  work  which  the 
law  requires  the  commission  to  carry  on  is  increasing  rapidlv  and  has  been 
increasing  each  year.  It  now 'requires  practically  the  full  time  of  our 
assistant  secretary  and  one  of  our  stenographers.  As  above  stated,  we 
desire  to  employ  the  assistant  secretary  for  field  work,  which  necessitates 
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Appropriation  Bill

Ihe  number  of  persons  placed  on  probation  has  increased  from  8,524  in 
191D  to  16,144  in  1913.  Preliminary  reports  show  a  coiisideFably  larger 
rnunber  handled  in  1914,  and  a  further  increase  may  be  expected  in  1915. 
The  number  of  probation  officers  has  also  increased  each  year,  until  at  the 
present  time  there  are  over  500,  all  of  whom  send  in  detailed  monthly 
reports  to  the  commission.  We  are  required  by  law  to  kt^p  informed  as 
to  the  work  of  all  probation  officers  and  to  collect  and  publish  statistical 
and  other  information.  In  order  to  keep  up  with  the  growth  in  the  use 
of  probation  throughout  the  State  and  to  develop  the  work  along  the  sani« 
lines  upon  which  it  has  l)een  carried  on  in  the  past,  this  one  additional 
employee  is  absolutely  necessary.  Inasmuch  as  this  employee  will  he  r.v 
quired  to  assume  responsibility  for,  and  direction  of  all  this  statistical 
work,  we  believe  that  it  is  essential  that  he  should  receive  a  salary  of  at 
least  $1,500. 

4  Stenographer 

There  is  no  change  in  this  item  from  the  amount  appropriated  last  year. 

5  Temporary  Services 

Under  this  item  come  the  following:  (1 )  stenographic  help  from  time  to  time 
for  the  commissioners  and  the  secretary  while  elsewhere  than  in  Albany; 
(2)  occasional  expert  assistance  during  investigations  (3)  extra 
stenographic  and  clerical  help  in  our  office  at  times  when  it  is  necessary 
to  get  out  large  supplies  of  literature  and  do  other  special  work;  (4)  the 
salary  of  a  stenographer  while  our  regular  stenographers  are  having  their 
summer  vacations. 

The  actual  amount  expended  under  this  heading  last  year  was  $156.28. 
By  the  strictest  economy  we  shall  be  able  to  bring  this  down  to  the  $100 
requested  for  next  year.  The  amount  granted  under  this  item  for  the 
past  four  years  in  the  Appropriation  Bill  has  been  $50,  but  each  year, 
until  1914,  a  deficiency  appropriation  of  from  $75  to  $150  in  the  Supply 
Bill  has  been  granted  under  this  heading.  No  request  in  the  Supply  Bill 
is  made  this  year  under  this  head. 

6  TraYeling  Expenses 

Traveling  expenses  are  incurred  by  all  of  our  commissioners,  the  secretary 
the  assistant  secretary  and  the  hearing  stenographer  in  the  regular  course 
of  their  work.  The  commission,  which  consists  of  seven  members  living 
in  different  parts  of  the  State,  and  serving  entirely  without  compensation 
except  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses,  holds  six  regular  meetings 
each  year  and  occasional  special  meetings  in  different  parts  of  the  State. 
The  members  of  the  commission  from  time  to  time  make  inspections  and 
investigations,  confer  with  local  authorities,  and  travel  in  connection  with 
the  conferences  conducted  by  the  commission.  The  secretary  each  year 
travels  from  one-third  to  one-half  of  his  entire  time,  making  inspections. 
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investigations  and  doing  general  extension  work.  The  assistant  secretary 
makes  special  investigations  requiring  traveling.  The  actual  amount 
expended  for  traveling  during  the  last  fiscal  vear  was  $1,887.51;  we  received 
$2,000  for  traveling,  $1,500  in  Appropriation  Bill,  $500  in  Supply  Bill. 
No  Supply  Bill  item  was  received  last  year  and  none  is  asked  this  year. 
Instead,  an  additional  appropriation  of  $500  over  that  granted  in  the 
Appropriation  Bill  last  year  is  asked.  This  will  be  particularly  necessary 
if  the  commission  is  granted  the  statistician  requested  and  the  assistant 
secretary  is  released  U)  do  further  traveling. 

7    Office  Expenses 

The  amount  requested  for  office  expenses  ($3,500)  is  the  exact  amount  of 
the  appropriation  granted  the  commission  for  each  of  the  past  two  fiscal 
years  (1912-13  and  1913-14).  During  each  of  these  years  and  since  1910, 
the  Commission  has  been  given  $3,000  for  office  expenses  in  the  Appro- 
priation Bill,  and  an  item  of  $1,000  for  rent,  heating  and  lighting  for  the 
txoo  years  ending  September  30,  1914,  was  granted  in  the  Supply  Bill  of 
1913.  The  actual  expenditures  for  rent,  heating  and  lighting  of  the  com- 
mission's offices,  15  Washington  avenue,  during  the  past  fiscal  year  was 
$528.30.     This  has  been  a  new  expense  since  February,  1913,  necessitated 
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by  the  impossibility  of  8«curin^  suitable  office  quarters  in  the  Capitol. 
The  actual  expenditures  under  this  heading  last  year  amounted  to  $4,597.65, 
but  this  includes  an  extraordinary  item  of  about  $1,200  for  the  printing 
and  distribution  of  a  manual  for  probation  officers.  With  the  increased  cost 
of  printing  and  with  the  additional  amounts  which  we  anticipate  will  be 
required  for  postage,  the  amount  available  under  this  item  during  two  pre- 
vious years  ($3,500)  cannot  be  decreased  without  serious  damage  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  work  of  the  commission. 

8    Conferences 

Every  year  since  1910  the  commission  has  received  an  appropriation  of  $200 
for  conferences,  except  this  year  (1914)  when  the  item  was  first  combined 
with  that  for  office  expenses  by  the  action  of  the  Assembly  Committee, 
and  later  stricken  out  entirely.  The  commission  holds  each  year  a  State 
Conference  of  Probation  Officers,  a  series  of  from  nine  to  fourteen  con- 
ferences on  probation  in  Kew  York  city,  and  makes  all  the  arrangements 
for  and  assists  in  conducting  the  annual  State  Conference  of  Magistrates. 
Special  expenses  arising  in  connection  with  these  conferences,  not  covered 
by  other  headings,  cause  us  to  request  that  the  former  appropriation  of 
$200  be  continu^  again  this  year.

However  it  is  recommended  that,  inasmuch  as  this  is  properly  an 
administrative  expense,  the  law  be  modified  and  that  specific  appropriations 
be  made  for  this  purpose.  In  such  an  event  the  amount  requested,  $19,86D, 
should  of  course  be  deducted  from  the  total  requested  for  maintenance  of 
the  hospitals.

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EXPLANATOKT  NOTES  BY  STATE  HOSPITAL  COMMISSION 

The  estimatee  for  hospital  maintenance  are  based  on  an  estimated  patient 
population  of  33,387  and  a  per  capita  cost  of  $218,  a  total  for  maintenance 
of  $7,276,739.  From  this  total  has  been  deducted  the  sum  of  $600,000, 
being  the  estimated  amount  of  board  moneys  and  miscellaneous  receipts  of 
the  hospitals  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1916,  and  to  be  turned 
into  the  State  treasury  as  required  by  the  Finance  Law.  In  past  years  it 
has  been  customary  to  reappropriate  these  receipts  to  supplement  the 
appropriations  for  maintenance  and  this  budget  has  been  prepared  on  the 
assumption  that  this  practice  will  be  continued.  The  total  requested  for 
hospital  maintenance,  therefore,  is  $6,676,739.  To  this  should  be  added 
the  $600,000  as  above  explained,  to  give  the  total  estimated  expenditures, 
viz.,  $7,276,739. 

COMMENT  BY  DEPARTMENT  OF  EFFICIENCY  AND   ECONOMY 

The  method  employed  by  the  Hospital  Commission  of  postponing  part 
of  the  estimated  cost  of  maintenance  for  insertion  in  the  Supply  Bill  of 
the  succeeding  year  has  been  the  practice  for  several  years,  and  originated 
in  an  effort  to  reduce  the  apparent  amount  of  total  appropriations.  The 
amount  deducted  represents  the  estimates  of  the  collections  of  "  board 
money "  from  patients  and  relatives  of  patients.  These  collections  are 
paid  into  the  treasury  and  cannot  be  added  to  the  maintenance  fund  of 
the  hospital  except  by  special  act  of  the  Legislature.  In  this  respect  they 
differ  in  no  way  from  any  other  revenues  collected  by  the  State.  The 
deduction  of  the  estimated  amount  of  these  revenues  from  the  mainte- 
nance appropriation  results  in  a  misleading  presentation  of  the  cost  of 
maintaining  these  hospitals,  and  confusion  in  the  preparation  of  Appro- 
priation bills.  The  effect  of  such  a  policy  was  experienced  last  year.  The 
Legislature  of  1914  failed  to  provide  the  deficiency  and  nearly  every 
hospital  was  seriously  embarrassed  during  the  summer  of  1914  by  shortage 
of  funds.  The  recommendations  of  the  Department  of  Efficiency  and 
Economy  in  the  schedules  presented  are  for  the  full  amount  estimated  to 
be  necessary.  If  these  recommendations  are  adopted,  one  of  the  largest 
items  in  the  Supply  Bill  will  be  eliminated  next  year.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  INSTITUTION. 

1    Salaries  aad  Wages. 

This  increase  ie  asked  in  view  of  some  expected  increases  in  salaries  and  also 
for  the  salaries  of  two  matrons,  two  assistant  matrons  and  one  teacher, 
which  will  be  necessary  shonld  we  receive  the  appropriation  for  the  mnch 
needed  cottages. 

9    ProvisionSy  Clothing,  Medical  Supplies. 

While  this  is  a  considerable  advance  over  the  amount  asked  for  last  year 
for  this  appropriation,  we  feel  that  it  is  necessary  owing  to  the  advance 
in  price  of  all  kinds  of  provisions. 

It  is  necessary  to  increase  the  amount  of  clothing  along  some  lines. 
During  the  year  it  will  be  necessary  to  renew  many  of  the  coats  in  ibe 
institution  and  we  feel  that  the  shoe  supply  has  been  inadequate. 

There  has  been  a  demand  for  dentistry  and  treatment  of  the  eyes,  which 
we  have  not  been  able  to  meet,  on  account  of  the  small  amount  allowed 
in  hospital  and  medical. 

5  Fuel  and  Light. 

There  is  a  necessary  increase  for  fuel  and  light. 

4    Farm  and  Garden. 

This  classification  does  not  differ  materially  from  the  amount  asked  for  in 
previous  years. 

6  Furniture  and  Furnishings,  Transportation  and  Miscellaneous. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  renew  some  of  the  old  furniture  in  the  instxtvtion. 
General  supplies,  tran&portation  of  inmates,  ordinary  repairs,  miscellaneoua, 
and  lawns  and  grounds.  Increase  in  this  classification,  while  about  double 
the  amount  recommended  for  1914,  is  quite  necessary,  since  there  will  be 
an  increase  in  all  of  the  several  item  numbers  covered  by  this  classification. 
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CQMMSMT  BY  DEPAKTlfBHT  OF  EFnOEKCT  AND  SCOH OHT. 

The  instittition  was  operated  during  the  last  fiscal  year  under  a  lump  sum 
appropriation  of  $68,000,  grant<*d  by  the  Legislature  of  1913.  The  actual 
expenditures  are  shown  in  the  seventh  column  of  the  schedule  at>ove,  a 
total  of  $63,614.30. 

The  appropriation  in  1914,  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  was  made  in 
eight  items,  based  upon  the  expenditures  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  It 
seems  wise  to  recommend  that  the  items  be  somewhat  changed  this  year, 
BO  as  permit  more  administrative  discretion  in  the  purchases  of  mainte> 
nance  supplies,  but  it  is  earnestly  recommended  that  the  appropriation 
be  itemized  in  a  way  to  restrict  the  amount  available  for  salaries  and 
wages,  and  make  certain  that  the  inmates  receive  proper  food  and  clothing.

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EXPLANATORY  RSMARKS  BY  INSTITUTION. 

1  The  average  population  of  this  institution  for  the  fiscal  year  dofiing  Sep- 
tember 30,  1913,  was  1,477.  The  total  expenditure  fbr  maintenance  was 
$328,849.^5. 

The  average  population  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1914, 
was  1,393,  and  the  total  expenditure  for  maintenance,  $325,630.88. 

While  the  population  of  the  institution  decreases  each  year,  the  cost  of 
maintenance  remains  largely  the  same,  for  the  reason  that  the  fixed  charges 
of  the  maintenance  of  the  plant  do  not  change,  and  with  the  decreased 
population,  it  means  a  few  less  to  provide  food  and  clothing  for. 

There  is  a  gradual  increase  in  the  wages  of  the  institution  by  reason 
of  the  substitution  of  citizens  for  members  who  are  fast  becoming  too 
feeble  to  perform  any  manual  service,  and  it  is  also  a  fact  that  every 
contract  which  has  been  made  for  supplies  for  the  past  year  or  so,  shows 
an  advance  in  the  contract  price  of  practically  all  commodities. 

The  appropriation  of  $300,000  for  maintenance  for  this  institution  for 
the  year  commencing  October  1,  1914,  is  insufficient,  and  while  there  is  a 
balance  in  the  maintenance  account  carried  forward  from  the  past  fiscal 
year  of  $14,404.91,  it  is  expected  that  there  will  still  be  a  ddicit  of  at 
least  $10,000  or  $15,000  in  the  maintenance  of  the  present  year.

The  amount  disbursed  for  salaries  and  wages  during  the  past  year  covers 
a  pay-roll  of  415  persons.  Of  this  number  178  are  citizen  employees  and 
237  are  members  of  the  Home.  The  total  annual  salary  basis  is  $135,690, 
and  if  there  had  been  no  lost  time,  $110,302  of  this  would  have  been  paid 
to  the  178  citizen  employees  and  $25,388  to  members  of  the  home  in  addi- 
tion to  the  maintenance  received  by  them.  From  an  inspection  of  the 
salary  list  it  appears  that  the  15  members  of  the  band  receive  salaries 
totaling  $8,268,  whereas  the  amount  to  be  expended  for  this  purpose  is 
limited  by  law  to  $6,000.

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EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  BEDFORD  REFORMATORY. 

The  appropriation  made  for  maintenance  laat  year  was  $112,500.  We 
asked  for  $140,000.  The  amount  is  altogether  inadequate.  During  the 
past  year  we  have  been  unable  to  make  needed  purchases  for  maintenance 
and  the  whole  line  of  supplies  was  reduced  to  a  point  impossible  to  be 
continued.  It  has  been  impossible  to  purchase  necessary  cloUiing  for  the 
inmates.  This  has  gone  so  far  that  it  would  be  shocking  to  the  Legislature 
to  be  informed  in  detail  of  the  actual  situation.  The  allowance  for  salaries 
has  been  $48,000.  Our  present  payroll  is  about  $57,000  and  a  number  of 
officers  allowed  by  the  Salary  Classification  Commission  are  not  yet  ap- 
pointed. The  increase  of  our  population  by  over  200  during  the  coming 
year  will  greatly  add  to  the  cost  of  maintenance. 

We  are  reducing  the  population  by  rather  drastic  measures  at  the 
present  time;  first,  by  having  persuaded  the  judees  and  magistrates  mak- 
ing commitments  to  the  institutions  to  send  fewer  here,  and  also  by 
increasing  the  number  paroled  beyond  the  point  of  our  best  judgment. 
This  has  been  done  to  do  away  with  the  most  serious  inconvenience  and 
injuries  of  the  overcrowded  condition  of  the  institution  Uiat  has  existed 
during  the  past  year,  so  that  the  population  at  this  date  cannot  be  taken 
as  an  absolute  test  of  the  amount  that  will  be  required. 

Our  food  supplies  have  been  reduced  to  an  absolute  minimum.  We  have 
been  greatly  aided  by  the  large  productions  this  year  from  the  farm  but 
for  the  coming  year  it  will  be  absolutely  necessary  to  greatly  increase  the 
amount  of  food  purchased.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  INSTITUTION 

The  estimated  increase  oyer  the  expenditure  for  the  year  closing  Septem- 
ber 30,  1914,  is  due  (1)  to  estimating  for  a  larger  population,  (2)  to 
increase  in  salaries  and   (3)   to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  buildings. 

1    Salaries  and  Wa^es 

Increased  first  because  of  actual  increase  according  to  schedule  in  individual 
salaries,  and  second  because  of  increase  in  number.  The  increase  in  the 
number  on  the  force  is  for  the  following  reasons:  (1)  To  take  care  of  new 
buildings,  and  increased  population;  (2)  to  train  and  educate  as  large 
a  number  of  girls  as  possible  within  a  given  time;  (3)  to  provide  neces- 
sary relief  and  vacation  supplies;  (4)  to  take  care  of  the  buildings  and 
grounds. 

8    Provisions  and  Clothing 

Are  increased  in  the  proportion  which  will  be  required  for  the  estimated 
increase  of  population. 

S    Fuel  and  Light 

Is  increased  because  there  will  be  an  increase  in  the  number  of  buildings  to 
be  heated. 

4  Farm  and  Garden 

Is  increased  to  allow  for  cultivation  of  more  ground. 

5  Furniture  and  Furnishing,  Repairs,  etc 

Ordinary  repairs  increase  with  the  age  of  the  buildings,  some  of  which  were 
built  twenty-eight  years  ago,  and  the  shop  wonc  increased  with  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  buildings,  requiring  more  material  for  the 
carpenter,  the  engineer,  the  plumber,  the  mason  and  the  painter. 

The  heavy  teaming  incident  to  buildings  makes  repairs  to  roada  impera- 
tive. The  walks  need  relaying  and  there  is  much  work  needed  on  the 
lawns  and  grounds. 

Attention  was  called  last  year  to  the  cost  of  parole  work,  which  is  now 
included  in  the  cost  of  maintenance.  It  was  estimated  then  that  the  cost 
for  the  present  year  would  be  $12,000.  We  estimate  now  that  it  will  be 
$13,000  and  that  for  1915  it  will  be  $15,000.  It  is  manifestly  unfair  to 
include  this  sum  in  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  innuite  population. 

If  the  cost  of  parole  work  were  deducted  the  per  capita  for  the  year 
1913-1914  would  be  reduced  from  $362.58  to  $326.53. 

The  number  on  parole  varies  from  130  to  150  and  it  is  probable  that  the 
number  will  increase.  The  expense  is  for  parole  agents,  a  stenographer, 
traveling  expense  for  parole  agents,  transportation  of  paroled  girls,  sta- 
tionery, board  of  mothers  and  infants.

The  request  of  this  institution  for  1915-1916,  amounting  to  $162,300, 
has  been  reduced  to  $137,000  by  the  Fiscal  Supervisor  without  explanation. 
The  expenditures  for  1913-1914  were  reported  as  $120,692.81  for  an 
average  inmate  census  of  332.87.  The  per  capita  expenditure  was  $362.58 
and  the  average  per  capita  for  the  last  five  years  has  been  $318.93.  Allow- 
ing for  a  per  capita  expenditure  of  $325  and  the  stated  increase  in  the 
census  to  400,  a  total  of  130,000  would  be  sufficient  for  maintenance  for 
1915-1916  and  this  amount  is  recommended.  The  distribution  of  the

The  institution  was  operated  during  the  last  fiscal  year  under  a  lump  sum 
appropriation  of  $214,000,  granted  by  the  Legislature  of  1913.  The  actual 
expenditures  are  shown  in  the  seventh  column  of  the  schedule  aboye,  a 
total   of  $213,403.50. 

The  appropriation  in  1914,  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  was  made  in 
eight  items,  based  upon  tlie  expenditures  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year.

The  average  population  of  inmates  at  this  institution  has  decreased 
during  the  past  three  years,  being  744.83  in  191i2,  735.04  in  1913,  and 
720.58  in  1914.

For  1914-1915  we  asked  for  an  appropriation  of  $50,000,  but  received 
only  $44,500,  which  is  the  same  amount  as  was  appropriated  for  1913-14. 
It  seems  now  yery  doubtful  that  we  will  be  able  to  run  through  this  fiscal 
year  without  an  additional  appropriation.  It  will  be  more  difficult  to 
maintain  the  institution  for  this  amount  than  in  the  last  fiscal  year  on 
account  of  the  advance  in  the  price  of  some  staple  articles  and  also  on 
account  of  the  fact  that  the  appropriation  has  been  divided  and  a  certain 
amount  allotted  for  different  purposes,  as  salaries,  provisions,  etc.  The 
amounts  required  for  these  purposes  must  of  necessity  vary  from  year 
to  year  and  we  are  unable  to  estimate  these  amounts  accurately.  Under 
the  former  system  what  was  saved  on  our  estimate  under  one  division  could 
be  used  under  another  where  more  was  required,  but  under  the  present 
system  it  is  necessary  to  have  an  amount  appropriated  sufficient  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  each  division.  The  statement  given  on  the  accompany- 
ing sheet  for  the  Appropriation  Bill  shows  a  balance  of  $1,455.05  from  last 
years'  appropriation  and  a  balance  of  $633.15  after  having  deducted  the 
outstanding  obligations.  We  have  endeavored  to  carry  over  as  large  a 
balance  as  possible  in  order  that  we  might  use  this  for  those  items  for 
which  an  insufficient  amount  was  appropriated  as  we  were  given  permission 
to  use  this  for  any  item  except  salaries. 

Our  present  allowance  for  salaries  is  just  about  enough  to  cover  our 
present  force  of  employees  without  allowing  any  of  the  increases  granted 
by  the  Salary  Classification  Commission  or  the  new  position  of  gardener  and 
poultryman.  We  will  also  be  unable  to  put  the  "  eight-hour  law "  into 
effect  here  until  more  money  is  allowed.  It  will  require  about  $2,500 
extra  per  year  to  comply  with  this  law. 

The  allowance  for  clothing  should  be  more  than  was  expended  last  year 
on  account  of  the  advance  in  the  price  of  some  articles,  especially  that  of 
shoes.

The  inBtitution  was  operated  during  the  last  fiscal  year  under  a  lump 
sum  appropriation  of  $124,000  granted  by  the  Legislature  of  1913.  The 
actual  expenditures  are  shown  in  the  seventh  column  of  the  schedule  above, 
a  total  of  $121,338.65. 

The  appropriation  in  1914,  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  was  made  in  eight 
items,  based  upon  the  expenditures  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  It  seems 
wise  to  recommend  that  the  items  be  somewhat  changed  this  year,  so  as  to 
permit  more  administrative  discretion  in  the  purchases  of  maintenance  sup- 
plies, but  it  is  earnestly  recommended  that  the  appropriation  be  itemized  m 
a  way  to  restrict  the  amount  available  for  salaries  and  wages,  and  make 
certain  that  the  inmates  receive  proper  food  and  clothing.  The  following 
schedule  of  the  expenditures  for  the  last  fiscal  year,  as  reported  by  the 
Fiscal  Supervisor  of  Charities,  illustrates  the  method:

The  modifications 
of  the  amounts  requested  have  been  made  on  a  basis  of  the  per  capita 
expenditures  for  the  several  items  during  the  past  year  with  proportionate 
amounts  added  to  cover  automatic  increases  in  salaries,  also  the  addition 
of  new  employees  which  will  be  rendered  necessary,  and  expected  increases 
in  the  prices  of  the  necessary  supplies.  The  amount  recommended  is

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EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  INSTITUTIOM 

The  following  requests  should  all  be  granted  as  necessary  for  the  preser- 
vation of  the  buildings,  the  ^^aving  of  labor,  the  humane  and  most  effective 
treatment  of  employees,  the  health  and  sanitary  care  of  inm&tes  and 
employees,  the  preservation  of  tools,  machine  and  implements  and  the 
most  effective  cultivation  of  farm  and  garden  and  the  care  of  anim&ls. 
A  farm  of  thirty-five  acres  with  a  six-acre  garden  and  sixteen  cows  cannot 
be  successfully  cultivated  by  three  men  and  two  horses,  men  and  horses 
frequently  taken  away  on  other  work. 

With  the  machinery  in  common  use  in  hotels  and  restaurants  we  could 
prepare  food  with  one- tenth  of  the  labor  now  required,  save  a  percentage 
of  the  materials  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  investment  and  give  all  hands  a 
greater  and  more  appetizing  variety  of  food. 

%    Proyinons  and  Clothing 

The  actual  expenditure  from  the  maintenance  fund  last  year  for  pro- 
yisionB  was  $8,382.14;  in  addition  to  the  sum  food  to  the  value  of  $1,339 
was  contributed  by  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  throughout  the  State  or  pur- 
chased from  a  fund  contributed  by  the  inmates  to  be  expended  for  the 
common  good,  making  the  actual  cost  of  food  during  the  year  $9,731.14. 
In  view  of  the  great  increase  in  the  cost  of  staple  articles  of  food  the  last 
six  months  and  owing  to  the  dull  times,  tlie  W.  R.  C.  contributions  not 
coming  in  liberally  as  usual  makes  $9,500  a  very  moderate  estimate 
that  will  require  most  careful  economy  to  carry  us  through  the  year  at 
the  present  range  of  pric(>s,  contributions  and  population.  The  population 
is  now  ten  per  cent,  greater  than  October  1st  last  year,  prices  higher 
and  contributions  less.  We  are  obliged  to  clothe  thirty  men  pensioners 
for  whose  maintenance  the  United  States  Government  pays  the  State 
$100  per  annum:  7'herc  are  33  women  non-pensioners,  making  63  people 
we  have  to  clothe;  $7.93  per  capita  will  not  decently  clothe  either  man  or 
woman.  A  wretchedly  made,  ill  fitting  uniform  made  by  the  prisons  cost 
$9.50.  One  properly  made,  such  as  these  men  are  entitled  to,  cost  $14.50. 
I  beg  leave  to  ask  that  this  fund  be  increased  to  $1,000.  An  addition  to 
our  hospital  was  built  last  year  to  accummodatc  the  increasing  number 
of  patients  expected  from  the  rapidly  increasing  infirmities  of  the  inmates, 
whose  average  age  is  73,  many  of  whom  do  not  come  until  they  are  weak 
mentally  and  physically.  Drugs  and  medical  supplies  of  all  kinds  have 
advanced  greatly  in  price. 

S    Fuel  and  Lisht 

We  have  a  two-story  building,  the  addition  to  our  hospital,  to  heat  since 
last  March,  for  which  allowance  should  be  made.  Coal  will  cost  $75  more 
than  last  year  for  the  same  amount.  Nothing  is  allowed  for  contingencies 
likely  to  happen  to  such  a  plant,  therefore  we  should  be  allowed  not  less 
than  $5,600. 

4    Fann  and  Garden 

Owing  to  the  inadequate  maintenance  fund  last  year,  we  were  obliged 
by  the  Fiscal  Supervisor  to  get  along  with  six  (6)  months'  less  labor  on 
the  farm  and  three  montlis  on  the  lawns,  greatly  to  the  detriment  of  the 
crops  and  grounds.  Being  handicapped  by  our  isolated  location  in  a  thinly 
population  district  and  the  low  wages  allowed  we  have  had  dafficulty  in 
securing  respectable  and  competent  people. 

This  institution  has  been  open  for  seventeen  years,  horses  have  lately 
died  of  old  age,  machines,  implements,  fences,  etc.,  wear  out,  become 
decayed  and  must  be  replaced.  We  need  a  pair  of  horses  to  take  the  place 
of  the  pair  that  died  of  old  age,  a  new  sleigh  for  carrying  garbage,  laundry 
and  ice;  a  new  harness  to  replace  one  tied  together  with  clothesline.  One 
mail  and  express  wagon  requires  overhauling;  we  need  a  new  horse,  lawn 
mower,  a  new  mowing  machine,  a  horaerake  and  extensive  repairs  on  the 
line  fences. 
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COMHSNT  BY  DEPASTHENX  OF  EFFICIENCY  AKD  ECONOMY

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explanatory  notes  by  institution 

An  appropriation  of  $210,000  is  requested  for  an  estimate  average  p<^u- 
lation  of  900. 

For  the  fiscal  year  1913-14,  the  average  population  was  563.35.  Dur- 
ing that  year  the  census  advanced  from  419  on  September  30,  1913.  The 
advance  is  largely  due  to  the  operation  of  the  new  law,  section  2184  oi 
the  Penal  Laws  as  amended  by  chapter  607  of  the  Laws  of  1913. 

This  amendment  authorizes  the  commitment  of  misdemeanants  betrween 
the  ages  of  16  and  18  years  to  this  institution  from  all  counties  of  the 
State.  As  this  institution  is  the  only  reformatory  to  which  boys  of  those 
ages  may  be  sent  for  misdemeanors  from  the  different  counties,  the  courts 
have  availed  themselves  largely  ol  the  new  law.  A  year  ago  on  the  closing 
day  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  cetisus  was  419,  and  the  daily  average  for  that 
year  was  400.52.  It  was  then  estimated  that  for  the  year  1914-15  the 
population  would  be  600,  and  we  asked  the  Legislature  to  appropriate 
$160,000  for  the  maintenance  of  the  institution  for  that  year.  The  liegiB- 
lature  in  its  wisdom  appropriated  $150,000.  We  are  just  at  the  beginning 
of  the  fiscal  year  1914r-15,  and  our  population  has  already  reached  725, 
and  we  are  likely  to  have  an  average  of  900  instead  of  the  600  originally 
estimated  as  above.  The  total  amount  available  for  maintenance  for  the 
1914-15  is  as  follows:

In  1902,  with  an  average  population  of  841,  our  total  appropriations  for 
maintenance  was  $177,183.93.  Even  if  our  population  for  1914-15  does 
not  go  above  that  of  1902,  the  greater  cost  of  practically  all  of  our  require- 
ment will  necessitate  a  larger  expenditure  for  maintenance  than  was 
required  in  that  year.  Note  is  made  of  these  facts  at  this  time  not  only 
for  the  information  of  the  Legislature  when  making  appropriations  for 
1915-16,  but  also  that  the  situation  may  be  before  them  in  the  event  of  our 
being  obliged  to  come  to  the  Legislature  with  a  request  for  a  deficiency 
appropriation  for  maintenance  for  the  year  1914-15.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  INSTITUTION. 

These  appropriations  requested  are  based  npon  an  antic^mted  population 
of  313,  and  a  yearly  maintenance  per  capita  of  $500.  The  explanations  for 
the  increases  over  last  year's  appropriations  follow: 

1    Salaries  and  Wages 

The  increase  of  $2,000  over  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  present  fiscal 
year  is  to  cover  mandatory  increases  due  to  time  service,  new  positions, 
increases  in  salaries  now  pending  before  the  Salary  Classification  Conunis- 
sion  and  increases  previously  allowed,  also  additions  to  the  staff.  The 
present  schedule  on  physicians,  nurses,  firenmn,  eoachman,  kitchen 
employees  and  laborers  allows  a  yearly  expenditure  of  $2,540  more  than 
the  amount  actually  paid  for  the  past  fiscal  year.  A  savinff  on  these 
positions  has  not  been  previously  paid  but  should  be  provided  for.  The 
mandatory  increase  of  $24  per  year  on  the  salaries  of  each  of  the  wait- 
resses  and  domestics  will  require  an  increase  of  $432.  Increases  now  pend- 
ing before  the  Salary  Classification  Commission  total  S500. 

A  compliance  with  the  Labor  Law,  which  limits  the  working  day  to 
eight  hours,  would  necessitate  a  very  large  increase  in  the  hospital  staff, 
but  as  the  excess  in  the  average  case  is  not  over  two  or  three  hours,  it 
would  seem  that  a  proportionate  increase  in  wage  would  be  the  better 
solution  of  the  problem.  The  amount  of  $1,063  to  partly  meet  this  criti- 
cism is  suggested. 

Additional  nurses  and  domestics  are  rehired  for  hospital  administration. 
The  addition  of  at  least  one  social  service  nurse  at  $1,200  per  annum  is 
contemplated  and  recommended  by  the  board  of  trustees,  and  six  additional 
domestic  service  workers  at  $240  per  annum. 

Therefore,  $50,000  is  requested  for  salaries  of  officers  and  wages  of 
employees  based  on  part  cost  and  above  recommendation  for  future  progress. 

%    ProTiaions;  Clothing,  Etc. 

The  amount  appropriated  for  the  present  fiscal  year  is  insufficient; 
a  deficit  will  be  avoided  as  a  balance  of  approximately  $17,000  from 
the  appropriation  of  1913  is  available ;  which  sum  is  the  balance  remaining 
from  a  lump-sum  appropriation.  Contract  artides  for  the  year  1914 
average  one-third  of  the  total  cost  of  provisions  purchased  and  total  in 
amomtt  to  $19,725.  The  average  increase  in  price  of  these  eomaiodities 
on  the  present  contracts  over  the  preceding  period  is  15  per  cent.  Based 
upon  these  figures,  an  increase  of  $2,958.75  is  indicated  on  the  amount  of 
contract  items  alone.  A  similar  though  smaller  increase  must  be  consid- 
ered for  noncontract  items,  which  form  the  major  part  of  the  provision 
items. 

The  transfer  of  medical  examinations  for  medical  supplies  to  miscel- 
laneous will  add  to  miscellaneous  the  approximate  increase  asked  for. 
The  increased  cost  of  medical  supplies  will  offset  the  examinations  trans- 
ferred. 

Decreases  in  expenditures  are  anticipated  on  fuel  and  light,  clothing, 
furniture  and  furnishings,  farm  and  garden.

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EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  INSTITUTION 

1  Maintenance  for  the  fiscal  year,  ending  September  30,  1915,  is  estimated  at 
$71,240,  if  new  dormitories  are  not  used  before  end  of  fiscal  year.  If  new 
dormitories  are  opened  when  completed,  say  on  January  1,  1915,  and  280 
additional  inmates  are  admitted,  $71,260  additional  will  be  required.  The 
average  number  of  inmates  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30, 
1914,  was  99.78.  The  average  number  of  inmates  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  September  30,  1916,  will  be  380.  The  increase  ask^  for  is  to  cover 
the  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  280  additional  inmates  who  will  be  admitted 
when  dormitories  A,  B,  C  and  D  are  completed. 

The  present  inmate  population  is  100.  The  per  capita  cost  for  the  year 
ending  September  30,  1914,  is  $580.50.

Assuming  that  during  the  year  1915-1916  the  population  of  inmates  at 
this  institution  will  average  380,  as  estimated,  the  amount  requested  for 
maintenance,  $142,500,  would  mean  a  per  capita  expenditure  of  $375. 
Inasmuch  as  the  per  capita  expenditures  of  similar  institutions  have  ranged 
well  below  $300  during  the  past  year,  it  is  recommended  that  the  main- 
tenance appropriation  for  1915-1916  be  made  on  a  basis  of  $300  per  capita 
for  the  estimated  population  of  380,  which  is  an  increase  of  280  over  the 
present  number  of  inmates.  This  would  require  an  appropriation  of 
$114,000  which  would  be  an  increase  of  $42,760  over  the  1914-1915  appro- 
priation. The  reported  per  capita  of  $580.50  for  1913-1914  is  based  on 
expenditures  of  $57,926.06,  and  an  average  census  of  99.78  inmates.  In 
reality  the  per  capita  cost  should  be  increased  to  $592.30  on  account  of 
outstanding  obligations  of  $1,176.84  on  October  1,  1914.

COMMENT  BY  DEPARTMENT  OF  EFFICIENCY  AND  ECONOMY 

No  change  in  the  total  amount  requested  is  recommended,  although  a 
revision  of  the  following  items  is  made,  namely,  salaries  and  wages, 
$12,000  instead  of  $12,500,  and  farm  and  garden,  $2,000  instead  of 
$1,500.  These  changes  are  recommended  in  view  of  the  expenditures  for 
1913-1914. 

The  institution  was  operated  during  the  last  fiscal  year  under  a  lump- 
sum appropriation  of  $20,000  granted  hy  the  Legislature  of  1913.  Hie 
actual  expenditures  are  shown  in  the  seventh  column  of  the  schedule 
ahove,  a  total  of  $18,516.97. 

The  appropriation  in  1914,  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  was  made  in 
eight  items,  based  upon  the  expenditures  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 
It  seems  wise  to  recommend  that  the  items  be  somewhat  changed  this 
year,  so  as  to  permit  more  administrative  discretion  in  the  purchases  of 
maintenance  supplies,  but  it  is  earnestly  reconunended  that  the  appropria- 
tion be  itemized  in  a  way  to  restrict  the  amount  available  for  salaries 
and  wages,  and  make  certain  that  the  inmates  receive  proper  food  and 
clothing.

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(4)  For  equipment  and  maintenance,  Long  Island  Game  Farm,  $10,000  in 
Supply  Bill,  the  $15,000  appropriation  for  this  farm  last  year  being  inade* 
quate  to  cover  fully  purchase  and  equipment. 

(5)  We  request  the  reappropriation  of  $3,000  appropriated  in  1913  for 
Ulster  County  Game  Farm  (which  proved  abortive),  such  reappropriation 
to  be  available  for  equipment  and  maintenance  of  game  farms  generally. 

22  Expenditures  were   $3,896.80.     These  books  and  forms  are  of  course  abac-

1    Harry  K.  Eckert  has  been  for  three  and  one-half  years  the  Superintendent 

of  the  Niagara  Beservation.     His  value  to  the  Commission  has  steadily 

increased  and  his  present  salary  is  not  an  adequate  return  for  the  hig^ 

grade  of  service  rendered. 
%    Clarence  H.   Atwood,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Niagara  Reservation,  for  three 

and  one-half  years  devotes  his  entire  time  to  the  work,  including  Sundays. 

It  would  be  diflSKsult  to  supply  his  place  at  anything  like  the  present 

compensation. 
8    Foreman's  sala^  same  as  paid  him  last  year,  $1,200.    His  salary  has  been 

$1,300  since  October  1,  1913,  and  the  amount  appropriated  was  $1,080  at 

the  session  of  the  1914  Legislature. 

4  Charles  H.  Blood,  electrical  engineer,  haa  been  here  for  past  three  years 

and  is  entitled  to  this  increase  in  salary. 

5  The  assistant  engineer  is  entitled  to  a  raise  in  salary,  under  the  Civil  Service 

rules.  $75  per  month  is  the  maximum  amount  due  him.  This  man  was 
getting  a  salary  of  $70  per  month  up  to  October  1,  1914.  Through  error 
his  salary  was  placed  at  $62  per  month  last  year.  We  shall  ask  for 
a  deficiency  appropriation. 

6  We  need  an  extra  janitor  for  the  shelter  buildings  at  the  entrance  of  Goat 

Island  at  a  salary  of  $720.  Watchmen  work  for  six  months  for  $60  per 
month;  after  that  they  get  $75  per  month;  the  balance  left  in  that  fund 
will  be  $74  which  we  can  use  up  during  the  busy  time  in  the  aummer, 
with  extra  janitor  service.

a  This  amount  will  certainly  be  the  minimum  amount  to  properly  maintain 
and  patrol  Bear  Mountain  Park  during  the  year  1915-1916.  The  improve- 
ments being  made  out  of  the  original  funds  provided  for  the  establishment 
of  the  park  are  now  bo  far  along  that  the  Commission  thinks  it  is  well

8  In  addition  to  the  property  purchased  from  the  Manhattan  Trap  Bock  Com- 
pany several  years  ago  at  Hook  Mountain,  the  Commission  has  acquired 
through  condemnation  proceedings  and  purchase  over  two  miles  of  shore 
front  and  upland.  These  properties  must  be  patrolled  and  protected  and 
gradually  made  available  for  park  purposes.  The  item  asked  for  is  a  con- 
servative estimate  of  the  cost  of  simply  policing  the  groimds  and  some 
proYision  should  be  made  to  cover  such  expense. 

4  This  amount  the  Commission  requires  for  caretakers  and  a  proper  guarding 

of  the  property  throughout  the  year.  The  property  must  be  kept  in 
an  ordinary  condition  of  maintenance  and  repair  and  the  Commission  has 
done  this  in  the  most  economical  manner  it  possibly  could. 

5  The  Commission  asks  this  item  for  the  further  development  of  the  Blauvelt 

property  and  believes  that  it  is  the  very  smallest  amount  that  will  be 
required  to  make  the  property  available  for  the  great  demand  there  is  on 
behalf  of  the  people,  to  use  it  as  a  summer  park.    The  meager  arrangements 
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EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  ASSISTANT  SECRETARY  —  Continued 

at  this  property  have  this  summer  been  taxed  to  the  utmost  but  with  the 
allowance  of  this  item  the  property,  which  has  already  cost  the  State 
upwards  of  $250,000,  can  be  put  to  practical  use  on  a  larger  and  more 
popular  basis;  otherwise  the  large  sum  already  expended  there  is  a 
wasted  investment. 

6  This  item  is  for  patrolmen,  maintenance,  including  water  supply,  sanitation, 

repairs  to  docks,  etc.,  along  the  twelve  miles  of  shore  front  under  the 
Palisades  proper.  The  Commission  was  not  allowed  any  amount  for  these 
purposes  last  year.  The  State  of  New  Jersey  appropriated  $7,500,  and 
the  rest  of  the  expense  of  this  item  amounting  to  $5,790,  the  Commission 
has  been  obliged  to  take  out  of  its  construction  account,  which  it  should 
not  do.  Furthermore,  it  is  not  fair  to  the  State  of  New  Jersey  to  pay 
this  entire  cost  because  a  very  large  percentage  of  the  people  who  use  this 
section  of  the  park  come  from  New  York.  It  cannot  be  expected  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey  to  continue  any  such  arrangement  and  unless  this 
State  pays  its  proper  proportion  the  people  of  New  York  will  suffer, 
because  the  State  of  New  Jersey  will  not  continue  paying  such  a  large 
proportion  of  this  necessary  cost  of  maintenance. 

7  The  Commission  has  had  a  desperately  hard  legal  struggle  in  acquiring  the 

property  along  the  shore  at  Hook  Mountain  where  quarries  are  at  work, 
and  where  additional  quarrying  might  be  undertaken  to  the  great  dis- 
figurement of  the  west  bank  of  the  river.  As  a  result  of  these  proceedings, 
covering  a  long  period  of  time,  the  Commission  is  able  to  report  that  it 
has  acquired  title  at  Hook  Mountain  during  the  past  year  to  about  two 
miles  of  shore  front  and  upland,  being  known  as  the  Conger  Estate  prop- 
erty, and  has  purchased  the  very  important  quarry  known  as  the  Clinton 
Point  Stone  Company.  All  of  this  property  has  cost  the  Commission 
upwards  of  $1,000,000.  The  Court  expenses  in  connection  with  these  pro- 
ceedings have  been  fixed  by  order  of  Mr.  Justice  Mills,  dated  January  13, 
1914,  and  the  Commission  now  asks  reimbursement  for  this  item  of  expense. 

8  The  Commission  asks  reimbursement  for  $31,000,  for  money  actually  paid 

out  during  the  year  in  the  Forestry  Department.  The  Commission  now 
has  in  this  section  upwards  of  25,000  acres  of  land.  In  order  to  prepare 
this  land  for  park  purposes  considerable  forestry  work  must  be  done.  In 
addition  to  this,  men  must  be  kept  in  this  large  area  to  protect  the  woods 
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from  fires  and  misuse  by  people  who  would  pollute  the  streams  of  water 
and  otherwise  commit  nuisance  in  the  park. 

9  It  now  becomes  imperative  to  do  a  considerable  amount  of  nursery  work  and 
prepare  stock  for  planting  in  the  way  of  trees,  shrubs  and  other  work 
incident  to  the  development  of  such  a  very  large  park  as  is  under  way. 
This  work  was  not  foreseen  when  the  establishment  of  the  park  was 
undertaken,  but  it  now  becomes  of  vital  importance  if  the  park  is  to  be 
used  by  as  many  people  as  ought  to  use  it,  in  view  of  the  many  millions 
of  dollars  which  have  been  invested  in  actually  acquiring  the  land.  There 
is  no  more  important  work  to  be  done  than  this.  A  very  much  larger  sum 
of  money  could  be  spent  to  advantage,  but  the  Commission  feels  that  at 
least  this  sum  should  be  spent  during  the  year  1915-16  in  this  branch  of 
the  work. 

10  The  work  of  this  Commission  has  grown  so  tremendously  in  the  last  year 
that  larger  office  space  became  necessary  and  naturally  the  other  general 
expenses  of  the  Commission  have  likewise  increased.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  SECRETARY. 

LAKE  GEORGE  BATTLEGROUND  PARK. 

Maintenance 

1  The  committee  in  charge  of  the  Lake  George  Battleground  Park  has  this 
year  changed  the  form  of  the  item  heretofore  allorwed  for  the  custodian  of 
the  park  to  an  item  for  "  maintenance/'  There  are  always  small  improve- 
ments to  be  made  to  the  park  in  the  way  of  clearing  up  the  paths  and 
cutting  down  brush  in  the  spring,  and  in  the  matter  of  repairs,  supplies, 
etc.,  for  the  buildings  on  the  premises.  A  general  item  of  $550  dollars, 
including  the  salary  of  the  caretaker  of  $250,  has  therefore  been  inserted 
in  order  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  calling  each  year  for  small  special 
appropriations  for  the  care  of  the  park.  It  is  hoped  that  the  appropriation 
committee  will  countenance  this  change  and  will  allow  this  maintenance 
item  to  stand  as  offered. 

Dock. 

8  Last  year  an  allowance  of  $250  for  a  dock  to  be  used  by  launches  and  motor 
boats  was  approved,  passed  by  the  Legislature  and  signed  by  the  Grovernor. 
On  getting  bids  for  the  dock  this  present  fall,  it  was  found  that  owing  to 
the  exposure  of  the  dock  to  the  shifting  winds  and  waves  of  the  late  fall 
and  early  spring,  and  the  chances  of  its  being  carried  away  by  the  ice  in 
the  annual  break-up,  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  build  heavy  piers  and

a  breakwater,  in  order  to  keep  the  dock  in  place.  The  dock  ia  very  much 
needed  and  the  committee  has  therefore  decided  this  winter  to  go  as  far 
as  the  appropriation  of  $250  will  allow  and  ask  for  an  additional  appro- 
priation for  $550  to  finish  the  dock  another  year,  as  it  must  necessarily 
be  built  upon  the  ice,  and  during  the  winter,  in  order  to  properly  place 
the  piers  and  timbers.  Such  a  dock  as  the  committee  has  in  mind  would 
ordinarily  cost  about  $1,250,  but  it  feels  sure  of  its  ability  to  have  the 
structure  built  within  the  limits  of  the  appropriation  of  last  year  and  the 
one  asked  for  this  year. 

Water  Supply. 

8  The  question  of  supplying  the  park  with  water  will  undoubtedly  be  settled 
before  next  spring.  The  committee  has  $180  available  for  this  purpose, 
which  will  lapse  in  June,  1915.  Owing  to  local  conditions  it  has  been 
almost  impossible  to  get  the  local  water  company  to  put  in  its  pipes  on 
the  park.  It  is  greatly  needed,  in  fact  some  sort  of  a  water  supply  is 
demanded.  The  D.  A,  H.  R.  R.  runs  along  the  edge  of  the  park  and  sparks 
from  its  locomotives  have  on  various  occasions  set  fire  to  the  underbrush, 
thereby  threatening  with  destruction  the  timber  and  buildings  on  the  park. 
A  water  supply  for  drinking  and  fire  purposes  is  absolutely  necessary,  and 
the  committee  therefore  asks  that  $180,  which  would  be  a  yearly  rental 
for  the  water,  as  demanded  by  the  local  company,  be  inserted  in  the 
appropriation  bill.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  SECRETARY. 

John  Boyd  Thacher  Park  is  a  tract  of  land  comprising  about  350  acres, 
given  to  the  State  in  1914.  It  is  located  twenty  miles  west  of  Albany, 
and  embraces  some  of  the  boldest  scenery  of  the  Helderbergs.  The  gilt 
was  accepted  in  a  bill  placing  the  park  in  the  custody  of  the  American 
Scenic  and  Historic  Preservation  Society.  This  bill  became  a  law  too 
late  in  the  session  of  1914  for  the  custodian  society  to  make  an  inteUigent 
application  to  the  Legislature  for  funds  for  the  nuiintenance  of  the  park. 
The  appropriations  herein  asked  for  are  therefore  the  first  for  this 
purpose. 
For  salary  of  superintendent,  $1,000,  is  for  the  general  superintendent  of 
the  park.  The  custodian  society  is  now  paying  him  at  this  rate  out  of 
its  private  funds,  to  carry  the  park  along  m  an  emergency.

The  main  approach  to  the 
park  by  way  of  the  Indian  Ladder  Koad  is  very  steep  and  here  and 
elsewhere  there  is  a  great  need  of  attention. 

7  For  contingent  expenses,  $250,  is  for  miscellaneous  expenses  not  classifiable 
under  the  foregoing  heads.

1.  Ruflh  of  work  at  certain  times  during  the  year  necessitates  temporary  help.

2.  Owing  to  the  crowded  condition  of  the  office  at  the  present  time,  it  is  neces- 

sary to  have  additional  rooms  assigned  to  this  Department  and  this  appro- 
priation will  be  necessary  in  order  to  defray  the  expenses  which  will  be 
incurred  in  making  changes  in  the  office. 

Steel  Dbbks,  Et  Cetera 

3.  High  steel  desks  are  required  for  indices  used  in  the  searching  bureau  of  the 

corporation  department  in  place  of  old  and  worn-out  wooden  ones  now  in 
use.  There  are  fourteen  large  leather-bound  indices  to  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Corporations,  containing  about  300,000  names,  which  are  referred  to  daily. 
Thousand  of  dollars  have  been  spent  during  the  past  three  years  in  preparing 
these  indices,  and  no  duplicates  exist  of  six  of  them;  therefore,  they  should 
be  given  great  care.  As  these  indices  weigh  fro)n  thirty  to  seventy-flve 
pounds  each,  specially  designed  desks  are  required  for  their  reception. 

Filing  cabinets  are  requested  for  the  preservation  of  the  following:  Annual 
reports  of  corporations  of  which  there  are  no  duplicates;  volumes  record 
business  corporations;  volumes  record  railroad  corporations;  volumes  record 
transportation  corporations;  volumes  record  membership  corporations. 

In  addition  to  these,  there  are  accumulating  on  an  average  per  year  125 
original  volumes  and  forty  record  volumes,  and  there  is  no  place  in  the 
office  for  the  preservation  of  the  same,  imless  steel  cases  are  provided. 

This  item  was  approved  by  the  Senate  and  Assembly  in  1913  and  vetoed  by 
the  Governor.  The  same  item  was  requested  in  1&14  but  not  approved  by 
the  Legislature. 

EuECTioN  Laws 

4.  This  appropriation  was  requested  in  the  Supply  Bill  of  1914  and  likewise  for 

1915  instead  of  the  Appropriation  Bill,  so  that  moneys  would  be  available 
to  carry  on  the  work  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year. 
This  expenditure  covers  thousands  of  copies  of  the  Election  Law,  ordered  pur- 
suant to  the  Election  Law,  and  the  wrapping,  boxing  for  express  and  freight 
shipments  direct  to  commissioners  of  elections,  etc.  Supplying  blanks,  books, 
envelopes,  cards,  etc.,  for  elections,  required  by  the  Election  Law.  Copies  of 
leaflet  ''Instructions  to  Voters"  (under  chapter  243,  Laws  of  1914).

COMMENT  BY  DEPARTMENT  OF  EFFICIENCY  AND  ECONOMY 

Tempobabt  Services 

1.  The  sum  of  $1,000  was  requested  and  appropriated  for  temporary  services  for 
the  current  fiscal  year.  In  addition,  the  sum  of  $2,000  was  appropriated  in 
the  Supply  Bill.  It  is  recommended  that  no  appropriation  for  deficiency  be 
made. 

Office  Expenses 

f .  The  sum  of  $7,000  was  appropriated  for  the  current  fiscal  year.  The  expenses 
for  the  fiscal  year  which  ended  September  30,  1914,  were  $6,455.26.  The 
amount  provided  being  more  than  expended  last  year,  it  is  recommended 
that  no  appropriation  be  made. 

Steel  Desks  and  Cabinets 

3.  An  appropriation  for  this  purpose  has  been  requested  for  several  succeeding 
years.  It  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  but  vetoed  by  the  Governor  in  1913, 
and  not  approved  by  the  Legislature  in  1914.

have  been  appropriated  in  the  Supply  Bill  in  the  past  but  the  proper  place 
is  in  the  Appropriation  Bill,  as  these  items  recur  annually  and  do  not 
represent  deficiencies.

Office  Expenses 

5.  The  sum  of  $10,000  is  requested  as  .a  deficiency.     The  Legislature  of   1913 

appropriated  $10,000  for  the  expenses  of  the  current  fiscal  year.  During  the 
year  ended  September  30,  1014,  the  sum  of  $10,035.39  was  disbursed  as 
"Office  Expenses."  Of  this  amount,  $5,535.39  was  for  furniture  and  equip- 
ment and  the  remainder  of  $14,100  covered  all  general  office  expenses.  During 
the  preceding  year,  nearly  $15,000  was  expended  for  furniture  and  equipment. 
It  seems  unnecessary  to  make  appropriations  every  year  for  new  furniture 
and  equipment.  The  sum  of  $5,000  appears  to  be  necessary  and  it  is 
recommended  that  be  the  appropriation. 

Maintenance  of  Automobiles

the  fiscal  year  which  ended  September  30,  1914,  the  sum  of  $11,730.82  was 
expended.    It  is  recommended  that  no  deficiency  appropriation  be  made.

The  appropriations 
for  office  expenses  and  local  examinations  available  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  October  I,  1915,  will  be  practically  exhausted  during  the  first  six 
months  of  the  year,  in  view  of  the  large  examinations  which  were  held  after 
October  1,  1914,  and  the  investigation  of  the  administration  of  the  Civil 
Service  Law  and  Rules  in  the  city  of  New  York,  which  is  now  running. 
These  examinations  and  investigations  also  increase  the  disbursements  for 
temporary  employees  and  traveling  expenses  of  the  officials  of  the  Depart- 
ment. 

The  work  of  the  Department  is  constantly  growing.  With  the  establish- 
ment of  new  Departments  and  the  growth  of  all  Departments,  greater  and 
additional  obligations  devolve  upon  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission. 
There  is  no  other  Department  of  the  State  government  which  is  situated 
like  this  Commission  in  this  respect.  If  the  work  of  the  Department,  as 
well  as  other  Departments,  is  to  be  maintained  and  the  demands  promptly 
met,  the  Commission  must  have  ample  funds  to  carry  on  its  work.  There 
is  no  other  Department  in  the  State  service  whose  employees  are  so  poorly 
paid  as  those  in  this  office.  Because  of  these  low  salaries  other  State 
Departments  are  constantly  negotiating  transfers,  as  they  pay  higher 
salaries.  Since  July  1,  1913,  the  Commission  has  lost  ten  employees  by 
transfer,  the  sole  reason  for  the  same  being  that  the  persons  could  receive 
higher  salaries  in  the  Departments  to  which  transferred.  This  condition  is 
unfair  and  unbusinesslike,  and  it  never  will  be  possible  to  maintain  a 
permanent  staff  of  employees  with  inducements  on  all  sides  for  transfer  at 
increased  compensation.  The  employees  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission should  be  paid  salaries  equal  to  those  for  similar  services  in  other 
Departments,  and  until  this  is  done  the  unrest  which  prevails  will  continue. 
At  the  proper  time  the  Commission  asks  to  be  heard  with  reference  to  the 
various  appropriations  asked  for.

1, 4.  It  is  not  stated  that  there  is  any  actual  deficiency  at  the  present  time,  but 
the  requests  are  made  to  provide  for  deficiencies  "  which  are  sure  to  occur."

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  COMMISSIONER  OF  HEALTH 

1  to  17.  Provide  for  the  retention  of  present  officials  and  employees  of  the 
Department  until  the  dose  of  the  present  fiscal  year. 

Temporaby  Services 

18.  A  larger  appropriation  has  been  granted  the  Department  in  the  past,  but 
with  the  increase  in  the  regular  force  provided  for  it  is  expected  that  the 
Department  will  only  require  temporary  services  during  the  vacation  period. 
The  condition  of  the  work  in  the  Department  will  not  permit  of  vacations 
unless  funds  are  provided  for  additional  employees  to  serve  as  substitutes 
during   the   absence   of   the   regular   employees. 

Rental  op  Offices  in  New  York  City  and  Buffalo 
10.  See  memorandum  item  23,  Regular  Appropriation  Bill. 

Office  Expenses 

20.  With  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  and  necessary  expenses  aggregating  $16,000, 

it  is  essential  that  the  sum  requested  be  allowed  to  meet  the  required 
expenditures  for  balance  of  present  fiscal  year.  Last  year  the  Department 
was  obliged  to  go  to  the  Legislature  for  a  deficiency  appropriation  to  meet 
outstanding  obligations  amounting  to  $4,275.44. 

Postage  and  Transportation 

21.  For    the    present    fiscal    year    there    was    appropriated    $6,000.      During    the 

month  of  October  the  number  of  first  class  mail  shipments  from  the  Depart- 
ment was  9,755,  costing  $197.79;  second  class  22,034.  costing  $397.34. 
November  shipments  were,  first  class  13,190,  costing  $262.32;  second  class 
12,567.  costing  $296.^8.  Total  for  the  two  months,  $1,154.03. 
Since  the  Department  has  been  reorganized  the  correspondence  has  greatly 
increased,  and  the  Department  being  required  to  furnish  local  boards  of 
health  with  supplies,  miscellaneous  shipments  are  large.  The  express  service 
during  the  past  year  cost  nearly  $3,000. 
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Traveling  Expenses 

22.  On   account   of   no   provision   beings   made   in   last    year's   appropriation    bill 

to  meet  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  district  sanitary  supervisors,  public 
health  nurses,  lecturers,  etc.,  sufficient  funds  must  be  provided  in  tha 
Supply  Bill  to  meet  this  deficiency. 

Investigations,  Etc. 

23.  The   Department   has   no   funds   available   for  emergency   investigations   and 

to  continue  the  work  in  connection  with  investigations  of  sanitary  conditions 
of  summer  resorts,  inspection  of  watersheds,  etc.,  carried  on  by  the  Depart- 
ment in  the  past.  To  successfully  carry  out  the  general  provisions  of  the 
Public  Health  Laws,  and  the  Sanitary  Code,  also  necessitates  this  appro- 
priation being  granted. 

Division  of  Laboratobies 

24.  The   present    appropriations    will    not    carry    the    laboratory   at    the    present 

rate  of  expenditure  beyond  the  first  of  February,  although  the  expenditures 
may  be  curtailed  and  the  time  extended  to  some  extent,  yet  at  the  present 
rate  of  development  of  the  work  this  is  extremely  doubtful.  An  appro- 
priation of  $15,000  is  needed  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  laboratory  for  the 
remainder  of  the  year.  The  budget  for  the  present  year  was  made  out  long 
before  it  was  known  that  the  demands  upon  the  laboratory  would  increase 
two,  three  and  four  fold.  In  the  last  four  months  there  has  been  no  let-up 
in  these  demands,  on  the  contrary  an  increase.  The  supplies  have  been 
quickly  exhausted  and  must  be  replenished.  Hence,  the  budget  filed 
with  the  Legislature  last  year  was  totally  inadequate  and  was  further 
curtailed  in  the  appropriations  granted. 

PREVENTION  OF  DISEASES 
Fob  Public  Health  Exhibits,  Etc. 

25.  Without  this  appropriation  the  Department  will  be  imable  to  continue  the 

educational  campaign  so  successfully  earried  on  during  the  past  year  for 
the  prevention  and  suppression  of  disease.  See  memorandum  covering  item 
61,  page  8,  referring  to  regular  appropriations. 

DIVISION    OF   VITAL    STATISTICS 

PUBCHASE    AND    BeNTAX    OV    TABULATING    MACHINE,    EtC. 

26.  This  provides  for  the  necessary  equipment  of  the  statistical  bureau,  and  the 

estimate  submitted  was  prepared  after  a  careful  examination  of  the  various 
systems  of  tabulating  machines  available.  The  most  econonucal  and 
practical  system  has  been  decided  upon. 

Binding  and  Indexing  of  Bbcordb 

27.  This  provision  is  necessary  for  the  proper  preservation  of  the  original  reeorda 

of  births  and  deatim  filed  with  the  Department  for  safe  keeping. 

For  Printing  Blank  Birth,  Death  and  Marriage  Becobdb 

28.  To  provide  for  the  payment  of  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  providing  local 

registration  officials  with  these  records,  as  required  by  law.  Same  pro- 
vision has  been  made  in  Supply  Bill  for  several  years. 
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COMMENTS  BT  DEPARTMENT  OF  EFFICIENCY  AND  ECONOMY 

The  Le^slature  of  1914  appropriated  $286,985.86  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  Health  Department,  during  the  current  fiscal  year.  The  requests  filed 
are   as   follows:      Appropriation   Bill,   $479,790.00;    Supply   Bill,   $65,474.78. 

SsaiviCES 

1  to  18.  It  is  proposed  to  greatly  expand  several  bureaus  in  the  Department  and 
to  appoint  a  number  of  lecturers,  as  well  as  increase  the  educational  work 
of  the  Department.  The  provisions  of  the  Health  Law  are  so  comprehensive 
that  there  is  no  limitation  upon  the  amount  to  which  the  expenditures  oi 
this  Department  could  be  increased  if  the  Legislature  permitted.  It  is 
recommended   that   these   items  be   disapproved. 

Office  Expenses 

19,20.  An  item  of  $1,275  is  requested  for  rental  of  office  quarters  in  New  York 
city  and  Buffalo.  In  the  explanation  made  under  the  Appropriation  Bill 
request,  it  is  stated  that  the  expense  of  the  New  York  city  office  is  now 
paid  from  fund  provided  for  cold  storage  inspection,  and  it  is  desired  to  pre- 
pare a  special  appropriation  for  this  expense. 
The  Legislature  of  1914  appropriated  $10,000  for  office  expenses.  The  request 
in  the  Appropriation  Bill  this  year  is  $16,000.  The  expenditures  during  the 
fiscal  year  which  ended  September  30,  1014,  were  $10,979«68.  To  provide  an 
equal  amount  for  the  current  year  an  appropriation  of  $1,000  should  be 
made    in   the    Supply   Bill. 

Postage  and  Transportation 

21.  This  item  requests  an  appropriation  of  $5,000.    The  Legislature  of  1914  appro- 

priated $6,000  for  the  expenses  for  the  current  year.  The  expenses  of  the 
fiscal  year  which  ended  September  30,  1914,  aggregated  $7,520.45.  Upon  the 
basis  of  the  expenditures  of  last  year  it  appears  therefore  that  there  will 
be  a  deficiency  of  $1,500,  which  amount  is  recommended. 

Traveling  Expenses 

22.  This    item   requests    an   appropriation    of   $10,000   for   traveling   expenses   of 

sanitary  supervisors,  nurses,  "  cold  storage  inspectors  "  and  "  other  subordi- 
nates." The  explanation  by  the  Department  is  that  this  to  include  the  trav- 
eling expenses  of  lecturers  also. 

The  Legislature  of  1914  made  no  appropriation  for  the  expenses  of  "Cold 
Storage  Inspectors,"  for  the  current  fiscal  year.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
fiscal  year  of  1913-1914,  there  was  $39,000  available.  On  the  basis  of 
the  expenditures  of  the  previous  year  which  amounted  to,  approximately, 
$27,000,  it  was  estimated  that  there  would  be  carried  over  for  the  current 
fiscal  year  an  unexpended  balance  of  $10,000.  The  Department  of  Health, 
however,  increased  its  expenditures  to  such  an  extent  that  it  exhausted 
the  entire  available  amount  of  $39,000  during  the  fiscal  year  which  ended 
September  30,  1914,  and  consequently  had  no  appropriation  with  which  to 
begin  the  current  year.  This  is  an  example  of  the  bad  policy  of  permit- 
ting unexpended  balances  to  be  carried  over  to  the  succeeding  year. 

The  actual  traveling  expenses  of  the  cold  storage  inspectors  during  the  fiscal 
year  of  1912-1913  was  $7,959.  It  appears,  therefore,  that  the  sum  of 
$8,000  will  be  adequate  to  supply  the  deficiency  at  present,  and  that  amount 
is  recommended. 
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Intestigations 

23.  This  item  requests  an  appropriation  of  $3,000,  the  explanation  of  which  is 

that  it  is  necessary  to  investigate  sanitary  conditions  of  summer  resorts, 
etc.  The  Legislature  of  1914  appropriated  $60,000  to  pay  the  salaries  of 
twenty  district  sanitary  supervisors.  Inasmuch  as  all  summer  resorts  are 
included  in  the  district  presided  over  by  these  officials,  a  special  appropriation 
would  seem  unnecessary. 

Division  of  Labobatobibs 

24.  The  Legislature  of  1014  appropriated  $41,580  for  salaries  and  expenses  of  the 

departmental  laboratories.  This  was  only  $3,500  less  than  the  amount 
requested.  The  total  amount  of  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  which  ended 
September  30,  1914,  was  $43,733.35.  It  is  recommended  that  this  item  be 
disapproved. 

Pbbvention  of  Disease 

25.  It  cannot  be  contended  that  there  is  any  emergency  requiring  this  appropriation. 

It  is  recommended  that  it  be  disapproved.

KXPLANATORT  NOTES  BY  COMMISSIONER 

1.  Increase  of  $1,000,  necessitated  by  increased  duties  due  to  rapid  growth  of  the 

Department  and  to  compare  with  salary  paid  secretary  in  other  large  depart- 
ments.   This  item  is  to  provide  for  the  increase  from  May  1,  1915. 

2.  Our  auditor  now  receives  $2,000.    Owing  to  the  growth  of  the  Department,  we 

needed  a  man  having  the  experience  and  qualifications  necessary  to  handle 
this  enlarged  work.  When  we  secured  the  present  incumbent  by  transfer,  it 
was  the  understanding  that  his  salary  would  be  placed  at  $2,500  as  soon  as 
the  appropriation  was  available.  This  item  is  to  provide  for  the  increase 
from  May  1,  1915. 

3.  Increase  of  one  employee  at  $3,500,   an   additional   inspector   of  the  twelfth 

grade,  who  shall  have  well  developed  executive  ability,  special  training  and 
other  qualifications  that  would  make  him  eligible  as  director  of  the  division 
of  industrial  hygiene.    This  item  provides  for  entire  salary  from  May  1,  1915. 

4.  To  provide  for  salary  of  supervisor  of  welfare  work  at  $2,500  a  year,  for  five 

months  commencing  May  1,  1915.     See  item  25  in  Appropriation  Bill. 
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5.  To  provide  for  salary  of  an  additional  special  investigator  in  our  Bureau  of 

Industries  and  Immigration  at  $1,500  a  year,  from  May  1,  1915.  See  item 
28  in  Appropriation  Bill. 

6.  Hon.  John  'Williams  resigned  as  Commissioner  of  Labor  May  Iff,   1&13,  and 

the  Governor  appointed  John  Mitchell  to  succeed  him.  The  Attorney-General 
ruled  that  the  appointment  was  invalid  and  that,  as  the  first  deputyship 
was  vacant,  Mr.  Rogers,  then  the  second  deputy  commissioner,  was  the 
acting  commissioner.  This  opinion  was  sustained  by  the  Court  of  Appeals, 
and  Mr.  Rogers  acted  as  Commissioner  of  Labor  in  addition  to  his  duties 
as  second  deputy  commissioner,  with  the  full  powers  and  duties  of  the 
Commissioner  except  that  of  making  appointments,  up  to  the  date  of  the 
appointment  of  Hon.  James  M.  Lynch,  who  took  office  October  23,  1913. 
Mr.  Rogers  received  during  this  period  only  his  regular  salary  as  deputy 
commissioner,  at  the  rate  of  $4,500  per  annum.  This  item  is  for  the  differ- 
ence between  that  salary  and  the  salary  of  the  Commissioner  at  the  rate  of 
$8,000  per  annum,  or  $3,500  per  annum  for  the  five  months  and  six  days 
during  which  Mr.  Rogers  acted  as  Commissioner  of  Labor.  His  duties  were 
especially  increased  by  the  fact  that  many  new  labor  laws  were  in  effect 
and  had  to  be  enforced  with  an  insufficient  force  of  employees. 

7.  To  provide  for  traveling  expenses  of  second  deputy  commissioner  from  April  1 

1915.    See  item  37  in  Appropriation  Bill. 

8.  To  provide  funds  to  permit  continuance  of  rental  of  room  801  at  361  Fourth 

avenue,  Manhattan,  at  $50  a  month,  for  balance  of  fiscal  year  from  July  1, 
1915.  This  room  provided  for  in  full  in  item  39  of  Appropriation  Bill. 
The  three  months'  rent  is  $150,  and  we  have  available  balances  of  $61.02, 
which  makes  it  necessary  to  secure  $88.98,  the  amount  asked  for. 

9.  The  amount  requested  in  Supply  Bill  will  make  the  total  for  1914-15   the 

same  as  requested  for  1913-16  in  Appropriation  Bill,  or  $30,000.  See  item 
40  in  Appropriation  Bill. 

10.  Items  41  and  42  in  Appropriation  Bill  explain  the  necessity  for  this.

.  These  three  will  be  included  in  the  eleven  additional  asked  for  in  item  57  of 
Appropriation  Bill. 

16.  Office  rent,  Employment  Bureau.  After  paying  the  entire  year's  rent,  1914-15, 
for  the  director's  and  three  branch  offices  now  leased,  we  have  an  available 
balance  of  $2,836,  which  wc  figure  will  probably  pay  the  rent  for  three  more 
branch  offices  for  the  balance  of  the  year,  as  we  estimate  each  office  will 
cost  about  $1,000  for  rent.  As  we  originally  planned  for  nine  branch  offices 
and  now  expect  to  open  three  more,  or  twelve  all  told,  this  item  contem- 
plates the  rent  for  six  branch  offices  from  May  1,  1915,  at  $1,000  a  year 
rent.    See  item  62  in  Appropriation  Bill. 

16.  We  asked  for  a  total  of  $7,280  in  last  year's  bills,  but  it  was  all  disallowed 
and  no  provision  made  for  "Office  Expenses"  for  Bureau  of  Employment. 
See  item  65  in  Appropriation  Bill.  Our  "  Office  Expense  "  fund  for  balance 
of  Department  is  not  large  enough  to  take  care  of  Employment  Bureau. 
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17.  Printing,  Employment  Bureau.    Have  only  $500  allowed  in  1914  Supply  Bill; 

$1,600  requested  in  Appropriation  Bill,  1914-15,  disallowed  entirely.  This 
item  of  $1,000,  with  the  $500  available  now,  will  make  the  $1,500  necessary 
for  the  work  fqr  the  year.

I.  Item  1  in  the  Supply  BiU  for  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($500,000),  is 
requested  by  the  CommiBsion  to  pay  the  State's  share  (25  per  cent.)  of  the 
cost  of  elimination  of  additional  grade  crossings  in  accordance  with  the 
Railroad  Law,  which  provides,  by  section  ninety- four,  that  fifty  per  centum 
of  the  expense  of  the  elimination  shall  be  borne  by  the  railroad  corporation, 
twenty-five  per  centum  by  the  municipal  corporation  and  twenty-five  per 
centum  by  the  State.  The  appropriation  is  urgently  needed  if  the  abolition 
of  the  dangerous  points  on  the  city's  streets  is  to  progress.  As  was  pointed 
out  by  the  Commission  in  its  last  annual  report,  notwithstanding  the  greatest 
care  exercised  by  the  railroad  companies  and  the  insistence  by  this  Commis- 
sion upon  the  maintenance  of  proper  protective  devices  at  the  grade  crossings 
the  number  of  fatal  accidents  on  such  crossings  increased  as  compared  with 
previous  years.  The  Commission  cannot  order  any  work  for  the  elimination 
of  a  grade  crossing  until  the  State  appropriates  its  share  of  the  cost.  In  ita 
forthcoming  annual  report  for  the  year  1914,  the  Commission  will  submit 
fuller  statistics  in  regard  to  the  number  of  dangerous  grade  crossings  which 
require  immediate  attention.  Indeed,  the  Commission  had  commenced  pro- 
ceedings for  the  elimination  of  a  number  of  the  most  urgent  grade  crossings 
other  than  those  already  provided  for  by  previous  appropriations  made  by 
the  Legislature  and  as  to  which  the  Commission  has  mude  orders,  but, 
after  taking  considerable  testimony  and  working  out  the  plans  for  the 
elimination  of  those  other  grade  crossings,  the  Commission  was  obliged 
to  discontinue  the  proceedings  for  lack  of  the  necessary  appropriations  by 
the  State.  Last  year  the  (Tommission  requested*  an  appropriation  of  one 
million,  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($1,500,000),  for  the  specific  purpose 
of  applying  that  appropriation  to  the  elimination  of  grade  crossings  on  the 
Atlantic  Avenue  Division  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad.     This  appropriation 
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was  not  made  and  the  Commission  consequently  discontinued  the  proceeding 
for  the  elimination  of  the  Atlantic  Avenue  grade  crossings.  A  reduction  in 
the  amount  requested  by  the  Commission  is  made  this  year  because,  as 
the  railroads  must  in  the  first  instance  pay  for  all  the  elimination  work, 
it  is  not  anticipated  that  the  railroads  affected  will  be  prepared  to  make  tlie 
initial  outlays  in  excess  of  two  million  dollars  worth  of  elimination  which 
can  be  taken  care  of  by  a  State  appropriation  of  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars. 
2.  Item  2  in  the  Supply  Bill  is  requested  as  a  reappropriation.  The  Legislature 
in  the  Supply  Bill  of  1913,  being  chapter  791  of  the  Laws  of  1913,  reappro- 
propriaied  two  hundred-  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($250,000)  as  an  unex- 
pended  balance  of  an  appropriation  made  by  chapter  811  of  the  Laws  of  1911 
for  the  elimination  of  grade  crossings  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Com- 
mission. The  Commission  has  made  determinations  for  the  elimination  of 
grade  crossings  which  pledged  this  entire  amount.  The  work  on  two  of  the 
most  expensive  eliminations  has  been  started;  but  work  on  several  others 
covered  by  this  appropriation  has  been  held  up  owing  to  the  fact  that  re- 
hearings  were  held  as  to  the  manner  of  eliminating  tho  grade  crossings,  in  one 
of  the  instances  the  city  contemplating  certain  improvomenta  which  can  be 
more  economically  made  if  the  city  improvement  work  were  done  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  elimination  work.  However,  the  reappropriation  of  $2.'')0.000  is 
urgently  required  so  that  the  work  commenced  may  proceed  and  the  work 
on  the  grade  crossings  not  yet  started  can  be  begun  as  soon  as  the  city 
improvement  questions  are  determined. 

COMMENTS  BY  DEPARTMENT  OF  EFFICIENCY  AND  ECONOMY 

Elimination  of  Grade  Crosbinqs 

1.  This  provides  for  a  new  appropriation  of  $500,000  for  elimination  of  grade 

crossings.  This  should  be  taken  from  the  Supply  Bill  and  included  in  the 
Special  Bill,  and  a  Special  Bill  drawn  to  provide  an  appropriation  of  what- 
ever amount  may  be  available  out  of  the  revenues  after  the  other  expenses 
of  government   are   provided.

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EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  SECRETARY 

Grade  Crossings 

1.  By  chapter  811,  Laws  of  1911,  there  was  appropriated  $350,000,  and  subsequent 

thereto  the  requests  for  further  appropriations  for  grade  crossing  elimina- 
tions have  been  disallowed.  On  October  21  at  there  were  seventy-five  active 
cases,  and  for  the  completion  of  these  undertakings  the  entire  amount  which 
was  then  available  for  grade  crossing  eliminations  will  be  required.  As  of 
the  same  date  there  were  before  the  Commission  thirty-eight  applications 
for  new  work,  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  which  would  be  chargeable  against 
this  appropriation,  and  the  Commission  cannot  urge  too  strongly  the  neces- 
sity of  being  provided  with  additional  funds,  without  which  none  of  these 
petitioDA  can  be  given  consideration.  From  estimates  available,  it  would 
appear  that  $1,000,000  would  take  care  of  the  State's  portion  of  the  work 
for  which  applications  have  already  been  received. 

Grade  Crossings 

2.  As  stated  above,  the  entire  amount  of  former  appropriations  is  essential  for 

the  completion  of  elimination  work  already  authorized  by  the  Commission. 
It  is,  therefore,  obvicms  that  the  reappropriation  of  unexpended  grade  cross- 
ing balances  is  essential.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  HEALTH  OFFICES 

1.  Upon  plans  and  specifications  furnished  by  the  State  Architect's  office,  pro- 
posals were  publicly  invited  for  the  construction  of  a  concrete  retaining  wall 
by  this  Department.  John  Twiname  was  the  lowest  bidder,  and  the  con- 
tract was  awarded  to  him  with  the  approval  of  the  State  Architect  and  the 
State  Comptroller.  During  the  construction  of  the  wall,  physical  conditions 
were  found  to  exist  which  had  not  been  anticipated  by  the  State  Architect's 
office  in  the  preparation  of  the  plans  and  specifications,  and  in  order  to  over- 
come the  difficulties  thus  created  additional  work  was  necessary.  The 
nature  of  such  work  is  described  in  a  communication  addressed  to  me  by 
the  State  Architect,  under  date  of  October  22,  1914,  as  follows:

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EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  DIRECTOR 

1.  With  the  opening  of  the  new  hospital  of  the  State  Institute  for  the  Study  of 
Malignant  Disease  the  Trustees  found,  for  the  year  1913-14,  that  the 
amount  required  for  conducting  the  activities  of  the  Institute  with  the  added 
expenses  of  the  hospital  was  $65,000  a  year.  The  appropriation  for  the 
year  in  the  Appropriation  Bill  was  $60,000  and  to  meet  that  situation  the 
Legislature  appropriated  in  the  Supply  Bill  of  1914  the  sum  of  $5^94  for 
deficiency,  making  the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  1913,  $65,294.  For 
the  year  1914,  the  Trustees  again  asked  for  the  same  amount,  $65,000,  but 
in  the  cuts  in  all  appropriations  so  generally  made  by  the  Legislature  of 
1914,  there  was  cut  from  the  appropriation  the  sum  of  $10,124.  The  Legis- 
lature, however,  allowed  the  full  fixed  salary  list  of  the  Institute  for  the 
fiscal  year  1914,  cutting  from  the  items  for  Maintenance  and  Equipment, 
$10,124.  The  work  of  the  Institute  is  so  balanced  that  with  the  personnel 
allowed  by  the  Legislature,  it  is  impossible  to  reduce  the  number  of 
patients  in  the  hospital  and  the  expenses  of  the  laboratory  without  render- 
ing the  service  of  the  staff  useless.  The  Trustees  find  no  other  alternative 
then,  than  to  conduct  the  institution  as  heretofore  until  the  reduced  items 
allowed  under  the  heading  of  Maintenance  are  exhausted  and  to  ask  the 
Legislature  to  supply  the  deficiency  by  the  above  item.  In  case  the  Legis- 
lature does  not  allow  the  deficiency  it  will  be  necessary  on  or  about  July  Ist 
to  close  the  hospital,  discharge  all  the  patients  and  a  considerable  portion 
of  the  personnel.  This  would  be  a  result  which  it  is  felt  by  the  Trustees 
the  Legislature  has  not  contemplated  and  would  be  disastrous  for  the 
organization  of  the  Institute  and  its  work. 

Biological  Laboratory  Building 

2.  The  Institute  possesses  besides  its  real  estate  holdings  in  Buffalo,  a  farm  of 

32  acres  located  in  the  suburban  town  of  Springville,  Erie  County.  To  this 
farm  has  been  transferred  all  animals  kept  for  breeding  or  other  purposes. 
The  Institute  has  for  some  years  conducted  researches  Into  cancer  and 
goiter  in  fish.  The  property  at  Springville  is  supplied  with  19  never-failing 
springs,  which  give  a  sufficient  water  supply  for  this  class  of  work  and  will 
give  us  facilities  for  investigation  which  we  have  not  yet  had  and  effect  a 
material  decrease  in  the  cost  of  maintaining  fish  in  a  city  water  supply  at 
meter  rates.  For  this  and  other  important  experimental  work  upon  animals, 
which  cannot  properly  be  done  in  Buffalo  in  such  close  proximity  to  the 
hospital,  the  Trustees  have  approved  and  ask  for  a  biological  laboratory 
building  to  be  erected  at  Springville.  The  State  Architect  has  drawn 
preliminary  plans  for  such  a  building  and  the  amount  asked  for  is  based 
upon  his  estimate  of  the  cost. 
An  appropriation  for  this  building  was  requested  by  the  Trustees  at  the 
last  session  of  the  Legislature.  It  was  allowed  by  the  Assembly  but  was 
cut  in  conference. 

Barn  and  Tool  Shed 

3.  The  Department  of  Agriculture  of  the  State  of  New  York  has  sent  an  expert 

to  Springville,  who  has  examined  the  property  acquired  by  the  Trustees 
and  reports  that  it  is  desirable  to  carry  out  certain  agricultural  undertakings 
on  the  property.  The  Trustees  have  purchased  a  team  of  horses  and  desire 
to  keep  three  or  four  cows.  It  is  planned  to  cultivate  vegetables  on  one  or 
two  acres,  thus   supplying  the  hospital  of   the  Institute   in  Buffalo.     An

adequate  orchard,  planned  by  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture,  haa 
been  planted.  For  the  care  of  the  property  for  the  carrying  out  of  these 
agricultural  activities  a  barn  for  the  accommodation  of  two  horses  and 
three  cow's  and  the  necessary  tool  sheds,  should  be  erected.  The  Department 
of  Agriculture,  in  conjunction  with  the  State  Architect,  estimates  that  for 
this  purpose  $2,800  will  suffice. 
An  appropriation  for  these  buildings  was  requested  by  the  Trustees  at  the 
last  session  of  the  Legislature.  It  was  allowed  by  the  Assembly  but  was  cut 
in  conference. 

4.  The  State  Highway  Department  have  extended  the  brick  pavement  from  the 

village  of  Springville  past  the  north  end  of  the  property,  thus  giving  com- 
munication from  Buffalo  upon  brick  pavement  and  macadam  road  the  entire 
distance.  There  is  a  well-graded,  gravel  surfaced  road  over  part  of  the 
property  which  will  require  extension  and  grading  to  new  buildings  to  be 
erected,  and  the  whole  requires  a  better  surface.  There  is  fencing  to  be 
completed  and  the  construction  of  one  or  two  ponds,  both  for  the  containing 
of  Ash  and  developing  of  water  supplies  for  the  laboratory  and  other 
buildings.  The  work  will  require  a  series  of  concrete  tanks  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  fish  in  the  open.  The  amount  required  for  this  work  is  estimated 
to  be  $3,600. 
An  appropriation  for  this  work  was  asked  for  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature but  was  disallowed. 

5.  This  amount  is  for  balance  due  on  a  portion  of  the  heating  contract  of  the 

Republic  Engineering  and  Constructing  Co.,  payment  of  which  cannot  be 
made  until  certain  adjustments  are  made  by  the  company. 

6.  Of  this  amount  $1,59890  is  also  due  the  Republic  Engineering  and  Constructing 

Company  on  the  same  contract,  payment  not  being  possible  until  the  adjust- 
ments are  made.  Of  the  remainder  of  the  amount  for  which  reappropriation 
is  asked  probably  some  portion  will  be  paid  before  the  adjournment  of  the 
Legislature,  but  at  the  present  time,  November  1st,  the  amounts  to  be 
reappropriated  stand  as  noted.

COMMENT  BY  DEPARTMENT  OF  EFFICIENCY  AND  ECONOMY 

The  following  appropriations  were  made  by  the  Legislatures  of  1913  uid 
1914  for  the  organization  of  this  Commission,  chapter  817,  Laws  of  1913,  for 
serrices  and  expenses  $50,000.  The  same  law  appropriated  $100,000  for  the 
expenses  of  the  establishment  and  administration  of  the  "  State  Insurance 
Fund."  Chapter  170,  Laws  of  1914,  appropriated  $350,000  for  services  and 
expenses,  making  a  total  appropriation  of  $500,000. 

This  Commission  was  organized  in  April,  1914,  but  began  actual  operations, 
as  prescribed  by  the  law  creating  this  Commission,  July  1,  1914. 

Of  the  total  appropriation  of  $500,000  available,  the  expenditures  from  the 
various  funds  for  the  period  beginning  April  Ist,  1914,  and  ending  December 
31,  1914,  were  $387,642.71,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  January  1,  1915, 
of   $112,467.29. 
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The  expenditures  since  January  1,  1915,  were  $25,844.77,  so  that  on  Jan- 
uary 6,  1915,  there  remains  in  the  State  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  this 
Commission,  a  balance  of  $86,612.52. 

This  Commission  has  been  undergoing  a  process  of  organization  and 
many  recent  appointments  have  been  made  of  additional  employees  and  the 
staff  as  at  present  constituted  represents  tlie  complement  claimed  by  the 
Commission  as  necessary  for  the  administration  and  functions  of  the  Com- 
mission. 

The  expenditures  of  the  Commission  for  the  month  of  January  and  for 
part  of  the  month  of  February  will  entirely  exhaust  the  balance  on  hand 
January  6,  1915,  of  $86,612.52  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Legislature 
to  immediately  pass  a  Special  Appropriation  Bill  for  the  purpose  of  defray- 
ing the  expenses  of  the  Commission  for  the  period  from  February  15th  to 
September  30,  1915. 

On  account  of  the  necessity  for  a  special  bill  to  be  passed  before  the  Supply 
Bill  no  appropriation  is  included  in  the  recommendations  for  the  Supply 
Bill.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY 

1.  No  appropriation  for  temporary  services  was  made  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning 

October  1,  1914.  The  amount  requested  is  the  seme  as  the  amount  which  was 
available  for  the  last  fiscal  year  and  should  be  made  available  at  the  earliest 
possible  date  in  order  that  the  necessary  proctors  may  be  provided  for  the 
academic  examinations  and  that  there  may  be  no  delay  in  arranging  for  the 
large  number  of  temporary  examiners  which  must  be  employed  every  year 
in  the  examinations  division. 

2.  The  amount  requested  of  the  last  Lep^islature  for  printing  for  the  fiscal  year 

beginning  October  1,  1914,  was  $45,000,  the  same  amount  which  was  available 
for  the  previous  year.  The  item  was  reduced  to  $2^0,00O  and  was  finally 
vetoed.  The  Department,  therefore,  has  available  no  appropriation  for  this 
purpose  for  the  current  fiscal  year.  This  amount  must  be  made  immediately 
available  if  the  work  of  the  Department  is  not  to  be  seriously  handicapped. 

3.  We  expended  for  traveling  during  the  past  fiscal  year  approximately  $22,000. 

There  is  available  in  the  Appropriation  Bill  for  the  present  fiscal  year 
$15,000.  This  is  not  sufficient  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Department  in 
visiting  schools,  libraries  and  other  educational  institutions  up  to  October 
1,  1915.    We  must  have  in  the  Supply  Bill  an  item  of  $7,000. 

4.  We  expended  during  the  past  fiscal  year  for  postage  and  transportation  over 

$25,000.  There  was  requested  in  last  year's  budget  for  the  fiscal  year  begin- 
ning October  1,  1914,  $30,000.  This  was  reduced  in  the  Appropriation  Bill 
to  $20,000.  This  amount  is  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  expenses  for  this  pur- 
pose which  must  be  incurred  by  the  Department  in  carrying  on  merely  routine 
work.  We  must  have  an  additional  appropriation  of  $10,000  to  complete 
the  fiscal  year  to  October  1,  1915. 

6.  The  Department  requested  for  care  and  cleaning  services  in  the  Appropriation 

Bill  to  become  eflfective  October  1,  1915,  $60,000.  This  was  reduced  to 
$50,000.  In  order  to  properly  care  for  the  Education  Building  during  the 
present  fiscal  year  there  must  be  made  available  an  additional  appropriation 
of  $5,000. 
6.  There  was  available  for  office  expenses  during  the  past  fiscal  year  $20,000. 
This  item  includes  not  only  all  routine  office  expenses,  supplies  and  paper  for 
academic  examinations  throughout  the  State,  but  also  all  items  of  mainte- 
nance and  repair  in  connection  with  the  equipment  of  the  Education  Building. 
Considering  the  investment  which  the  Education  Building  represents  the  item 
for  this  purpose  is  conservative.  We  must  have  available  for  the  present 
fiscal  year  an  additional  appropriation  of  $8,000. 

7.  The  increase  in  the  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  annuities  to  teachers  in 

State  institutions  is  made  necessary  by  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of 
teachers  to  whom  annuities  must  be  paid. 

8.  The  appropriation   for   repairs  and   betterments   for   the  normal  schools  was 

decreased  last  year  by  $6,000.  This  request  for  $70,000  is  merely  sufficient 
for  the  repairs  which  are  needed  at  these  institutions,  many  of  which  require 
unusual  expenditure.  To  meet  these  needs  the  amount  requested  is  con- 
servative. 

9.  Xo  appropriation  was  made  for  summer  sessions  in  the  normal  schools  for  the 

summer  of  1915.  The  Supply  Bill  of  last  year  provided  for  summer  sessions 
in  two  of  the  normal  schools.  In  order  to  give  opportunity  to  the  teachers 
of  the  State  to  return  and  receive  special  instruction  in  certain  branches 
during  the  summer  months,  sessions  should  be  maintained  in  at  least  four 
of  the  normal  schools. 
10.  This  item  provides  for  an  additional  appropriation  which  will  be  necessary 
for  apportionment  to  the  common  schools  during  the  present  fiscal  year. 
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11, 12.  These  items  for  educational  extension  work  are  self-explanatory.  They  repre- 
sent a  need  which  has  been  felt  for  some  time  and  expressed  by  many  outside 
of  the  Education  Department.  The  appropriations  would  not  only  proTide 
for  unusual  opportunities  for  the  leading  men  in  the  world  of  thought  to  be 
beard  in  the  Education  Building,  but  would  also  furnish  means  for  carrying 
on  extension  work  through  the  schools  and  through  other  agencies  in  all  parts 
of  the  State. 

13, 14.  Provision  for  an  office  or  headquarters  for  the  Department  in  New  York 
City  would  result  not  only  in  great  convenience  to  Department  officials  and 
inspectors  but  would  also  prove  of  real  convenience  to  the  large  number  of 
people  who  from  time  to  time  have  relations  with  the  Department  in  Greater 
New  York.  Such  an  office  should  be  modest  in  proportions  and  should  repre- 
sent no  extravagant  expenditure.  Ihere  should  be  on  file  there  a  set  of 
Department  publications  and  handbooks  so  that  any  person  making  an 
inquiry  could  receive  prompt  attention  as  to  general  matters  of  information, 
and  especially  matters  relating  to  the  various  professional  and  academic 
examinations.  Such  an  office  would  also  provide  stenographic  assistance  for 
the  inspectors  of  the  Department  who  are  frequently  visiting  educational 
institutions  in  that  city.  An  office  of  this  kind  would  provide  space  for  com- 
mittees and  professional  boards  that  must  frequently  have  meetings.  These 
requested  appropriations  doubtless  represent  a  matter  of  economy  and  con- 
yenience  rather  than  additional  expenditure. 

15.  This  item  provides  for  the  completion  of  certain  work  and  equipment  in  the 

State  Library,  which  up  to  the  present  time  have  not  been  provided  for. 

16.  The  large  expense  of  skylight  over  the  museum  halls  presents  a  serious  con- 

dition during  the  entire  year,  especially  during  the  midsummer  months. 
During  these  months  not  only  is  an  excess  amount  of  light  admitted,  but  the 
halls  become  overheated.  This  not  only  makes  it  difficult  for  the  employees 
to  carry  on  their  work,  but  also  results  in  injury  to  the  cases  themselves. 
The  additional  equipment  for  the  museum  offices  is  a  matter  of  urgent  neces- 
sity for  the  proper  care  of  the  museum  records.  The  original  appropriation 
was  not  sufficient  to  provide  for  this  equipment. 

17.  There  is  urgent  need  for  more  modern  equipment  for  the  printing  room  in  the 

basement,  where  the  question  papers  for  academic,  professional  and  teachers' 
examinations  are  prepared  for  all  such  examinations  throughout  the  State. 
As  is  well  known,  the  State  Printing  Law  provides  for  the  printing  of  these 
question  papers  directly  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department.  In  no  other 
way  could  the  integrity  of  the  examinations  be  maintained.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  PRINCIPAL 

1.  In  our  kindergarten  there  are  forty-six  pupils ;  nineteen  little  girls  and  twenty- 

seven  little  boys.  This  means  that  nearly  one-half  of  our  pupils  belong  to 
this  Department.  The  building  is  too  small  for  their  proper  care,  but  by 
sleeping  nine  boys  in  the  attic,  a  room  unfinished  and  unfit  for  such  pur- 
poses; by  sending  three  girls  to  Badger  Hall,  which  is  already  full,  and  by 
taking  four  older  girls  into  a  hospital  ward,  we  manage  to  get  along. 
Emergencies  could  arise  that  might  embarrass  the  situation,  which  is  both 
pressing  and  serious.  The  institution  certainly  needs  relief  from  its  crowded 
condition.  It  is  of  great  importance  to  the  institution  to  be  able  to  receive 
such  children  as  may  apply  for  admission,  and  to  furnish  suitable  accommo- 
dations for  all  pupils  already  under  its  care. 

2.  Eight  buildings  scattered  over  an  area  of  four  or  five  acres  need  means  of 

intercommunication  for  the  proper  and  efficient  dispatch  of  business,  and  a 
telephone  system  is  greatly  needed. 

3.  Three  new  buildings  to  take  the  place  of  the  one  destroyed  by  fire  in   1911 

have  been  erected  for  the  institution.  These  buildings  are  without  proper 
time  system,  and  in  a  school  where  many  classes  make  changes  at  fixed 
periods,  where  duties  must  be  performed  punctually,  where  in  kitchen  and 
dining-room,  in  dormitory  and  shops,  so  much  depends  on  precision,  there 
should  be  the  same  time  existing  in  all  parts  of  the  institution. 

4.  We  need  equipment  for  school  and  shop.     Type  in  our  printing  office  is  badly 

worn  and  should  be  replaced.  Several  rooms  are  without  bureaus  and  chairs, 
and  school  desks  ara  needed. 

5.  In  order  to  teach  some  of  our  boys  how  to  make  poultry  raising  a  success,  we 

desire  to  build  a  hennery.  This  feature  of  farming  is  well  adapted  to  the 
deaf,  and  if  they  can  be  prepared  to  undertake  the  work  with  the  knowledge 
of  how  to  make  it  pay,  it  will  make  them  more  valuable  to  themselves  and  to 
others.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  DIRECTOR 

1.  The  Experiment  Station  has  annually  about  one  hundred  acres  of  experimental 

fruit  to  spray.  The  improvised  apparatus  has  given  out  and  new  apparatus, 
properly  sheltered,  is  essential  not  only  for  efficiency  but  as  showing  fruit 
growers  a  properly  constructed  plant. 

2.  Two  thousand  dollars  was  requested  for  1913-14,  and  assurance  was  given  by 

the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  that  a  cut  was  not  intended.  An  error 
occurred  in  the  process  of  copying  and  printing.

EXPLANATORY   NOTES  BY   TREASURER 

1.  The   College   of  Agriculture  finds   itself  in   an   embarrassing  situation   owing 

to  lack  of  funds.  The  appropriations  requested  for  the  current  year  were 
reduced  to  the  lowest  minimum.  The  Governor  exercised  his  prerogative  in 
vetoing  a  number  of  the  items,  leaving  practically  nothing  to  meet  the  con- 
tingent expenses  of  the  institution.  $10,000  is  urgently  needed  to  meet 
the  ordinary  running  administrative  expenses  of  the  institution  from  Janu- 
ary 1,  1915,  until  September  30,  1915,  when  the  new  fiscal  year  begins. 

2.  An  item  of  $10,000  for  the  Summer  School  for  the  year  1915  was  vetoed  by 

the  Governor,  and  if  the  Summer  School  is  to  be  conducted  during  1915 
$8,000  will  be  required.  The  Summer  School  has  grown  to  be  a  very  im- 
portant feature  of  the  work  of  the  College.  It  is  especially  adapted  to  the 
training  of  rural  school  teachers.  At  the  last  session  there  were  388 
students  in  attendance. 

3.  This  item  is  to  provide  for  the  Summer  School  for  the  year  1916.    The  reasons 

given  imder  item  No.  2  apply  also  to  this  item. 

4.  This  item  of  $35,000  is  included  to  provide  for  the  construction  of  necessary 

conduits  and  underground  steam  connections  in  order  to  connect  the  central 
heating  plant  with  the  various  buildings  on  the  College  Campus.  The  Col- 
lege has  been  forced  to  maintain  at  considerable  expense  temporary  indi- 
vidual heating  plants.     These  are  neither  efficient  nor  economical. 

5.  The  grounds  around  a  number  of  the  new  buildings  are  in  a  very  unsatis- 

factory condition.  The  earth  has  been  thrown  out,  and  there  is  no  satis- 
factory way  of  getting  to  the  buildings  in  bad  weather  except  through 
mud.  Practically  nothing  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  even  protecting  the 
walls  of  some  of  the  buildings.     This  item  is  urgently  needed.

A  careful  estimate  was  made  of  the  cost  of  equipment  for  the  new  clinical 
buildings  last  year.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  DIRECTOR 

1.  The  deficiency  in  this  maintenance  appropriation,  chapter  792,  Laws  of  1913, 
occurred  in  the  items  for  school  maintenance  and  farm  maintenance.  When 
the  budget  for  the  year  1913-1914  was  made  out  the  institution  had  been  in 
operation  but  two  years  and  with  the  incompleted  plant  and  the  work  of 
organization  hardly  completed  it  was  impossible  to  know  how  to  make  out 
an  estimate  that  would  be  safe  without  making  it  manifestly  too  large.  The 
amounts  asked  for  were  kept  as  small  as  possible.  The  enrollment  of  the 
school  jumped  far  in  excess  of  expectations  and  this  fact,  together  with  a 
long,  cold  winter,  made  it  cost  more  for  supplies  and  fuel  than  the  estimate 
provided. 

When  it  was  seen  early  in  the  year  that  the  expenses  would  run  close  to 
the  appropriation  things  that  had  been  planned  for  were  abandoned  and 
requisitions  were  granted  only  for  matters  of  extreme  necessity. 
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2.  The  school  and  farm  buildings  need  painting  and  two  of  the  school  buildinc^s 

need  interior  redecoration  owing  to  damage  principally  from  leaky  roofs  and 
a  terrific  storm  which  blew  snow  and  rain  under  the  roof  metal.  Three  of 
the  tin  roofs  are  in  bad  shape  and  need  more  attention  than  can  be  grivt-n 
them  from  the  funds  asked  for  maintenance.  Two  of  tlie  buildings  are  bad  fire 
risks  and  may  be  the  cause  of  much  regret  and  suffering  in  case  of  serious^ 
fire. 

3.  Owing  to  no  appropriation  being  made  by  the  last  Ix*gislature  the  grounds  of 

the  institution  have  not  been  completed  and  do  not  present  an  appear  a  nt^ 
that  is  creditable  to  an  educational  institution  and  are  inconvenient  ami 
inefficient  from  the  standpoint  of  utility.  Most  of  the  preliminary  -work  hs^^ 
been  done  and  if  this  is  to  be  made  permanent  so  that  it  will  not  have  to 
be  all  done  over  the  work  must  he  completed  this  next  season. 

4.  The  school  still  needs  livestock  to  make  this  part  of  its  equipment  as  efficient 

as  it  should  be.  The  school  is  in  a  dairy  section  where  animal  hushandrr 
must  be  one  of  the  most  important  branches  and  at  the  present  time  the  lack 
of  livestock,  particularly  dairy  cows,  is  one  of  the  serious  criticisms  to  be 
made  of  the  equipment.

1.  Formerly  an  appropriation  of  $2,000  was  made  each  ^ear   for  the  traveling 

expenses  of  the  superintendent  and  his  clerks  as  in  chapter  546,  Laws  of 
1912.  Since  1013  an  item  has  been  included  for  the  superintendent's 
expenses  only  but  no  provision  made  for  traveling  expenses  for  the  office 
generally.  On  account  of  a  balance  on  hand  we  have  been  able  to  get 
along  until  the  present  time  but  the  balance  is  now  only  $94.48.  The 
expenditures  the  last  fiscal  year  with  the  position  of  superintendent's  clerk 
vacant  the  greater  part  of  the  year  was  $732.68.  It  is  believed  the  amount 
requested  will  be  necessary  for  the  present  year.

3.  On  account  of  a  balance  on  hand  only  $1,000  was  appropriated  last  year  and 

for  the  present  year.  The  balance  and  appropriation  for  last  year  have  been 
exhausted.  The  expenditure  for  last  year  was  $1,502.33  and  with  increased 
number  of  paroled  prisoners  and  increased  work  of  the  Board  of  Parole 
it  is  believed  the  additional  amount  requested  will  be  necessary. 

4.  This  is  to  cover  bills  carried  over  from  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30, 

1913,  and  should  have  been  included  in  a  deficiency  appropriation  by  last 
Legislature  but  was  not  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Department  in 
sufficient  time  to  have  it  so  included.  The  bills  are  on  hand  and  should, 
of  course,  be  paid. 
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5.  The  average   increase   in   population   at   the   four  men's   prisons   for   the   ten 

years  preceding  last  year  averaged  125  a  year.  The  average  increase  last 
year  was  192.  It  is  believed  that  a  low  estimate  of  the  average  population 
for  the  present  year  would  be  5,000.  The  population  estimated  at  the  time 
the  request  for  this  year's  appropriation  was  made  (based  on  the  former 
rate  of  increase)  was  4,800.  The  200  increase  in  excess  of  that  contemplated 
would  at  the  low  per  capita  of  only  $175  amount  to  $35,000.  The  additional 
cost  of  provisions  and  other  items  on  account  of  the  general  higher  trend 
of  prices  and  especially  the  increases  on  account  of  the  European  war  will 
probably  make  an  additional  increase  of  at  least  as  much  more.  This 
would  indicate  a  need  for  a  deficiency  of  $70,000.  In  addition,  the  new 
cell  block  at  Great  Meadow  prison  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  the  first 
part  of  the  calendar  year.  While  this  was  partly  provided  for  in  this  year's 
appropriation  there  are  bound  to  be  extra  and  unusual  expenses  incident  to 
the  shifting  of  population.  Only  $50,000  deficiency,  however,  is  requested. 
At  least  that  amount  will  be  needed. 

6.  This  is  to  cover  bills  carried  over  by  Clinton  Prison  on  account  of  insufficient 

appropriation  and  apparently  through  misunderstanding. 

7.  The  request  for  maintenance  for  the  present  year  was  for  $210,000.     In  addi- 

tion a  deficiency  for  last  year  of  $5,000  was  requested  but  disallowed 
which  necessitated  the  deferring  of  the  purchase  of  many  necessary  items 
until  the  present  year.  The  appropriation  for  this  year  was  reduced  to  a 
total  of  $194,800  and  appropriated  by  subdivisions.  A  request  for  a  reap- 
propriation  of  this  amount,  making  it  available  in  a  lump  sum,  as  in 
previous  appropriations,  is  made  elsewhere.  If  this  is  done  the  deficiency 
requested  will  be  needed.  If  this  is  not  done  a  deficiency  of  $17,350  is 
requested.  The  Medical  Superintendent  in  making  the  request  for  a  deficiency 
of  $17,350  explains  the  whole  situation  as  follows: 

**  This  hospital  cares  for  the  criminal  insane,  who,  as  a  rule,  are  more 
troublesome  than  are  the  patients  at  the  civil  hospitals.  Many  are  as- 
saultive and  homicidal  for  which  reason  the  number  of  ward  employees  must 
be  greater  and  they  must  be  tactful  and  resourceful,  wherefore  it  is  very 
essential  that  our  employees  should  be  better  paid  than  are  those  in  the 
civil  hospitals,  so  that  the  better  type  of  employee  will  be  attracted  to  the 
service  at  this  hospital.  A  new  wage  schedule  took  effect  April  1,  1913, 
but  this  was  only  slightly  in  excess  of  the  schedule  adopted  by  the  State 
Hospital  Commission  and  not  enough  to  attract  the  type  of  employee  that 
is  desired.  The  change,  however,  caused  an  actual  increase  of  approxi- 
mately $10,000  on  our  pay-roll  for  the  fiscal  year  just  closed,  and  the 
additional  attendants  employed  with  the  normal  increase  for  length  of 
service  caused  a  total  increase  of  $14,790.37,  thereby  making  the  total 
expenditure  for  salaries  and  wages  $101,405.66  which  is  $6,405.66  more  than 
the  Legislature  appropriated  for  the  coming  year.  At  the  neighboring  hos- 
pitals the  employees  residing  at  home  are  allowed  commutation  and  it 
Beems  that  in  a  spirit  of  fairness  the  State  should  make  the  same  provision 
here  as  we  cannot  quarter  all  of  our  employees.  I  believe  that  this  is  the 
only  hospital  where  allowance  is  not  made  and  by  a  slight  outlay  dissatis- 
faction could  be  rectified.  There  is  a  vacancy  on  the  medical  staff  for  a 
senior  assistant  physician  which  will  not  be  filled,  and  the  hospital  should 
have  a  woman  physician  but  there  are  no  suitable  quarters,  so  the  salaries 
for  officers  will  not  chcroge  except  for  the  normal  increase  for  length  of 
service.  The  number  of  employees  will  not  change  materially,  ao  that  a 
deficiency  appropriation  of  $12,000  for  salaries  and  wages  would  satisfac- 
torily meet  the  demand  for  the  fiscal  year  1914-15. 
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^  The  Bum  of  |99,800  wns  allowed  by  the  last  Legislature  to  compass  all 
maintenance  charges  except  salaries  and  wages,  which  is  $9,979.80  less  than 
the  actual  expenditures  in  1912  with  an  average  daily  population  of  806  and 
^1,639.37  less  than  in  1913  when  it  was  thought  that  maintenance  was  at 
its  lowest  ebb.  This  year,  however,  more  stringent  economy  was  necessary 
and  the  expenditures  were  $98,171.41,  which  was  $2,467.96  less  than  the  pre- 
vious fiscal  year  despite  the  fact  that  the  average  daily  population  was  23 
higher.  The  result,  however,  was  anything  but  satisfactory.  Our  supplies 
have  been  depleted,  the  dietary  has  been  insufficient,  necessary  repairs  could 
not  be  made,  no  overcoats  were  purchased  and  ninety  per  cent  of  the 
patients  had  no  overcoats  during  the  winter.  All  supplies  were  curtailed  so 
that  in  my  opinion  the  general  efficiency  of  the  hospital  was  lowered.  Five 
years  ago  the  per  capita  expenditure,  exclusive  of  salaries  and  wages,  was 
$120.26  and  this  figure  should  surely  be  increased  to  $125  considering  the 
increased  cost  of  all  commodities,  which  would  mean  that  we  should  have 
had  $106,500  to  compass  the  problem  last  year,  or  $8,000  more  than  the 
actual  expenditures.  The  average  yearly  increase  in  average  daily  popula- 
tion for  the  past  ten  years  has  been  25  and  it  was  23  the  last  fiscal  year, 
which  would  mean  that  we  should  have  $2,875  additional  for  the  fiscal  year 
1914-15,  or  $108,875  which  is  practically  $10,000  more  than  the  amount 
allowed  without  any  consideration  for  the  average  twenty-five  per  cent 
increase  in  cost  for  provisions  and  many  supplies  caused  by  the  European 
war  crisis. 

"  The  change  in  the  classification  of  the  maintenance  e*stimate  will  result 
in  a  marked  surplus  under  the  item  *  Furniture  and  Furnishings '  for  which 
$6,000  was  allowed  whereas  only  half  of  this  amount  will  be  required. 
Under  the  budget  system  this  cannot  be  diverted  and  must  be  carried  as  a 
balance.  This  item  will  materially  reduce  the  amount  available  for  the  other 
subheadings,  or,  in  other  words,  we  will  have  $96,800  to  be  expended  exclu- 
sive of  salaries  and  wages;  whereas  we  should  have  $108,875  if  the  hospital 
is  to  be  conducted  on  the  same  level  as  five  years  ago.  It  can  be  readily 
appreciated  therefore,  that  it  would  not  be  possible  to  maintain  the  proper 
standard  of  efficiency  with  the  amount  available  for  the  fiscal  year  1914-15, 
but  by  exercising  strict  economy  it  would  be  possible  to  compass  the  propo- 
sition by  a  small  deficiency  appropriation.  I  would,  therefore,  recommend 
as  absolutely  necessary  a  deficiency  appropriation  divided  as  follows: 

Salaries   and   wages $11 ,000 

Provisions 2 ,000 

Clothing 1,600 

Fuel  and  light 500 

Medical  stores    250 

Miscellaneous 2,000 

"  This  would  mean  an  expenditure  of  $106,000  for  salaries  and  wages,  which 
would  compass  the  additional  employees  appointed  and  would  allow  com- 
mutation to  those  employees  residing  outside  of  the  hospital  with  $103,000 
to  cover  all  other  maintenance  expenditures.'* 

Notwithstanding  the  urgency  of  the  request  as  above  presented  by  the 
Medical  Superintendent  on  the  assumption  that  the  appropriation  by  sub- 
divisions will  be  reappropriated  so  as  to  be  available  in  one  lump  sum,  a 
deficiency  of  $12,000  only  is  requested.  At  least  this  amount  will  be 
required. 
S.  On  account  of  failure  to  provide  for  maintenance  of  the  State  Farm  for 
Women  by  the  1913  XjegicOature  the  funds  were  exhausted  June  1,  1914,  so 
that  the  Warden's  salary  for  the  last  four  months  of  the  year  is  unpaid. 

29 
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9.  The  institution  was  regularly  opened  October  1,  1914,  for  the  reception  of 
women  prisoners  in  accordance  with  the  law  authorizing  its  establiBhment 
and  a  number  of  women  have  already  been  committed  and  received.  It  ia 
understood  there  are  approximately  600  women  in  the  State  who  could 
properly  be  committed  to  the  institution.  This  number  cannot  be  aooonuno- 
dated  but  it  is  expected  that  the  institution  will  be  filled  to  its  limit. 
The  amount  requested  for  the  present  year  was  $30,000.  This  was  reduced 
to  $15,000  only.  The  additional  $15,000  is  deemed  necessary  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  institution. 

10.  The  appropriation  by  subdivisions  as  made  does  not  meet  the  requirements  of 

the  institutions,  some  divisions  being  too  high  and  others  not  sufficient. 
(See  remarks  under  7.)  If  not  reappropriated  so  as  to  be  available  as  a 
lump  sum,  as  was  formerly  done,  a  deficiency  of  $17,350  will  be  required. 
If  reappropriated  as  requested,  a  deficiency  of  $12,000  only  will  be  required. 
Tlie  reappropriation  will  save  the  institutions  from  serious  embarrassment 
in  the  maintenance  expenditures.    It  will  also  save  the  State  $5,350. 

11.  Practically  the  same  remarks  as  for  the  preceding  item  apply  to  this  request. 

The  Medical  Superintendent  in  his  request  for  the  reappropriation  gives  an 
explanation  which  covers  the  situation  fully  as  follows: 

"Wliile  the  unusual  conditions  will  enable  us  to  go  through  the  present 
fiscal  year  without  a  deficiency,  legislation  will  be  necessary  to  make  available 
the  total  amount  appropriated  for  maintenance  as  it  may  be  actually  needed. 
The  amount  appropriated  was  divided  into  various  items,  and  in  tiiis  form 
it  will  not  meet  the  requirements. 

"It  is  common  institution  experience  that  the  amounts  required  for  the 
various  divisions  of  the  estimate  vary  from  year  to  year.  This  could  not 
well  be  otherwise.  More  fuel  is  paid  for  one  year  than  another,  an  increase 
in  population  calls  for  an  additional  number  of  employees,  and  many  other 
causes  operate  to  make  it  quite  impossible  to  hold  each  division  of  the 
estimate  down  to  an  amount  arbitrarily  fixed  by  the  Legislature  so  long 
before  the  money  is  actually  expended. 

'*  In  the  present  instance,  more  money  than  will  be  required  has  been 
appropriated  under  some  divisions,  and  less  than  will  meet  the  actual  neces- 
sary expenses  under  others.  Again,  the  divisions  named  in  the  Appropriation 
Bill  do  not  correspond  with  those  now  in  general  use  throughout  the  State, 
and  the  matter  of  accounting  under  the  two  different  methods  of  dividing 
the  appropriation  becomes  difficult  without  any  apparent  benefit. 

"The  only  way  out  of  the  difficulty  which  suggests  itself  is  to  make  the 
total  amount  available  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  institution,  as 
maintenance  funds  have  been  appropriated  heretofore." 

If  not  reappropriated  it  will  be  necessary  to  request  a  deficiency  appro- 
priation. 

12.  This  bill  has  been  in  controversy  which  accounts  for  its  not  having  been  paid. 

The  bill  as  originally  rendered  was  for  244,250  cu.  ft.  at  85  cents  per  1,000  ft. 
($207.61).    The  price  as  now  claimed  is  24.6  cents  per  1,000  ft.  only. 

COMMENT  BY  DEPARTMENT  OF  EFFICIENCY  AND  ECONOMY 

Maintenance  of  Matteawan  State  Hospital 

7.  The  superintendent  of  prisons  requests  a  deficiency  appropriation  of 
$12,000.  The  superintendent  of  the  hospital  requests  an  appropriation  of 
$17,500,  and  presents  a  long  statement  in  support  of  the  request,  which  is 
merely  an  argument  that  there  should  be  more  employees  and  that  those  who 
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are  there  now  should  receive  more  wages  and  more  perquisites.  He  states, 
apparently  without  comprehending  the  gravity  of  the  offense,  that  the 
inmates  were  deprived  of  sufficient  clothing  to  maintain  this  army  of  em- 
ployees that  consumes,  in  wages,  approximately  one-half  of  the  amount  pro- 
vided by  the  Legislature  for  the  maintenance  of  this  institution.  When  the 
whole  statement  is  subjected  to  analysis,  however,  it  is  to  be  seen  that  the 
large  deficiency  item  requested  contains  only  ^2,000  for  food  and  $1,600  for 
clothing — hut  provides  $11,000  for  salaries  and  wages. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  request  for  increase  in  salaries  and  wages  be 
denied,  and  that  an  appropriation  of  $4,000  for  food  and  clothing  be  made, 
the  item  to  be  rewritten  so  as  to  restrict  the  expenditure  to  food  and  clothing 
for  inmates  and  prevent  its  diversion  to  salaries  and  wages.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  SECRETARY 

1.  There  are  seven  members  of  the  State  Commission  of  Prisons  who,  under  the 

provisions  of  the  Prison  Law  may  draw  a  maximum  of  $600  a  year  at  the 
rate  of  $10  per  diem.  The  amount  appropriated  for  commissioners'  compensa- 
tion for  the  year  ended  September  30,  1914,  was  $3,000,  whereas  bills  for 
services  were  rendered  by  the  commissioners  and  approved  in  the  amount  of 
$3,230,  leaving  a  deficit  of  $230,  which  this  item  is  intended  to  cover. 

2.  The  Legislature  has  annually  appropriated  a  sum  for  the  expenses  of  del^ates 

to  these  annual  congresses.  The  American  Prison  Association  meeting  is  to 
be  held  next  year  at  Oakland,  California,  and  the  National  Conference  of 
Charities  and  Correction  at  Baltimore,  Maryland.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  HOSPITAL  COMMISSION 

1.  In  accordance  with  the  custom  of  previous  years,  the  Commission's  requests  for 

maintenance  appropriations  last  year  were  reduced  by  $600,000,  the  esti- 
mated  amount  of  the  board  moneys  and  misceUaneous  receipts  of  the  State 
hospitals  during  the  current  fiscal  year,  witii  the  understanding  that  this 
amount  would  be  appropriated  in  the  Supply  BiU  for  this  year. 

2.  The  last  Legislature  reduced  the  amount  of   board  moneys  appropriated  for 

hospital  maintenance  to  $275,000,  with  the  result  that  very  serious  reduc- 
tions in  the  number  of  employees  and  other  items  of  hospital  maintenance 
were  necessary  the  last  four  months  of  the  fiscal  year.  In  addition  the 
amounts  appropriated  for  the  maintenance  of  the  hospitals  during  the  current 
year  are  not  sufficient  to  maintain  the  standard  of  care  which  has  heretofore 
prevailed  in  the  State  hospitals  for  the  insane.  The  Commission  is  therefore 
asking  that  this  balance,  representing  money  actually  earned  by  the  hospitals 
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and  turned  into  the  State  treasury,  be  appropriated  and  made  available  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  hospitals  during  the  current  year,  thus  avoiding 
the  necessity  of  a  reduction  in  the  standard  of  care. 

3.  The  appropriation  for  office  expenses  was  cut  from  $8,500  to  $8,000  by  the 

Legislature  last  year.    This  sum  is  not  sufficient  for  our  needs. 

4.  The  Insanity  Law  provides  that  each  State  Hospital  Commissioner  shall  receive 

$1,200  per  annum  in  lieu  and  in  full  of  his  necessary  traveling  expenses  in  the 
performance  of  his  official  duties.     The  Legislature  cut  the  total  for  three 
Commissioners  to  $3,000  last  year.     This  item  is  for  the  balance  provided 
by  the  Insanity  Law. 
6.  This  item  is  the  same  as  for  several  years  past  and  is  self-explanatory. 

6.  The  item  for  special  agents  was  allowed  by  the  Legislature,  but  vetoed  by  the 

Governor.  As  the  activities  of  these  agents  largely  increase  the  receipts 
from  reimbursing  patients  and  their  relatives,  the  Commission  believes  their 
services  are  necessary  and  should  be  paid  from  an  item  specially  appro- 
priated for  the  purpose,  as  has  been  the  custom  for  many  years  past. 

7.  This  item  is  to  cover  a  deficiency  which  arose  through  the  failure  of  certain 

dealers  to  present  vouchers  to  the  Kings  Park  State  Hospital  until  after  the 
accounts  for  the  year  were  closed.  The  Comptroller  rules  that  such  accounts 
cannot  be  paid  from  the  appropriations  for  the  succeeding  year's  maintenance. 

8.  This  item  is  to  cover  the  balances  due  the  contractor  on  the  railway  spur  and 

the  supervising  engineers  and  represents  the  final  settlement  for  this  work 
as  recommended  by  the  State  Architect. 

9.  This  item  is  to  refund  franchise  tax  paid  by  the  Rutland  Railroad  Company 

on  the  switch  leading  to  the  St.  Lawrence  State  Hospital  during  1908,  1909, 
1910  and  1913.  The  State  Board  of  Tax  Commissioners  waived  this  tax 
during  1911  and  1912,  but  through  some  misunderstanding,  it  was  reimposed 
in  1913.

Repairs  and  Equipment 

1.  This  item  should  be  transferred  to  a  Special  Bill,  containing  aimilar  items  for 
improvements  to  State  institutions. 

Reappropriation 

A  close  reading  of  reappropriations  requested  is  recommended  as  an  ex- 
ample of  the  manner  in  which  original  estimates  and  amounts  necessary  are 
prepared  for  the  Legislature.  In  item  1  under  the  head  of  "  Reappropriation  " 
it  is  requested  thai  the  sum  of  $472.79  be  continued.  This  is  an  unexpended 
balance  of  a  sum  first  provided  in  1911,  continued  in  1913,  and  now  to  be 
continued  for  another  two  years.  The  first  four  items  should  not  be  reap- 
propriated.  They  were  all  originally  provided  for  purposes  that  have  been 
accomplished.  Two  of  them  were  originally  made  by  the  Legislature  of 
1909,  and  this  would  be  the  fourth  time  that  they  have  been  presented  to 
the  Legislature.  The  unexpended  balances  should  lapse  into  the  treasury 
and  be  available  in  the  general  fund  for  necessary  expenditures.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  INSTITUTION 

1.  These  roads  were  constructed  when  the  buildings  of  the  institution  were  first 

erected.  They  were  carefully  constructed  of  screened  ^avel,  thoroughly 
rolled  with  water  bond.  They  have  stood  remarkably  well  and  nothing  but 
slight  surface  repairs  have  ever  been  done  to  them.  The  use  of  rolling 
these  roads  in  hauling  the  heavy  materials  for  the  work  for  construction 
in  the  present  year  has  practically  destroyed  them  and  a  thorough  repairing, 
amounting  almost  to  reconstruction  is  now  necessary. 

2.  The  appropriation  made  for  maintenance  last  year  was    $112,500;  we  asked 

for  $140,000.  The  amount  is  altogether  inadequate.  During  the  past  year 
we  have  been  unable  to  make  needed  purchases  for  maintenance  and 
the  whole  line  of  supplies  was  reduced  to  a  point  impossible  to  be  con- 
tinued. It  has  been  impossible  to  purchase  necessary  clothing  for  the  in- 
mates. This  has  gone  so  far  that  it  would  be  shocking  to  the  Legislature  to 
be  informed  in  detail  of  the  actual  situation.  The  allowance  for  salaries  has 
been  $48,000.  Our  present  payroll  is  about  $57,000  and  a  number  of  officers 
allowed  by  the  Salary  Classification  Commission  are  not  yet  appointed. 
The  increase  of  200  population  during  the  coming  year  will  greatly  add  to 
the  cost  of  maintenance.  We  are  reducing  the  population  by  rather  drastic 
measures  at  the  present  time;  first  by  having  persuaded  the  judges  and 
magistrates  making  commitments  to  the  institution  to  send  fewer  here  and 
also  by  increasing  the  numbers  paroled  beyond  the  point  of  our  best  judg- 
ment. This  has  been  done  to  do  away  with  the  most  serious  inconvenience 
and  injuries  of  the  overcrowded  condition  of  the  institution  that  has  existed 
during  the  past  year.  Our  food  supplies  have  been  reduced  to  an  absolute 
minimum.  We  have  been  greatly  aided  by  the  large  productions  this  year 
from  the  farm  but  for  the  coming  year  it  will  absolutely  necessary  to 
greatly  increase  the  amount  of  food  purchased.

COMlfENT  BY  DEPARTMENT  OF  EFFICIENCY  AND  ECONOMY 

Deficiency  in  Mai:(tenance 
2.  The  institution  requests  an  appropriation  of  $28,600  for  a  deficiency  in  main- 
tenance and  presents  the  various  items  which  go  to  make  up  the  total 
requested.  The  superintendent  makes  an  explanation  of  this  request,  the 
principal  features  of  which  are  the  statements  that  during  the  past  year  **  the 
line  of  supplies  was  reduced  to  a  point  impossible  to  be  continued;''  that 
it  has  been  "  impossible  to  purchase  necessary  clothing  for  the  inmates, 
which  has  gone  so  far  that  it  would  be  shocking  to  the  Legislature  to  be 
informed  in  detail  of  the  actual  situation;"  and  that  persuasion  has  been 
exercised  upon  judges  and  magistrates  to  send  fewer  to  the  institutions. 
The  statements  made  in  this  explanation  are  not  true.  The  Department 
of  Efficiency  and  Economy  has  investigated  this  institution  and  found  that 
the  inmates  are  well  fed  and  well  clothed. 

An  analysis  of  the  items  presented  proves  that  only  $4,000  is  required 
for  provisions  and  $3,800  required  for  clothing,  whereas  $21,000  is  divided 
between  other  items  which  have  no  relation  whatever  to  the  comfort  or 
necessity  of  the  inmates. 

If  anything  is  needed  to  demonstrate  the  wisdom  of  itemizing  the  uppro- 
priations  for  these  State  institutions,  it  is  to  be  found  in  the  untruthful 
statements  made  to  influence  the  Legislature  to  return  to  the  old,  bad  system 
of  providing  lump  sum  appropriations  to  be  disbursed  in  whatever  way 
superintendents  might  see  fit,  and  which  has  resulted  in  unnecessary  increase 
of  employees  and  extraordinary  luxuries  to  the  officers. 

A  complete  analysis  of  the  appropriation  is  to  be  found  in  the  Appropria- 
tion Bill  section  of  this  report. 

*  The  actual  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  which  ended  September  30, 
1914,  were  $24,284.10,  or  $700  less  than  the  amount  provided  for  the  cur- 
rent fiscal  year.  Expenditures  for  clothing  was  $5,080,  which  was  $1,300 
below*  the  amount  provided  for  the  current  fiscal  year.  The  request  for 
deficiency  appropriation  should  be  disapproved.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  INSTITUTION 

1.  Electric  lights  have  been  installed  in  girls'  rooms  in  four  cottages.    The  laying 

of  new  iloora  was  postponed  because  it  was  hoped  that  the  maintenance  fund 
would  be  considered  available  for  the  installation  of  an  electric  fire  alarm 
system   and   an   electric   annunciator   system. 

2.  The  owner  of  this  land  has  declined  to  sell  it  for  this  sum  and  has  not  named 

a  sum  for  which  he  will  sell. 

3.  Proposals  for  the  construction  of  this  building  arc  to  be  received  October  23d. 

It  is  expected  to  get  the  work  started  this  fall,  but  it  cannot  be  completed, 
so  the  balance  must  be  reappropriated. 

4.  Against  the  unmortgaged  balance  in  this  fund  will  be  charged  tlic  conduit  work

1.  This  item  of  $20,000  which  we  ask  for  reimbursement  at  Blauvelt  is  the  actual 
money  that  the  Commission  has  spent  in  placing  the  property  which  it 
received  from  the  State,  including  buildings,  etc.,  simply  in  condition  where 
they  could  be  utilized.  This  Blauvelt  property  was  turned  over  to  the  Pali- 
sades Commission  several  years  ago.  without  any  appropriation  to  make  it

available  for  park  purposes.  The  Commission  has  no  right  to  spend  its  funds 
obtained  from  the  State  and  private  individuals  for  other  purposes  on  this 
property;  it  has  done  so,  however,  feeling  that  if  it  were  not  done  the  prop- 
erty would  go  to  rack  and  ruin  and  the  many  thousands  of  dollars  already 
spent  by  the  State  on  the  lands  and  buildings  would  be  seriously  impaired. 
The  Commission  asked^for  an  item  on  this  account  last  year  but  it  was  not 
given. 

2.  Last  year  the  Commission  was  allowed  $1,500  for  this  account.     It  actually 

spent  $3,881.58.  Therefore,  we  ask  for  this  item  of  $2,300  to  reimburse  the 
Commission  for  actual  disbursements  on  this  account. 

3.  The  Commission  was  allowed  last  year  $5,000  for  necessary  expenses  for  mainte- 

nance,  repair  and  protection  at  Bear  Mountain.  It  actually  expended 
$19,608.61.  This  covered  the  employment  of  a  clerk,  bookkeeper,  office  force, 
patrolman,  purchase  of  tools,  supplies,  general  upkeep  of  grounds  and  build- 
ings, insurance,  etc.  The  Commission  calls  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
fully  350,000  people  visited  this  section  of  the  park  last  summer.  At  certain 
places  the  crowds  were  so  dense  that  it  was  absolutely  necessary  to  have 
ample  patrol  service,  men  in  uniform  properly  authorized  to  preserve  order 
and  to  prevent  people  from  overcrowding  on  docks  around  the  lakes  and  the 
use  of  row  boats  and  on  the  playgrounds  generally.  The  Commission  has  no 
fund  from  which  to  properly  take  this  money  and  it  is  clearly  a  fixed,  annual 
maintenance  charge  and  it  should  be  reimbursed  to  the  Commission.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  SECRETARY 

1.  Another  shelter  pavilion  is  one  of  the  imperative  needs  of  the  reservation.    Two 

Legislatures  have  passed  the  necessary  appropriation,  but  both  times  the 
item  was  vetoed  by  the  Governor,  on  the  ground  that  there  was  no  money 
available  for  it. 

2.  Another  need  is  a  rest  room  or  comfort  station  with  additional  toilets,  located 

at  or  near  the  waiting  pavilion.  The  two  toilets  in  the  waiting  pavilion 
are  wholly  inadequate  to  meet  public  requirements. 

3.  The  south  bank  of  Glen  creek  from  the  new  concrete  bridge  westward  to  the 

base  of  the  clifif,  should  be  dyked  similar  to  the  north  side  for  the  protection 
of  the  bank;  and  to  complete  the  entrance  effect  the  dyke  should  be  sur- 
mounted by  an  ornamental  wall  similar  to  that  on  Franklin  street. 

4.  Folly  bridge  crosses  the  Glen  gorge  near  Rainbow  Falls.    It  is  of  concrete  and 

was  built  several  years  ago  when  the  Glen  was  under  another  management. 
The  throat  of  the  bridge  is  so  small  that  whenever  the  water  is  high  much 
of  it  runs  over  the  top  of  the  structure,  and  frequently  the  railings  are  torn 
away  by  debris  carried  down  by  the  torrent,  necessitating  repairs  every  year. 
It  should  be  rebuilt  at  a  higher  elevation  and  with  a  much  larger  throat. 

6.  The  report  of  Chief  Engineer  Horton  of  the  State  Department  of  Health, 
recommends  that  the  area  embracing  the  watershed  from  which  the  reservoir 
receives  the  main  water  supply,  be  enclosed  by  a  high  wire  fence  to  prevent 
contamination  of  the  water  by  trespassers. 

6.  Chief  Engineer  Horton  also  recommends  the  lighting  of  the  two  tunnels  in  the 
lower  part  of  the  Glen  to  avoid  the  possibility  of  accidents.

1.  This  property  consists  of  18  acres  of  land  with  the  Mansion  and  Block  House 
at  one  corner;  in  order  to  properly  care  for  and  protect  the  property  it  is' 
necessary  that  some  one  be  on  the  premises  all  the  time;  we  pay"  the  super- 
intendent $60  per  month  and  furnish  living  apartments  f^  him  in  the  north 

wing  of  the  Mansion;  this  is  not  a  proper  place  for  him  and  adds  to  the 
danger  of  fire  which  we  are  anxious  to  reduce;  in  1912  the  sum  of  $3,500  was 
appropriated  for  a  caretaker's  cottage;  plans  prepared,  advertised  for  bids, 
bids  received,  but  were  much  more  than  the  appropriation.  This  item  was 
then  reappropriated  last  year  but  vetoed  by  Governor.  Two  other  plans  had 
same  result;  we  have  now  taken  amount  of  lowest  bids  on  last  plan,  added 
$200  which  makes  the  sum  aBked  for;  the  $200  to  be  provided  for  readver- 
tising  and  any  possible  increase  over  previous  bids.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  BY  SECRETARY 

Preservation  and  Improvements 

1.  There  was  originally  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  certain  por- 
tions of  the  barracks  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars.  This  was  wisely 
expended  and  today  the  State  of  New  York  possesses  in  the  ruins  at  Crown 
Point,  thus  preserved  by  proper  treatment,  the  best  examples  of  colonial 
walls  and  fortifications  in  the  country.  Thus,  much  has  been  saved  to  be 
shown  as  examples  of  early  patriotism  in  New  York's  history  to  coming 
generations.  At  the  time,  however,  there  was  no  provision  made  for  the 
preservation  of  the  north  barracks  and  its  walls,  nor  for  making  accessible 
the  ruins  of  the  old  Fort  St.  Frederic,  one  of  the  oldest  French  ruins  in  the 
country.  Nor  was  there  any  provision  for  doing  certain  necessary  work 
in  grading,  and  road  making  in  and  around  the  reservation.  An 
item  of  two  thousand  dollars  is  now  asked  for  to  accomplish  these  pur- 
poses. Unless  this  is  done  the  walls  of  the  north  barracks  are  liable  to  fall 
down  and  these  at  the  present  time,  well  preserved  examples  of  colonial 
architecture,  be  forever  lost.  Old  Fort  St.  Frederic  is  a  most  interesting 
spot,  but  at  the  present  time  it  is  overgrown  with  brush  and  weeds  and  the 
stranger  and  visitor  finds  it  almost  impossible  to  inspect  it.  Included  in  this 
item  is  also  a  reference  to  cleaning  out  and  erecting  a  fence  around  the 
old  fort  well.  This  last  year,  was  vetoed  by  the  Governor,  as  a  separate  item, 
on  the  ground  that  it  was  not  necessary  at  that  time.  As  a  matter  of  fact 
the  old  fort  well  in  its  present  condition,  is  not  only  dangerous  for  visitors, 
but  is  in  a  most  unsanitary  condition.     It  should  be  cleaned  out,  and  a

railing  be  built  around  it;  steps  to  lead  down  to  it  should  be  put  in,  and  a 
roof  of  some  kind  be  put  above  it.  The  well  is  a  fine  specimen  of  the  military 
wells  of  that  period,  and  as  such  should  be  preserved  for  its  historic  value. 

Comfort  Station. 

2.  After  building  the  comfort  station  which  is  now  ready,  the  committee  finds 

that  in  order  that  it  may  be  available  to  the  public,  it  must  have  the  neces- 
sary plumbing  in  it  with  the  water  pipes  and  connections,  the  sewers,  pipes 
and  other  attachments  to  make  it  of  use,  and  for  finishing  up,  painting, 
grading  and  doing  the  other  small  work,  which  should  be  performed  to 
finish  the  comfort  station  as  originally  planned,  the  sum  of  eight  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  is  asked  for. 

Artesian  Well 

3.  At  last  year's  session  of  the  Legislature  an  item  for  six  hundred  dollars  for 

an  artesian  well  at  the  Crown  Point  Reservation  was  approved  and  passed 
by  the  Legislature.  His  excellency  the  Governor  vetoed  this  on  the  ground 
that  a  water  supply  for  the  park  was  not  necessary,  in*  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  comfort  station  had  not  been  fully  completed.  This  condition 
no  longer  exists.  The  comfort  station  is  now  finished  and  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  that  the  8,000  to  10,000  visitors  to  the  park  who  come  to  it  yearly, 
should  feel  that  they  have  a  safe  source  of  drinking  water  there. 
The  water  from  Lake  Champlain  is  not  safe  and  is  not  used  by  the  resi- 
dents around  the  reservation,  all  of  whom  have  artesian  wells,  which  have 
been  sunk  or  drilled  in  the  rocks  on  the  reservation.  The  water  of  Lake 
Champlain  is  contaminated  by  sewage,  and  those  in  a  position  best  qualified 
to  know  about  it,  state  that  it  is  not  potable  at  this  point. 

Pump  House 

4.  It  will  also  be  necessary  to  erect  a  pump  house  over  the  artesian  well  to  keep 

it  in  a  sanitary  condition  and  to  equip  the  same  with  a  proper  pump,  piping 
and  attachments.  For  this  purpose  eight  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  is  necessary,  is  asked,  making  a  total  sum  for  supplying  good 
water  for  drinking  purposes  and  for  flushing  the  comfort  station  of  fourteen 
hundred  dollars.  Last  year  over  8,000  people  visited  the  reservation  and  the 
year  before  that  over  10,000.

SXPLANAXORY  NOTES  BY  STATE  ENGINEER  AND  SURVEYOR 

1.  The  appropriation  asked  for  continuing  the  co-operative  geological  sunrey  of 

the  State  is  the  same  as  has  been  made  for  this  purpose  in  the  past  four 
years.  It  is  customary  for  the  United  States  Government  to  appropriate  an 
equal  amount  to  defray  its  share  of  the  co-operative  work  in  miJfing  the 
topographic  survey  of  tiie  State. 

2.  The  hydrogral)hic  work  is  prosecuted  in  conjunction  with  the  Federal  govern- 

ment  on  certain  streams,  and  the  amount  asked  for  is  similar  to  that  appro- 
priated in  previous  years. 

3.  The  sum  of  $2»000  dollars  for  expenses  of  the  bridge  bureau  of  this  department 

is  to  cover  the  expenses  incurred  by  said  bureau  which  has  been  reorganised 
and  the  expenses  of  which  will  be  increased  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  many 
of  the  completed  metallic  struetures  over  the  Barge  canal  will  require  exam- 
inations  from  time  to  time. 

4.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  50  of  the  Laws  of  1909,  the  State 

Engineer  has  to  make  examinations  of  the  State  boundary  lines  from  time 
to  time.
